Surprise Developments in the Buttino Lawsuit: 

Reno Says No Discrimination 
— But What Does That Mean?

On Thursday, December 2, 
the opening day of gay for¬ 
mer FBI agent Frank Butti- 
no’s class action lawsuit 
charging the FBI with anti¬ 
gay job bias, U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno issued a 
policy statement that added 
sexual orientation to the Jus¬ 
tice Department’s basic anti- 
discrimination policies. 

Early enthusiasm for 
Reno’s statement by some 
prominent lesbians and gays 
has mostly withered in the 
ensuing week, as it has be¬ 
come clear her action did not 
create any enforceable legal 
rights for employees who feel 
they have been discriminated 
against by Justice Department 
agencies. 

Attorney Richard Gayer, 
who represents Buttino, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
Reno’s policy statement clear¬ 
ly still allows the FBI to dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of 
sexual conduct. 

Gayer says that any gay 
person who goes to a lesbian

or gay bar, or answers an ad 
in a gay newspaper or on a 
gay computer dating service, 
or visited a bathhouse, could 
be rejected under the policy. 

Conduct vs. orientation 

“Janet Reno’s statement 
changes nothing about the 
FBI policy, and the FBI can 


discriminate on the basis ot 
sexual conduct, as opposed to 
sexual orientation,” Gayer 
said. He characterized it as 
worse than the Pentagon pol¬ 
icy, describing the new Reno 
rules as “don’t ask, don’t tell, 
don’t fuck.” 

Appropriate qualifications 

“The Department of Jus¬ 
tice does not discriminate on 
the basis of race, color, reli¬ 
gion, sex, national origin, dis¬ 
ability or sexual orientation,” 
said Reno’s statement. 

The policy statement also 
said that employment within 
the Justice Department is 
based on “ability, perfor¬ 
mance, experience, conduct, 
character, judgement, stabili¬ 
ty, discretion, integrity, re¬ 
sponsibility, candor, and other 
appropriate qualifications.” 

Gayer remarked, regarding 
the vague wording, “one in¬ 
terpretation of Reno’s policy 
is that only lesbian or gay 
people who are celibate will 
be able to obtain or remain in 
employment with the FBI.”

Chanukah 

'A Story of Resistance to Conformity”

Chanukah, the festival of lights, is at the center of our De¬ 
cember. Like every Jewish ritual and holiday, Chanukah has 
multiple meanings and associations — some ancient, some 
added over the generations, and some the product of our own 
celebrations. Often people ask me, “Why do we do this or that 
practice? What does it mean?” I try to give as honest an answer 
as I can, but I fear that my very effort to answer is misleading 
because everything means a lot. Consider some of the mean¬ 
ings of Chanukah and the menorah. 

In its origins, Chanukah is a story about a civil war. Object¬ 
ing to the forced worship of the local emperor, militant Jews 
took to the hills and began a guerrilla war. They were revo¬ 
lutionaries or freedom fighters. Their example has been an in¬ 
spiration to contemporary Jews resisting oppression. To the 
early Zionists, the militant activism of the Maccabees offered 
an alternative model to the passivity they perceived in the 
mainstream Jewish community of their day. 

The militarism of the Hasmoneans, the clan that led the re¬ 
volt, was troubling to succeeding generations. After later at¬ 
tempts at reestablishing Jewish sovereignty were cruelly sup¬ 
pressed, a new emphasis on the miraculous nature of the Mac- 
cabean revolt emerged. These Jews focused less on the military 
struggle and more on the Temple — especially the story of the 
single jar of oil which lasted for eight days. The spiritual mes¬ 
sage they saw in Chanukah was the redeeming power of God’s 
help which can turn a very small fire into an enduring blaze 
of hope. 

Chanukah itself means “dedication.” After the Temple was 
recovered and restored, it was rededicated. The celebration 
lasted for eight days. Lighting the menorah invites us to return 
to the themes of our High Holidays, Rosh Hashanah and Yom 
Kippur, once again asking ourselves about our own dedication. 
What is most important in our life? How do we dedicate our 
limited resources? What are we doing to keep the flame of in¬ 
spiration and hope burning within ourselves and in the world? 

At its core, Chanukah is a story of resistance to conformity 
with the majority and dominant culture. For many in our com¬ 
munity the “winter holidays” are a time when they feel isolat¬ 
ed and marginalized. One large dreidel picture or a single 
menorah does little to counter the overwhelming flood of 
Christmas music, imagery and hype. (My personal solution: I 
don’t do retail during December. As a Congregation, Sha’ar Za¬ 
hav and other Jewish community members help staff the 
kitchens and delivery routes of Project Open Hand on Christ¬ 
mas Eve and Christmas day.) Chanukah is a reminder of how 
Jews in generations past have struggled to preserve their tra¬ 
ditions, identity and dignity. 

There are many other interpretations of the holiday and its 
rituals but I will only add one more, my favorite: Why, the rab¬ 
bis asked, do we add a candle each night? If there was just one 
jar of oil and it lasted for eight days, wouldn’t one expect the 
flame to get smaller each night? Yes, but... The lights of the 
menorah, we are taught, are holy. They symbolize dedication 
and commitment to that which is most precious. To go from 
eight lights down to seven and so on would suggest a decline 
in holiness; we therefore increase the number of candles each 
night so that we may ourselves ascend in holiness. 

As you prepare to light the candles each night, consider ded¬ 
icating that evening’s candles to a person, group or value that 
has helped or will help you ascend the ladder of holiness. 

May your Chanukah season be filled with light. 


Congregation Sha’ar Zahav will observe the Festival of 
Lights at its weekly Sabbath services, the evening of Friday, 
December 10 at 8:15, 220 Danvers Street, and its annual 
Chanukah party, Saturday night, December 11, at St. Paulus 
Lutheran Church, Gough at Eddy, 7-11 p.m. Menorah lighting 
will be at 7:30. 


has flatly refused to discuss 
Reno’s statement in connec¬ 
tion with Buttino’s class ac¬ 
tion lawsuit. 

According to spokesperson 
Joe Kovisky, the Justice De¬ 
partment “will not comment” 
on any aspect of Buttino’s suit 
in U.S. District Court in San 
Francisco while it is in litiga¬ 
tion. 

Buttino had his security 
clearance revoked in 1990, 
and was later dismissed from 
the FBI, after agency officials 
received an anonymous letter 
outing him and launched an 
investigation into his sexual

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'Extremely Savage' Robber 
Hospitalizes Castro Shopkeeper 

Police Seek Suspect, Witness, and Clues from the Community

A Castro district shopkeep¬ 
er is in guarded critical condi¬ 
tion at San Francisco General 
Hospital with massive head 
injuries after he was viciously 
beaten and his store was 
robbed on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 7. 

Larry Tsering, the owner 
of Southwest Tradewinds 
jewelry and curio shop at 18th 
and Sanchez streets, was the 
victim of a “an extremely sav¬ 
age” attack, according to 
SFPD Robbery Inspector 
Randy Krings. 

The attack occurred some¬ 
time between 12:30 and 1:40 
p.m., when Tsering was 
found semi-conscious in his 
shop by a customer. 

According to Krings, Tser¬ 
ing was able to tell police that 
two men entered the shop 
separately just before the inci¬ 


dent. 

One of the men, Tsering 
told police, was a prior cus¬ 
tomer who left the shop a 
short time later. 

Tsering was behind the 
counter and could remember 
nothing about the attack ex¬ 
cept that he turned away 
from the remaining customer 
and was struck from behind 
with an unidentified blunt ob¬ 
ject. 

The store, once known as 
the Himalayan Shop, sells 
jewelry on consignment and 
American Indian and Tibetan 
Buddhist cultural and reli¬ 
gious items. 

According to Krings, the 
suspect inquired about ear¬ 
rings behind the counter be¬ 
fore the attack. 

When police and ambu¬ 
lance personnel arrived, the 
cash drawer was open and 
empty, and jewelry and other 


items had also been stolen. 
An inventory has not yet 
been completed. 

Krings told the Bay Area 
Reporter that police are seek¬ 
ing the person identified by 
Tsering as a “friendly cus¬ 
tomer” who had shopped at 
the store on previous occa¬ 
sions, as a potential witness. 

The customer is described 
as a Caucasian male, about 45 
years old, 5’8” or 5’9”, weigh¬ 
ing 200 pounds, with thinning 
hair and some facial hair, pos¬ 
sibly a goatee, who may live 
in Oakland, California. 

The suspect is described as 
a Hispanic male, about 25 
years old, 5’10” weighing be¬ 
tween 125 and 130 pounds, 
with black hair combed back 
on the scalp.

‘Marshaling the Best of the Religious Responses:' 


Local Pastor Pozar Attends 
White House AIDS Meeting

Pastor Michael Pozar of 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church 
in Pacifica met with Presi¬ 
dent Clinton and AIDS czar 
Kristine Gebbie on Monday, 
November 29, as one of 14 
representatives of various re¬ 
ligious denominations from 
around the country. The pur¬ 
pose of the meeting was, ac¬ 
cording to Pozar, two-fold: to 
review the government’s in¬ 
volvement in combating 
AIDS and to renew public in¬ 
terest in the campaign against 
the epidemic. 

Pozar is the founder of the 
Lutheran AIDS Network, 
which he characterizes as a 
“loose organization of all 
kinds of people in the U.S. 
and Canada — frontline peo¬ 
ple, not bureaucrats — who 
work to help PWAs and pro¬ 
mote better governmental in¬ 
volvement.” 

It was an unprecedented 
meeting; so much so that a 
rabbi in attendance pointed 
out that it was a “holy mo¬ 
ment, the first time a Presi¬ 
dent had met with religious 
leaders on the epidemic.” 

Among the other attendees 
was a Methodist bishop who 
had lost two sons to the dis¬ 
ease, and Stephen Pieters, a 
minister with AIDS from the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church who was seated on 
the President’s right — while 
two evangelicals were seated 
at Clinton’s left. Pozar told 
the B.A.R. the evangelicals 
were helpful in the discussion. 

The White House initiated 
the meeting in preparation 
for World AIDS Day, after 
staff members recognized that 
the President’s prayer break¬ 
fasts had not had sufficient fo¬ 
cus, Pozar explained. “They 
wanted to marshal the best of 
the religious responses,” he 
stated. 

Pozar told the B.A.R. that 
Clinton especially emphasized 
the need for moral leadership 
to be more forcefully ex¬ 


pressed by the government; 
for churches to be partici¬ 
pants in that expression; and 
for a partnership to exist be¬ 
tween the government and 
churches to promote AIDS 
education.

had not had 
sufficient focus. 


As testimony was ex¬ 
changed on the participants’ 
experiences with AIDS and 
its effects, Pozar offered the 
story of a Tucson man with 
AIDS of his denomination 
who was denied a funeral ser¬ 
vice at his church in the Ari¬ 
zona city. 

Pozar urged that the lead¬ 
ership change the time of 
World AIDS Day because of 
its proximity to Christmas 
and relocating it to some oth¬ 
er time of the year. In conclu¬ 
sion, he predicted the meet¬ 
ing would have a strong rip¬ 
ple effect, and should usher in 
a positive new working rela¬ 
tionship between the govern¬ 
ment and churches. 

Pozar also cited Clinton’s 
follow-up on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 1, when the President 
accepted the criticism of gov¬ 
ernment’s inadequate action 
on AIDS as had been pointed 
out in an op ed piece in the 
New York Times, and indi¬ 
cated that improvements 
must be made. ▼

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Remember the Rainbow Zephyr? 
Travel Agent Apologizes from Jail

A gay man who advertised 
and sold luxury railroad trav¬ 
el to the gay march on Wash¬ 
ington last spring, then fled 
with the money without deliv¬ 
ering the tickets, has apolo¬ 
gized from his jail cell for the 
crime. 

Sunnyvale, California trav¬ 
el agent Steven Taylor was 
convicted of embezzlement 
and other charges after van¬ 
ishing in early April with al¬ 
most $75,000 in cash, all col¬ 
lected from travel and hotel 
sales for the ten-day luxury 
trip. Now he says he “never 
meant” for the trip to fall 
apart. 

“At the present time, I’m 
doing the first half of my jail 
sentence in the County of 
Santa Clara Department of 
Corrections. After my release 
date in late December, I’ll 
then have to do five years 
probation with restitution due 
to the victims who lost out on 
this promotion,” Taylor wrote 
the Bay Area Reporter in a 
two-page hand-written letter. 


“This failed promotion has 
upset me greatly, as I never 
meant for it to happen the 
way it did,” he wrote. 

Taylor had promised pas¬ 
senger travel on privately 
owned, rebuilt vintage rail 
cars — plus all meals, rail and 
hotel transfers, and other lux¬ 
ury accommodations — for 
$900-$2,500 per person, de¬ 
pending on the type of quar¬ 
ters requested. 

The ride was to be a leis¬ 
urely journey from San Fran¬ 
cisco along the California 
Zephyr Feather River route, 
through Salt Lake and points 
east, including a stop in Den¬ 
ver for an anti-Amendment 2 
rally. The return was to have 
taken a more southerly route 
through Virginia’s Blue Ridge 
Mountains and the desert 
southwest to California. 

Full advance payment was 
required for the tickets. 

But the trip never materi¬ 
alized. After Taylor suddenly 
announced its cancellation, he 
emptied his bank accounts, 
packed his belongings into a 
U-Haul trailer, and left town. 


He was captured shortly 
thereafter, and extradited 
from Virginia. 

Taylor says that his apolo¬ 
gy is sincere — and that he 
had not contacted the Santa 
Clara County Adult Probation 
Department about it. 

Travel Agents Internation¬ 
al, a Sunnyvale firm with 
which Taylor was formerly 
associated, is currently the de¬ 
fendant in a number of law¬ 
suits regarding the failed pro¬ 
motion. 

Rob Roscher of Passport 
To Leisure, a gay-owned and 
operated travel firm, told the 
B.A.R. shortly after Taylor 
fled with the cash that he be¬ 
lieved Taylor got in over his 
head, and “when things start¬ 
ed to fall apart, he couldn’t 
cope and made an irrational 
decision.” 

Passengers who booked 
through Passport to Leisure 
received no cost air travel and 
accommodations to Washing¬ 
ton for the historic march, but 
passengers who booked inde¬ 
pendently received no such 
assistance. ▼ 


Emporium Moves To Strike Gay 


Protections; Union Calls Boycott

The union that represents 
lesbian and gay workers at 
the Emporium stores on Mar¬ 
ket Street and at Stonestown 
Mall won’t be able to help 
members who have been vic¬ 
tims of anti-gay job bias any 
longer, if Emporium manage¬ 
ment has its way. 

Carter Hawley Hale, the 
Emporium’s parent company, 
wants to eliminate union rep¬ 
resentation of workers’ bias 
grievances from the workers 
contracts. 

Bill Fiore, a vice president 
of Local 101 of the United 
Food and Commercial Work¬ 
ers, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that an estimated 15 
percent of the Union’s overall 
membership is gay and that 
many Emporium workers 
would be affected by the pro¬ 


posed change. 

UFCW has the distinction 
of being the first union in the 
United States to have a clause 
in its union contracts giving it 
the right to represent workers 
who claim discrimination. 

The clause pertaining to 
lesbians, gays, and bisexuals 
was added to the non-discrim¬ 
ination language of the con¬ 
tract in 1990. The clause pre¬ 
viously gave the union the 
right to represent workers’ 
grievance claims of discrimi¬ 
nation based on race, color, 
creed, national original, age, 
sex, and disability. 

“Why would they want to 
do this in 1993 in San Fran¬ 
cisco? This is one of the ma¬ 
jor issues we are bargaining 
about. It’s just so out of touch 
with times,” Fiore told the 
B.A.R. 

A boycott of the the store 


has been underway for more 
than a month, and Fiore said 
that employees would strike 
over the issue if necessary. 

“The Union represents a 
very large number of gay and 
lesbian employees at the Em¬ 
porium stores in downtown 
San Francisco and at Stones¬ 
town. The union cannot and 
will not give back these pro¬ 
tections. In doing so, we 
would turn the clock back to 
legalized racism, sexism, [and] 
homophobia,” said union rep¬ 
resentative Christopher 
Smith. 

CHH has defended its pro¬ 
posal to eliminate the union’s 
representation of employee 
bias grievances, claiming that 
sufficient remedies are al¬ 
ready included in local, state, 
and federal anti-discrimina¬ 
tion laws. ▼ 
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Uribe Goes to War in San Jose 

Project 10 Founder Shares Vision for Lesbian and Gay Youth

Gay education pioneer Vir¬ 
ginia Uribe told a rapt De¬ 
cember 3 audience of about 
100, gathered at the Billy De 
Frank Lesbian and Gay Com¬ 
munity Center in San Jose, 
about the inception, develop¬ 
ment, present status, and 
hoped-for future of Project 10, 
a program she originated at 
Fairfax High School in Los 
Angeles. Essentially a coun¬ 
seling program for gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual youngsters, 
Project 10 was started in 1984 
as a support group and has 
since evolved to a network of 
similar groups at 30 high 
schools in Los Angeles. It is 
Uribe’s hope that eventually 
all 50 high schools there will 
have the program. 

Asked to explain what ex¬ 
actly the program does for 
the kids, Uribe replied, “First, 
it tells them that they are not 
alone as gay people. It affirms 
their worth and dignity as hu¬ 
man beings and that they are 
not what homophobic people 
judge them to be.” 

Uribe lauded the educators 
in the L.A. schools who have 
become facilitators for satel¬ 
lite groups of gay kids. “They 
are not all gay or lesbian 
themselves,” she pointed out, 
“but they care enough to 
serve without pay on a volun¬ 
teer basis to help these kids. 
They must take training for 
the task and sometimes en¬ 
dure hostility.” 

Over 200 youth at confab 

A high point for Uribe oc¬ 
curred last month when the 
first Gay and Lesbian Youth 
Conference was held at Occi¬ 
dental College. Over 200 teen¬ 
agers and young adults at¬ 
tended, even though publicity 
was carefully limited to re¬ 
duce the possibilities of antag¬ 
onistic response. Billed pri¬ 
marily as an employment in¬ 
formation day, the conference 
involved specific sessions on 
getting a job as a gay person. 
Uribe emphasized the larger 
goal of support and personal 
empowerment had been defi¬ 
nitely achieved; the intention 
now is to make it an annual 
event. 

Uribe said she is thankful 
that the Los Angeles Board of 
Education has been consis¬ 
tently supportive of efforts to 
help lesbian and gay youth. 
One example of that support 
is the establishment of the 
Eagle Center, a continuation 
high school similar to New 
York’s Harvey Milk High, for 
lesbian and gay adolescents at 
risk of dropping out of school 
and living on the street. Un¬ 
der Project 10’s aegis the Ea¬ 
gle Center has matured 
enough to have its first grad¬ 
uating class. And although 
there were only three stu¬ 
dents who got diplomas in 
1993, Uribe reported, they 
have all restored their lives 
and will go on to higher edu¬ 
cation. 

Uribe said another produc¬ 
tive outgrowth of the board’s 
support has been the origina¬ 
tion of the Gay and Lesbian " 
Education Commission as an 
adjunct advisory group to the 
board. The commission has 
28 members, in equal parts 
appointed by the board and 
chosen by the membership. 
According to Uribe, its main 
task is to eradicate problems 
that exist within the larger 
educational setting. 


The attacks on Project 10 
by right wing groups such as 
the Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion, headed by the so-called 
Reverend Lou Sheldon, have 
been a nagging continuing 
problem for Uribe — and po¬ 
tentially for the youths she 
tries to protect. At one point 
in 1988, TVC lobbied for the 
passage of a legislative resolu¬ 
tion that would have cut off 
all state financial aid to the 
Los Angeles School District 
as long as it allowed Project 
10 to continue. The effort 
failed, but Uribe pointed out 
that it is a gruesome example 
of how far the right wing will 
go to squelch such efforts. 

Early in Project 10’s devel¬ 
opment, Uribe recalled, an 
enthusiastic supporter gave 
her a check. Hesitant to sim¬ 
ply deposit it with the school 
district, Uribe instead con¬ 
ceived of a parallel organiza¬ 
tion, Friends of Project 10, 
which was established as a 
non-profit entity to help the 
project in ways not financed 
by the school district. The re¬ 
sult has been the production 
of the Project 10 Handbook, 
which has been made avail¬ 
able throughout the country. 
Three thousand have been 
distributed. It is also available 
in Spanish. 

The result of the hard 
work is that similar programs 
have been set up across the 
country. One, in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, is called Pro¬ 
ject 10 East; another has re¬ 
cently been launched in Rich¬ 
mond, Virginia. 

Within Los Angeles 
schools, Friends of Project 10 
has allied with the librarians 
for the purchase of gay- and 
lesbian-oriented books for the 
collections. Uribe told the 
crowd that 90 percent of the 
librarians have cooperated. 

Ammiano and Gogin, too 

Uribe and fellow gay edu¬ 
cators Tom Ammiano, Presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco 
Board of Education, and 
Kevin Gogin, director of sup¬ 
port services for gay and les¬ 
bian youth in San Francisco, 
appeared in two meetings of 
a convention of the California 
School Board Members Asso¬ 
ciation that was held in San 
Jose the same weekend. “The 
table talk I gave was packed — 
standing room only,” Uribe 
reported. 

“The panel on which Tom 
Ammiano and Kevin Gogin 
participated was also well-at¬ 
tended,” she went on. “The 
main goal was to make the 
adults comfortable so that the 
kids could be comfortable. 
Too often, school board mem¬ 
bers think of us as people 
from another planet. 

“One of our main objec¬ 
tives now,” Uribe stated, “is 
to go into the middle schools 
with age-appropriate materi¬ 
als and establish positive atti¬ 
tudes.” 

Gogin is working on a sim¬ 
ilar project for the San Fran¬ 
cisco schools, where there are 
programs in place now, al¬ 
ready operating in the high 
schools. He looks to Uribe as 
an inspiration and early advis¬ 
er. “When I was selected for 
this job, the first thing I did 
was to go to L.A. and talk 
with Virginia, who told me, 
‘Hang on. You’re in for a 
bumpy ride.’” 

Gogin sees teacher training 
as key, with development of 
curriculum and supportive 


policies extending all through¬ 
out all grades of the system. 
Gogin demonstrated how so¬ 
phistication starts early in 
childhood by citing these 
questions from his five-year- 
old daughter: “Where are all 
the gay and lesbian kids? 
There are all these gay and 
lesbian adults, but where do 
they come from?” 

The strength for develop¬ 
ing programs such as Project 
10 must come, at least in part, 
from school boards, and at 
the meeting it was demon¬ 
strated that such power al¬ 
ready exists. Members of 
boards were present from dis¬ 
tricts such as Sacramento, 
Los Angeles, San Mateo 
County, Santa Clara County, 
and the Evergreen College 
District. 

Cortines castigated 

Wiggsy Sivertsen, San Jose 
State professor and longtime 
gay activist in the South Bay, 
introduced Uribe at the meet¬ 
ing. In her introduction, 
Sivertsen castigated Ramon 
Cortines, the former San 
Francisco Superintendent of 
Schools, who abandoned the 
Rainbow Coalition in the 
New York schools when he 
went to that city as its new 
superintendent. 

A donation of $10 had 
been asked for the event, 
with some of that money go¬ 
ing to Friends of Project 10, 
and some staying with the 
Billy De Frank Center Youth 
Program. Christine Schmidt, 


the program director for the 
center, said that the member¬ 
ship of the youth group 
would decide whether the 
money would be used to pro¬ 
vide more space, subscrip¬ 
tions to periodicals, or for out¬ 
reach promotion. 

Asked what was the most 
important thing that anyone 
in education could do to help 
gay and lesbian youth in such 
programs as Project 10, Uribe 


replied, “Come out of the 
closet! Come out and speak 
up for gay and lesbian youth, 
who are showing great cour¬ 
age themselves.” 

Then, responding to dis¬ 
torted representations and ex¬ 
aggerations spread through 
such right wing propaganda 
as the Gay Agenda video, 
Uribe asserted, “We are at 
war — and there’s no room for 
conscientious objectors!” ▼

Where is the Ministering? 

Last weekend CNN aired a report on young people in Al¬ 
banian hospitals, who live in worse conditions than we can de¬ 
scribe; one image of a shivering and naked teen, his backside 
literally covered with swarming bugs, will stay with us forever, 
as indelible as the photos of the Kent State massacre and the 
naked Vietnamese girl running through a blazing Hell. 

When that story was over it was replaced by others, includ¬ 
ing one about how half a San Francisco family died when 
someone set fire to the vehicle in which they were living, and 
Polly Klaas, and — well, you get the idea. Even with the hol¬ 
iday ads, it was woefuly clear once again that this is a world 
that needs — as corny as it sounds — a lot of love and help. But 
help from humans seems to be in short supply these days. 

It seems amazing that in 1993, a year of floods and famines 
and droughts and storms and earthquakes and war, in this time 
of strife and toil, so many ministers have turned away from 
ministering just when it is needed most. So many who could 
help make life better for those unfortunate Albanian patients, 
and the rest of the hungry and naked around this planet, have 
abandoned their posts to take up lucrative jobs marketing hate. 

Is there so little for Lou Sheldon to do; is Eugene Lump¬ 
kin’s list of objectives so completed; is the world around David 
Innis so impeccable; that they have nothing better to do than 
spread fear, ignorance, and loathing? What world are they liv¬ 
ing in? From where we stand, we see more than enough of all 
three, and as we recall, it is their job to try to heal. 

As you read these words, the world’s civility is crumbling 
and its inhabitants are dying. People are being infected, and 
not just with HIV. Snipers are shooting children trying to carry 
home the daily bread, and not just in Bosnia. Bombers kill 
strangers who might hold opposing views, and not just in 
Northern Ireland. The greedy starve the needy, and not just in 
Somalia. Leaders live in luxury while enormous segments of 
the population live in squalor, and not just in the U.S.A. 

All these problems are worldwide; all are getting worse; 
and somewhere in Albania, that shivering boy needs America’s 
ministers to get off the “family values” bandwagon — now — 
and start leading by example. The question is, will they? 

Will the Sheldon, Lumpkin, and Innis finally start assuming 
the roles of peacemaker, feeder, and clother? Probably not, we 
regret to say, because that would be much harder work for 
them than their present jobs. Still, this is the season when they 
might consider it, particularly if they hear from you that you 
care. There is so much to be done; won’t you drop them a line 
to ask how many lives they have saved? We’re sure they’ll ap¬ 
preciate your taking an interest in their work. 

(Incidentally, fundamentalist forces are in the world’s trou¬ 
ble spots now, but to give zealous — some would say fascist — 
literature, rather than clothing and food. We don’t think that’s 
helping, and we doubt that it plays too well with their Boss. 
Don’t be fooled, if you hear about fundies’ outreach to Eastern 
Europe, into believing they are missionaries. Many are thugs.)

And de¬ 
pending upon the charity of your choice, it can even be a way 
to come out of the closet: giving a card that says “In your name 
a donation of $250 has been made to Gay and Lesbian Amer¬ 
icans,” or whatever, might be an exciting way to break the ice. 

Then, if you’re still in a writing mood, write an adult ver¬ 
sion of the letters you once wrote Santa. Make up a list, as 
long as you like, of the civil rights you want and mail it to the 
White House.

Santa still might not give you everything 
you want, but he sure won’t give you anything you need if he 
doesn’t even know what’s on your list. ▼ 
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Ya Know What's Unacceptable?...

In a recent B.A.R. guest opinion about un¬ 
safe sex practices, (“It’s Not Acceptable, in 
1993...,” Issue 47) Joe Fera and Wayne Blanken¬ 
ship of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
did their best to make it appear that we are 
our brothers’ keepers — or, rather, jailers. What 
they missed was the notion of consenting 
adults — a liberty some of us have fought 
tooth-and-nail to achieve for the past 40 years. 

Somehow, Fera and Blankenship forgot that 
when two men fuck, whether safely or unsafe¬ 
ly, the issue is — or should be — about consent. 
Did one consent to being fucked without a 
condom? He may be a fool, but he is still more 
to be envied than the man who wants to con¬ 
sent, but is denied that right by the sex police. 
As an old Libertarian principle says, “Without 
the freedom to be wrong you have no freedom 
at all.” 

Without the right to say “yes,” the right to 
say “no” becomes irrelevant — and Fera & 
Blankenship are doing their damnedest to take 
away a man’s right to control his own body. 
That’s about as totalitarian an approach to 
changing sexual habits as I’ve ever heard, 
equivalent to the idea of forcibly tattooing HIV¬ 
positive men on their butts. I, for one, won’t 
stand for it — and for once, I don’t care who 
calls me a spreader of disease. There are worse 
things I could be called — like, for instance, a 
“Public Health Official.” 

Three “tough questions” are posed in the 
piece: “Who decides — and enacts — risk reduc¬ 
tion community norms in public/private places? 
Who’s responsible for what, and for whom? 
And how do we reach individual and commu¬ 
nity consensus?” From the perspective of some¬ 
one who believes in individual responsibility, 
they are ludicrously obvious. Each person 
must decide for himself; is responsible for him¬ 
self, and his own behavior; and the concept of 
community consensus is clearly a joke — al¬ 


though I am certainly part of the community, 
the chances of my ever seeing eye-to-eye with 
social planners like these two are nil. (I decline 
to posit a means to reach the oxymoronic “in¬ 
dividual consensus.”) 

And there’s another interesting subject that 
few people address: that of infection. When 
you see two men having “unsafe” sex (a term 
to be used cautiously, because it means some¬ 
thing different to almost everyone) it’s ludi¬ 
crous to assume that one is infecting the other. 
Both parties might be negative; or maybe both 
are positive, have discussed the issue, and feel 
comfortable with whatever “risk” to which 
they may be exposing themselves. (And just 
what constitutes that “risk,” no one seems will¬ 
ing or able to express, except in muttered spec¬ 
ulation about the dangers of “re-infection.”) 

Some will condemn this behavior as “irre¬ 
sponsible,” because it demonstrates a lack of 
regard for sensitive sero-negatives; when I hear 
this sort of virus-envy, I want to puke. Thanks, 
but the right and responsibility to modulate 
our own levels of risk is one that every person 
needs to take for him- or herself. 

I am confident that there are many dedicat¬ 
ed volunteers and paid staff at the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation who believe in nothing so 
sincerely as finding real solutions to the prob¬ 
lem of AIDS. Blankenship and Fera, however, 
sound much more like the sorts who are intent 
on establishing a power-base from which they 
can continue to operate after the epidemic is 
over. That is what they (in collusion with the 
‘Public Health Department’) are doing: making 
sex into a power issue, with guess-who as the 
arbiters of what may and may not be done. 

And frankly, I don’t want them, or any of 
their ilk, in any positions of power over our 
sex lives. If we allow that, we might find that 
we have no sex lives left. ▼

Lowell High Propagates Intolerance 

The following letter was sent to Mr. Paul 
Cheng, Principal, Lowell High School, 1101 
Eucalyptus Drive, San Francisco, 94132: 

I am the parent of a Lowell High School student and 
was extremely alarmed by the attached note from the 
Lowell staff which was brought home yesterday. 

Mr. Cheng, we are a gay household of two commit¬ 
ted men* raising a teenage girl who attends your 
school. Another one of our children graduated from 
your school two years ago. 

The content of the note is profoundly offensive and 
prejudicial. Allowing students to be absent from 
coursework, in this case a Family Life Education class, 
due to the personal convictions of them and/or their 
families, is propelling the San Francisco School 
District into discriminatory policies. 

I question, Mr. Cheng, what the outcry would be if 
you asked parents to decide if their sons and daughters 
should be exempt from class due to discomfort with 
the teaching of the cultural aspects of the Asian, 
African-Americn, religious or other communities. 
What about the teaching of evolution in Biology? This 
is the level of the question you have posed to parents. 
It seems apparent that the entirety of the issue revolves 
around “homosexuality,” with some careful insertion 
of “other topics.” Is it correct that parents have “con¬ 
victions” against the discussion of “cancer” or “nutri¬ 
tion?” Can you imagine the student, like my daughter, 
or even moreso a gay or lesbian student struggling 
with their identity, having to take this note home? 

In essence, Lowell High School is proogating in¬ 
tolerance, along with fostering the repercussions of 
violence and other forms of abuse. If parents are un¬ 
comfortable with the discussion of certain com¬ 
munities, there are any number of private or 
alternative schools which will exclude such discussion 
and information. 

San Francisco is a diverse community of which the 
gay and lesbian community is an integral part. I would 
expect the San Francisco Unified School District to 
strictly enforce the teaching and understanding of that 
diversity, with resect, to all students. I appreciate the 
attempt to be sensitive, however, this approach is not 
within reason. It deprecates the home in which my 
child lives. 

I firmly request that you immediately retract this 
questionnaire and issue a statement that all students 
will be required to learn the total coursework of the 
Family Life Education program, including the discus¬ 
sion of homosexuality. I think you owe it to your 
students, the gay and lesbian community and our city.

That's The Way It Is, Baby! 

About theGU.A.V. Community Watch column pub¬ 
lished in your Nov. 18 issue ... 

Whoever wrote this column (and unsigned — why?) 
is under the spell of a form of foggy thinking that is 
becoming more and more widespread recently. It has 
been formulated into a take-it-as-gospel doctrine by 
those doyens of the wild-eyed-feminist fringe, 
Catherine Mackinnon and Andrea Dworkin. 

The doctrine? That insulting, hurtful, or 
“aussaultive” (sic) speech or written or photographic 
expression is in itself actual violence, and therefore 
should be subject to legal penalties. Your anonymous 
author wrote “Being called bitch, cunt, whore are all 
violent... incidents.” 

Well, they may well be violently upsetting incidents 
to the women (or men!) who are targeted.

Unless we are eager to give up all of our hard-won 
freedom as queers, homos, dykes, fairies, whatever, 
it is important to keep clear in our minds the dif¬ 
ference between verbal insults and real physical 
violence. To advocate controls on speech — even in¬ 
sulting speech — is to threaten our own freedom. Or 
do we prefer not to be insulted?

CUAV Critique 

The article, “Queer Bashing Different Realities for 
Lesbians and Gay Men” (B.A.R., Nov. 18) is a perfect 
example of the approach routinely used by feminist 
writers in the gay press: exaggerate one side of an 
issue, censor the other side and present opinion as fact. 

The anonymous feminist official who wrote it spent 
the entire piece “explaining” why lesbians suffer more 
from gay bashings than gay men, even though well 
over three times as many gay men are attacked. 

The feminist activist community has long hated the 
thorn of truth in its side that gay men are victims of 
anti-gay assault many times more often than lesbians. 
This truth undermines the feminist myth that women 
are victims of violence more than men — thus under¬ 
mining the feminist myth that women suffer more 
than men. And if people don’t believe that women suf¬ 
fer more than men, the whole concept of patriarchy 
goes out the window. 

At every turn, these people have tried to cover up 
or explain away this confounding little piece of reali¬ 
ty. Now this habit has become the guiding “philoso¬ 
phy” of the primary community agency dealing with 
anti-gay violence. This is very destructive. 

The CUAV official “informs” us that women report 
violences less than men, that women are victims of 
violence more than men and that gay men feel more 
comfortable in the world than lesbians. She also 
“educates” us on how misogyny is as bad or worse 
than anti-male homophobia and that a woman being 
called a bitch on the street is in the same category as 
a gay man getting assaulted by a chain-wielding gay 
basher. 

Even though gay men are already much less likely 
than lesbians to report anti-gay attacks, the entire ar¬ 
ticle is essentially a cynical call to lesbians to file even 
more assault reports to CUAV. This, of course, would 
skew the statistics further in their favor and cover over 
the challenge that the greater number of male victims 
of violence presents to feminist dogma. 

Fact: men are enculturated and expected to take it 
like a man and not complain about being hurt. Men 
report violence less. Fact: women are enculturated and 
expected to remove themselves from harms way and 
to complain about being hurt. Women report violence- 
more. Fact: three times as many men as women are 
murdered. Fact: at least twice as many men are robb¬ 
ed or assaulted. Fact: male rape in prison (and out) is 
vastly more common than the public cares to learn 
about and academia or government care to address. 

Fact: husbands are battered as often and as severe¬ 
ly as wives but, unlike women, basically never report 
it to the police. Fact: false accusations of female rape 
are far more widespread than most people can 
stomach admitting to or any politician can dare con¬ 
front. Fact: The ratio of boys sexually molested to girls 
is 1 to 1.7 and most sexual abusers of boys are women. 
Fact: With all this, it’s no surprise that three times as 
many gay men as lesbians commit suicide Anyone in¬ 
terested in the sources of this data can simply pick up 
a copy of the FBI’s Uniform Crime Report, the U.S. 
Department of Justice booklet, Report to the Nation 
on Crime and Justice or even Warren Farrell’s best¬ 
seller, The Myth of Male Power and discover for them¬ 
selves if these sources are reliable. 

Society’s deep-seated callousness towards violence 
against men is certainly caused by something and it’s 
not misogyny. Yet CUAV announces to the public that 
it is committed to the opinion that misogyny is the 
main problem and that misandry — hatred of men — 
is not even worth mentioning. If men hate women so 
much, why do they kill three times as many men? 

CUAV and the feminists running it must be held ac¬ 
countable. It is urgent that the bias in this agency is 
challenged. To bury the suffering of male victims of 
violence behind feminist theory, skewed statistics or 
omission of feet, is cruel. In doing so, CUAV fails 
miserably in its mission of providing support for all 
people who are bashed.

A Few Amenities 

As you are well aware, years of repeated budget cuts 
have made it increasingly difficult to obtain basic 
equipment, not considered vital to patient care. As a 
result, our patients and their families sit in our lounge 
on couches that are stained and torn and our staff meet 
in the conference room on chairs that have springs pro¬ 
truding, making it very uncomfortable.

One 36-inch wide file cabinet (5 drawers) with a lock. 

One leather couch (3-person) for the patient/visitor 
lounge. 

Ten conference room chairs for staff room. 

Over the years, the few amenities we have been able 
to offer our patients have come from the generosity 
of the community. We hope that someone may be able 
to respond to these requests. If so, please contact the 
head nurse of Ward 5A, San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital at (415) 206-3260.

Shanti Since-Corrected 

There was a notable omission in Angela Bocage’s 
otherwise informative front-page article on AIDS 
agencies needing volunteers (11/14). Shanti Project was 
not mentioned. This is particularly puzzling because 
earlier in the month, we issued a news release on our 
urgent need for volunteers to serve a growing num¬ 
ber of clients. We also need to replace an hnusually 
large number of volunteers who have left the agency 
since last spring, in the wake of-negative publicity 
about since-corrected fiscal problems. 

Mainstream and other gay news media covered our 
appeal. As a result, we have had numerous inquiries 
from potential volunteers, but we need more. With a 
waiting list of about 50 clients, our need for volunteers 
remains high. 

During October, volunteers coordinated by Shan- 
ti’s Volunteer Services Department provided 766 
clients with more than 8,400 hours of one-on-one sup¬ 
port. Those figures don’t include volunteers in our 
Crossings Program, which serves people with HIV 
disease in the Tenderloin and Mission neighborhoods. 

It is important to note that our volunteers are in no 
way responsible for the fiscal difficulties that surfac¬ 
ed last spring and have since been corrected. They 
deserve lots of thanks and praise from the community. 
The work they do makes a difference in their clients’ 
lives. 

All AIDS agencies in San Francisco, including 
Shanti, need volunteers to carry on their important 
missions. If your readers would like to help, they 
should phone us at 777-2273.

When the President announced that he would be 
appointing a National AIDS Policy Coordinator, I, like 
many others, cheered long and hard. I can only im¬ 
agine that this job is a difficult if not a thankless one. 
As you aptly said at the time you were appointed to 
this important post, the position is one that deals with 
sex, money and death. Three very difficult issues. 

However, I am now very disgruntled and disap¬ 
pointed. It was my hope that you would take your posi¬ 
tion and use it as a bully pulpit to educate the public 
and to keep AIDS awareness heightened. Since your 
appointment, I have heard nothing from you, about 
you, or the work that you are doing. If it was not for 
Surgeon General Elders, this administration would 
be in the same dark recesses of silence that the former 
two administrations had been. 

I have been infected with the AIDS virus for more 
than six years, I am healthy and, God willing, I will 
remain so. Over the past five years, I have also been 
advocating for people with AIDS and their loved ones 
as a counselor for Shanti Project in San Francisco. So 
AIDS and AIDS politics are not new to me. I have seen 
what havoc has been wrought by inaction and mute 
public officials. 

Where are you Ms. Gebbie? What are you doing? 
The New York Times, The San Francisco Chronicle 
and The San Francisco Examiner have been virtual¬ 
ly silent about your work. Are these newspapers and 
I missing something or are you remaining silent be¬ 
cause it is safe for both you and the President? 

It may be safe for you, but inaction is not safe for 
me or the millions of other loyal Americans infected 
with HIV. Please remember: “SILENCE = DEATH.” 
Please break the silence.

Clinton's' 

T hough some gays and 
lesbians who support¬ 
ed candidate Bill 
Clinton last Novem¬ 
ber over a man who had ab¬ 
solutely no interest in our 
community will tell you that 
the No. 1 issue they feel he’s 
failed on is gays in the mili¬ 
tary, most activists believe 
that his biggest failure to date 
is not doing enough to fight 
the AIDS plague. I agree. 

Although I don’t belittle 
the importance of the gays/ 
lesbians/military issue, the 
simple fact is that I don’t 
know a hell of a lot of gays 
and lesbians who want to 
make a career out of the mil¬ 
itary, whereas I know far too 
many people who will proba¬ 
bly die of AIDS. In other 
words, given my druthers, 
folks, I’d prefer to see the 
White House focus on finding 
an answer, in particular a 
“cure,” for those already in¬ 
fected with the virus. We are 
told that a vaccine is not in 
the foreseeable future, so the 
immediate goal must be to 
treat PWAs so that we can at 
least keep them alive long 
enough to “live with” the dis¬ 
ease. 

When President Clinton, 
along with millions of people 
around the world, observed 
World AIDS Day Wednesday, 
he gave some of us hope that 
maybe — just maybe — he was 
ready to tackle this hideous 
disease with a vengeance not 
seen before. While giving a 
speech at Washington’s 
Georgetown University Med¬ 
ical Center, Clinton was heck¬ 
led by an AIDS activist for 
not doing enough. He listened 
respectfully to the activist, 
who accused the president of 
“forgetting” about his cam¬ 
paign promise of a Manhattan 
Project to fight the disease 
and of ignoring recommenda¬ 
tions by the National Com¬ 
mission on AIDS “while me 
and my community are dying 
in ever increasing numbers.” 
The president declared he 
“understood” the heckler’s 
frustrations. A Ronald Rea¬ 
gan or a George Bush would 
have had the guy thrown out. 

Indeed, candidate Bill Clin¬ 
ton did promise a “Manhattan 
Project” approach to the epi¬ 
demic while running for the 
presidency last year, a refer¬ 
ence to the U.S. project of the 
’40s to develop an explosive 
device based on nuclear fis¬ 
sion that led to the atomic 
bomb. As one AIDS activist 
recently put it, “Surely, if the 
government could do that to 
build a weapon of destruc¬ 
tion, it should find a cure for 
a disease that affects 15 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide.” 

Seemingly spurred on by 
this year’s World AIDS Day 
theme, “Time to Act,” the 
president told his George¬ 
town audience that while he 
defended his administration’s 
commitment to fighting 
AIDS, he recognizes that 
more must be done. Clearly, 
President Clinton realized 
that dimming the lights of the 
White House for 15 minutes 
once a year and having the 
Postal Department issue an 
AIDS stamp is nowhere near 
enough in the fight against a 
disease that has already killed 
more than 200,000 Americans 
and has infected at least an 
additional one million more. 

Although I have consistent¬ 
ly criticized this president for 
not following up on his cam¬ 
paign promises, I would ad¬ 
mit that — with increased 
AIDS funding, the eventual

appointment of AIDS “czar” 
Kristine Gebbie (for whatever 
that’s worth), and a health 
care reform plan that promis¬ 
es coverage for uninsured 
AIDS patients — Bill Clinton 
is light years ahead of his two 
Republican predecessors, 
Ronald Reagan and George 
Bush. Last week Clinton also 
used World AIDS Day to an¬ 
nounce that a new panel has 
been ordered to speed up the 
development of AIDS drugs 
in the hopes that many of

those now carrying the virus 
might be given the chance to 
live a longer life. 

Funding? Yes, the Clinton 
administration has increased 
research funding by 21 per¬ 
cent to $1.3 billion (treatment 
dollars, known as the Ryan 
White Care Act, are up 66 
percent to $579 million; pre¬ 
vention money is up 9 per¬ 
cent to $543 million). But hell, 
I clearly remember Nancy 
Pelosi, running for Congress 
against Harry Britt years ago, 
promising that with all her 
D.C. contacts, she would in¬ 
stantly get the feds up to $3 
billion a year. 

Bill Clinton is more sym¬ 
pathetic about and under¬ 
standing of AIDS than was 
George Bush, but that in itself 
says very little. Bush ignored 
the epidemic because he 
probably figured it would 
eventually kill off all homo¬ 
sexuals and he didn’t need 
them anyway. Is Bill Clinton 
finally doing enough? Of 
course not. At a time when 
AIDS seems to be fading 
from public consciousness as 
a “priority,” we need a lot 
more leadership on this issue 
from a president whose cam¬ 
paign raised our hopes and 
expectations. 

Bill Clinton, based on his 
comments last week, seemed 
to be getting the message 
when he said, “We are mar¬ 
shaling our efforts, but there 
must be other things we can 
do.” There are, Mr. President, 
there are — many things, and 
a million infected Americans 
are waiting for you to get 
moving. Every time I visit a 
friend at Coming Home Hos¬ 
pice (a place filled with won¬ 
derful caregivers), I want to 
go home and make one more 
phone call to the White 
House. For some reason I 
cannot explain, I am begin¬ 


ning to feel that this presi¬ 
dent, this Bill Clinton, truly 
does care and honestly feels 
the urgency of this problem. I 
hope I am not mistaken. 

Politics and people 

If polls mean anything (and 
I’m always suspicious when 
the person paying for the poll 
does well), School Board 
President Tom Ammiano 
could win a seat on the 
Board of Supes next year, 
and with Susan Leal and Ca¬ 
role Migden hopefully keep¬ 
ing theirs, the community 
would be back up to where it 
should be on that legislative 
body. 

In Arkansas, the presi¬ 
dent’s home state, Lieutenant 
Governor Mike Huckabee, a 
Republican, has asked for an 
attorney general’s opinion on 
the legality of a lOth-grade 
AIDS prevention course. 
Huckabee, also a Southern 
Baptist minister, argues that 
such a class would portray 
the gay lifestyle as “accept¬ 
able.” Meanwhile, more and 
more teenagers (even in 
Arkansas, Mr. Lieutenant 
Governor) are being infected. 

And in Texas, another 
hotbed of progressivism, the 
state Republican Party offi¬ 
cially praised those William¬ 
son County commissioners 
who voted against a tax 
abatement for Apple Comput¬ 
ers Inc. because of the compa¬ 
ny’s policy of granting health 
benefits to partners of gay 
employees. Apple, mean¬ 
while, says they are now seri¬ 
ously looking for another 
Southern state to take their 
plant and its hundreds of 
well-paying jobs. (Hello, Gov¬ 
ernor Richards?) 

Look for former Palm 
Springs Mayor Sonny Bono, 
no friend of the gay commu¬ 
nity, to officially announce 
next month that he will be¬ 
come a candidate for the 
GOP lieutenant governor 
nomination in next June’s pri¬ 
mary. State Controller Gray 
Davis is expected to be the 
Democratic nominee. 

A “tip” for the former 
president: you lost last No¬ 
vember, George, remember? 
While in Hong Kong speech¬ 
making for Citibank, former 
President George Herbert 
Walker Bush reportedly had a 
quick supper in the Regent 
Hotel coffee shop. When a re¬ 
porter for the L.A. Times, 
seated nearby, asked the wait-

Then there’s the risk of 
someone asking me, “So 
how’d you get it? Shootin’ 
dope?” To which my sense of 
pride and integrity would re¬ 
quire a truthful, forthright an¬ 
swer. 

“Maybe. But it’s more like¬ 
ly I got it through having un¬ 
safe sex with my second 
lover. He was HIV-positive.” 

“Whataya mean ‘he?’ You 
mess around with queers?” 

“No. I mean ‘he’ like my 
boyfriend. I mean ‘he’ like an¬ 
other man. I mean ‘he’ like 
I’m queer, too.” 

“Queer???” they’d ask. 
“You mean you ... .” 

“I mean,” getting defen¬ 
sive, “I do whatever the fuck 
I want to!” 

The pros and cons of 
telling cons. That’s life behind 
the walls.

A decision made 


CHICAGO — The Illinois Department of Corrections may 
start a hospice program to care for inmates with AIDS and 
other terminal illnesses, a report said Monday, December 6. 

The Chicago Sun-Times said prison officials are consider¬ 
ing the move after a new study from the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention found up to four percent of 
Illinois inmates have AIDS when they enter prison, and a sig¬ 
nificant number contract it behind bars. 

Prison watchdog group John Howard Association and 
Lutheran Social Services of Illinois have been meeting with 
prison officials for two months and hope to open a prison hos¬ 
pice by mid-1994. 

Jack Nordgaard, director of prisoner and family ministry for 
Lutheran Social Services, said the state may set up three hos¬ 
pices to house five to fifteen inmates each. Harry Shuman, Illi¬ 
nois’s prison medical director, confirmed he is reviewing the 
concept, but said the state may not need that many beds. 

Very few state prison systems accommodate the terminally 
ill with such services, but prison experts say as the average age 
of inmates climbs, there will be more need for special care fa¬ 
cilities to handle cancer and heart ailments as well as the grow¬ 
ing number of AIDS cases. 

The number of AIDS deaths among Illinois prisoners 
jumped from one in 1984 to 15 last year. State prison officials 
say at the end of last year, about 120 of the 34,000 Illinois in¬ 
mates had AIDS and another 378 were infected with HIV. 

Some observers call the number of AIDS cases in Illinois 
prisons “disturbing,” and say it should be combatted with con¬ 
dom distribution and segregated cells. 

But Illinois prison officials downplay the problem. Accord¬ 
ing to Nic Howell, a Corrections Department spokesman, there 
was “no rampant AIDS problem in the Illinois correctional sys¬ 
tem.” He said there’s “no chance” state prisons will hand out 
condoms or give inmates individual cells to reduce sexual op¬ 
portunities behind bars. ▼

Jordan Doesn't Reappoint Wong; 
Commissioners, Supes Get Upset

Mayor Frank Jordan’s deci¬ 
sion last week to not reap¬ 
point Lawrence Wong to the 
Human Rights Commission 
was criticized by professional 
politicians at a December 6 
press conference in City Hall. 

At the Monday press con¬ 
ference, four members of the 
San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, plus other appoint¬ 
ed and elected officials and 
representatives of gay politi¬ 
cal clubs — including a coterie 
of longtime Jordan critics — 
blasted the mayor’s decision. 

Wong, who is a gay Chi¬ 
nese man, was replaced by 
Calvin Louie, a heterosexual 
who is active in local Chinese- 
American political circles. 

Jordan also appointed 
openly gay Earl Rynerson, a 
onetime Air Force major and 
president of the board of di¬ 
rectors of San Francisco’s Big 
Brothers and Sisters, to the 
Commission. 

Wong had been vocal in 
his criticism of Jordan — who 
originally appointed him to 
the commission — for the 
mayor’s support of former 
HRC Commissioner Eugene 
Lumpkin and veto of a recent 
immigration resolution spon¬ 
sored by Supervisor Tom 
Hsieh. 

Wong sponsored a Human 
Rights Commission resolution 
supporting the immigration 
measure by Hsieh that was 
opposed by Jordan. 


Supervisors Angela Alioto 
and Carole Migden, both of 
whom are contenders for Jor¬ 
dan’s seat in the next Mayoral 
election, appeared at the 
press conference, along with 
Supervisors Terence Hallinan 
and Tom Hsieh. Board of Ed¬ 
ucation president Tom Am¬ 
iri iano, also an expected can-

didate for a seat on the Board 
of Supervisors, and Human 
Rights Commission Jeanette 
Lazam were also present. 

“I am not here today to at¬ 
tempt to regain my seat on 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion,” Wong told a small 
crowd of supporters. “I served 
at the pleasure of the mayor 
and he has made his decision. 
We are here today to address 
the larger issue of the effect 
of this action on the Human 
Rights Commission.” 

Wong said that Jordan’s de¬ 
cision not to reappoint him 
will create an ‘‘atmosphere of 
intimidation” and “have a 
chilling effect” on the Human 


Rights Commission. 

Both lesbian Supervisors 
Carole Migden and Susan 
Leal expressed support for 
Wong. 

“We regret that Mayor Jor¬ 
dan fired Commissioner 
Wong from the Human 
Rights Commission. Law¬ 
rence served with indepen¬ 
dence and distinction,” said 
Migden. 

Leal said in a press state¬ 
ment that she was “disap¬ 
pointed” that Wong was not 
reappointed and said she 
“strongly shared his concerns” 
over Lumpkin and discrimi¬ 
nation against immigrants. 

Migden is in error, said 
Jordan spokesman Noah Grif¬ 
fin. 

“First of all, Mr. Wong was 
not fired. His term expired 
and he was not reappointed,” 
Griffin told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “No one has a right to 
be a commissioner in perpetu¬ 
ity.” 

Griffin said that Jordan’s 
decision not to reappoint 
Wong wasn’t based on one or 
two issues, but that Jordan 
felt that his choice of Louie to 
replace Wong “would better 
perpetuate his agenda.” 

Griffin also indicated that 
on hindsight, Wong’s appoint¬ 
ment to the Commission may 
have been a mistake. 

“Mistakes are going to be 
made from time to time, but 
that doesn’t mean you don’t 
rectify them,” Griffin said. ▼ 


Buju 'Boom Boom' 
Bounced from BLX

NEW YORK-Officials at 
WBLS-FM radio station in 
New York announced Friday, 
December 4, that violence-ori¬ 
ented rap music will no 
longer be aired by that station 
or its affiliates, including 
KBLX-AM and FM in Berke¬ 
ley, California. 

Joe Carella, a spokesman 
for the stations’ owner, Inner 
City Broadcasting Corp., cited 
as one example of a song that 
would be avoided, rapper 
Buju Banton’s “Boom Boom 


Bye Bye,” which advocates 
killing gay men. But he 
said, “I can’t blame one song. 
There certainly have been a 
number of them.” 

The same company owns 
WLIB-AM in New York and 
KSJL-FM in San Antonio, 
Texas. 

WBLS is not the first sta¬ 
tion in the country to ban 
recordings that promote vio¬ 
lence, but it is one of the big¬ 
gest, ranked fifth in nation¬ 
al Arbitron ratings, Carella 
said. 

The move comes after At-

torney General Janet Reno 
voiced support for three Sen¬ 
ate bills seeking to ban televi¬ 
sion violence during peak 
viewing hours for children. 
Civil libertarians have criti¬ 
cized the bills as attempts at 
government censorship. T

A warrant for the arrest of 
a man accused of pulling a 
knife on a well-known gay ac¬ 
tivist who works with home¬ 
less youth was issued on 
November 30, after the sus¬ 
pect failed to appear in court 
for an arraignment on battery 
charges. 

The bench warrant was is¬ 
sued by the San Francisco 
Municipal Court after Daniel 
Brent Naranjo failed to ap¬ 
pear at the hearing on the 
battery charges against Jason 
Bishop. 

Naranjo was charged with 
the crimes and cited to ap¬ 
pear in court following a Hal¬ 
loween incident in the Castro 
when he allegedly battered 
Bishop, made anti-gay epi¬ 
thets, and threatened him 
with a knife. 

Naranjo is described as 
6’5” tall, weighing 210 
pounds, with hazel eyes and 
brown hair. 

Under the bench warrant, 
when Naranio is apprehended 
by police he will be arrested 
and required to post $1,000 bail 
on the charges. 

Anyone who sees a suspect 
matching Naranjo’s descrip¬ 
tion should not attempt to ap¬ 
prehend the individual, but 
should instead contact the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment immediately. ▼

How To Zap a Church 

NY Cathedral Action Raises Consciousness, but no Objections

NEW YORK CITY - Two 
days after the release of Bish¬ 
op Thomas V. Daily’s anti-gay 
“Pastoral on Homosexuality,” 
the New York City Gay and 
Lesbian Anti-Violence Project 
(AVP) held a silent protest in¬ 
side a Brooklyn cathedral 
during one of Daily’s masses 
to highlight his hypocrisy. 

Daily heads the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Brooklyn 
and Queens, the nation’s 
largest with 1.6 million Ro¬ 
man Catholics. His letter on 
the subject of homosexuality 
labeled it “the result of origi¬ 
nal sin, not normative” and 
“ordered toward an intrinsic 
moral evil.” While Daily said 
discrimination and violence 
against gay men and lesbians 
were “deplorable,” he empha¬ 
sized that “laws that seek to 
protect homosexual activity 
and the homosexual lifestyle 
[sic]” are “ultimately a form of 
injustice and harm to the ho¬ 
mosexual and to all human 
persons.” 

Daily also alluded to the 
New York Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s controversial (and now 
dismantled) gay-inclusive 
Rainbow Curriculum, calling 
it “an immoral affront to the 
natural rights and dignity of 
our children.” 

Daily’s letter reflected the 
political positions of a bishop 
who has actively opposed 
hate crimes legislation and 
the gay/lesbian civil rights bill 
in the state capital, and who 


has devoted considerable 
church resources to support¬ 
ing school board candidates 
who oppose the Rainbow 
Curriculum. 

It is the position of the 
AVP that calling people ab¬ 
normal and evil causes hatred 
and intolerance of lesbians 
and gay men, which in turn 
breeds violence. AVP also be¬ 
lieves it is hypocritical to “de¬ 
plore” violence and discrimi¬ 
nation while opposing the 
only civil remedies available 
to confront it — namely, civil 
rights legislation, the hate 
crimes bill, and education in 
the public schools. 

The protest 

When the bishop began his 
homily at St. James Cathe¬ 
dral, 31 AVP-sponsored pro¬ 
testers stood up throughout 
the sanctuary, wearing hand- 
lettered T-shirts that de¬ 
scribed on one side how they 
or a loved one had been the 
victim of anti-lesbian or anti¬ 
gay violence. (Juan Mendez, 
an AVP staff member, wore a 
shirt that read “Survivor of 
six anti-gay attacks . ”) The oth¬ 
er side of the T-shirts read, 
“Calling me evil promotes vi¬ 
olence against me.” 

One by one, the protesters 
turned their backs on the 
bishop. 

When the homily was 
over, the demonstrators slow¬ 
ly filed down the central aisle, 
each holding the photograph 
of a victim of anti-lesbian or 
anti-gay violence. The largest 


signs were for Brendan Fay, a 
Catholic parishioner of Dai¬ 
ly’s own diocese who was 
stabbed in Brooklyn on Au¬ 
gust 23. 

Ironically, when Daily first 
saw the demonstrators, who 
actually outnumbered the 
parishioners that day, he 
abruptly changed the order of 
the mass and held the “kiss of 
peace” immediately before his 
homily. The members of the 
congregation, the protesters, 
and the bishop, joined by two 
priests, shook hands. Al¬ 
though two of the AVP group 
refused to shake the bishop’s 
hand, the overall consensus 
was that the move had a pos¬ 
itive effect in forcing human 
contact between the two 
groups. 

The protest was carefully 
structured to avoid any accu¬ 
sations of desecration or dis¬ 
ruption of a religious service. 
It followed a centuries-old tra¬ 
dition within the Catholic 
Church of expressing displea¬ 
sure with a homily, which is 
not considered a sacred part 
of the mass. 

Parishioners interviewed 
by the media after the mass 
had positive things to say 
about the way in which the 
protest was conducted. Dur¬ 
ing a call-in television inter¬ 
view the next day, even Bish¬ 
op Daily offered no objection 
to the protest. ▼

Cracker Barrel Still Discriminates, 
But Shareholders Lodge Objections 

California Pensions Among 15 Percent Favoring Gay Rights

On Tuesday, November 
23, 15.6 percent of sharehold¬ 
ers in the Cracker Barrel 
company voted to adopt poli¬ 
cies that would forbid contin¬ 
uing employment discrimina¬ 
tion against lesbians and gays. 

The 100-restaurant/gift 
store chain, based in 
Lebanon, Tennessee, adopted 
a policy in January 1991 that 
banned the hiring of lesbian 
and gay workers and others 
“whose sexual preferences fail 
to demonstrate normal het¬ 
erosexual values.” At least a 
dozen workers have been 
fired because of their sexual 
orientation in the 35 months, 
leading to protests at various 
Cracker Barrel locations by 
civil rights and gay rights 
groups. 

The $65 billion dollar Cal¬ 
ifornia Public Retirement 
System, the largest public em¬ 
ployees pension fund in the 
country, and the California 
Teachers Retirement System, 
which holds an estimated 
900,000 shares in the compa¬ 
ny, voted in favor of the non¬ 
discrimination policy. 

The vote was the first U.S. 
gay rights shareholders reso¬ 
lution to be voted upon by in¬ 
vestors, and was sponsored 
by the $22 billion New York 
City Employees Retirement 
System. 

The resolution called for 


the anti-gay firm to end the 
practice and to clearly state in 
employee manuals that it did 
not discriminate on the basis 
of sexual orientation. 

In an extraordinary letter 
to the company before the 
vote, the boards of both Cali¬ 
fornia systems called for a 
change in the policy and said 
that California law forbids 
such discrimination. 

“California’s position sends 
a clear message to Cracker 
Barrel and other employers 
who do not treat lesbian and 
gay workers with the dignity 
and the respect that they de¬ 
serve, that their actions will 
be vigorously opposed,” said 
California State Controller 
Gray Davis. 

“I will continue to urge 
PERS and STRS to adopt 
resolutions to further that 
goal,” Davis said. 

Cracker Barrel's response 

In a statement issued to 
the press after the vote, 
Cracker Barrel said that it 
hoped the matter would be 
dropped following the loss of 
the resolution. 

That’s not likely, said Scott 
Shafer, Davis’s chief of staff. 

“The shareholder vote un¬ 
derscores the seriousness of 
the matter and the depth of 
concern of the pension funds. 
The [pension] funds will con¬ 
tinue to bring the issue up at 
the annual shareholder meet-

ings,” Shafer told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Because more than three 
percent of shareholders sup¬ 
ported the measure, it can be 
reintroduced by proxy at fu¬ 
ture annual meetings. 

Shafer told the B.A.R. 
that first-time resolutions by 
shareholders generally re¬ 
ceive less than ten percent of 
votes cast, and said that the 
15.6 percent vote indicates 
there is support for the gay 
rights policy. 

A companion resolution 
that would have created a di¬ 
verse board of directors for 
the firm, including lesbian 
board members, was support¬ 
ed by only nine percent of 
voters, but it can also be rein¬ 
troduced by proxy later. ▼

World Genitalia Day?

I n her regular “AIDSWEEK” 
column for December 1 
(World AIDS Day), the Ex¬ 
aminer's Lisa Krieger re¬ 
ported that AIDS Day activities in 
San Francisco’s public schools 
had “some parents feeling edgy 
and angry because they haven’t 
been given a chance to examine 
the materials and learn about the 
speakers.” Krieger quotes one up¬ 
set parent, Marsha Glantz, and the 
President of the San Francisco 
PTA, Helen Luey. 

Luey complained that parents 
were not given enough informa¬ 
tion to decide whether or not they 
wanted to have their children ex¬ 
cluded from the AIDS Day obser¬ 
vance. The smoke screen of 
parental notification is often used 
to push a homophobic, AIDS-pho¬ 
bic and sex-negative agenda for 
the public schools. Even worse, 

Krieger helped Luey push that 
agenda by suggesting — falsely — 
that AIDS Day observances in¬ 
cluded “depictions of human gen¬ 
italia and reproduction.” 

Significantly, Krieger did not 
speak to Tom Ammiano, a gay 
man, parent, and president of the 
San Francisco School Board. She 
did not speak to Angie Fa, a les¬ 
bian and a School Board commis¬ 
sioner. She did not contact Sam 
Thoron, regional director of Par¬ 
ents and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays (PFLAG). She did not re¬ 
port the observations of any les¬ 
bian, gay, or bisexual youth. Fi¬ 
nally, and most shocking of all, 

Krieger did not seek out the opin¬ 
ions of the 2,000 or more San 
Francisco teens who are infected 
with HIV. 

Although the school district’s 
AIDS Day observance was 
thoughtfully organized and 
planned in consultation with a 
number of educational and com¬ 
munity organizations, Krieger did 
not quote a single person who had 
anything positive to say about the 
day’s events. Instead, she present¬ 
ed a lopsided swipe at a program 
that should serve as a model for 
AIDS awareness throughout the 
nation’s public schools.

Another bad Exam 

Oji November 30th, the Exam¬ 
iner offered readers another dose 
of homophobic, sex-negative spu¬ 
tum. In a column titled “Sex Ed¬

Examiner reporter Scott Win- 
okur attacked Dr. John De Cecco, 

Professor of Psychology and Di¬ 
rector of the Center for Research 
and Education in Sexuality at 
San Francisco State University.

know better.” In a final fit of 
irony, Winokur reports that one 
of De Cecco’s lectures on prostitu¬ 
tion was delivered “with appalling 
superficiality.” 

In fact, Winokur’s column is 
appallingly superficial. Hiscentral 
argument is nothing more than 
rehash of the Anita Bryant “Save 
Our Children” rhetoric, and any 
mention of De Cecco’s trail-blaz¬ 
ing academic career is completely 
missing from the hateful column. 

Winokur never mentioned, for 
instance, that De Cecco is an in¬ 
ternationally-respected and wide¬ 
ly-cited researcher, a member of 
the International Academy of Sex 
Research, the Society for the Sci¬ 
entific Study of Sex, the Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Association, 
and the San Francisco Bay Area 
Historical Society. Nor did Win¬ 
okur mention that De Cecco is the 
editor of the highly acclaimed 
Journal of Homosexuality, the 
only journal devoted to empirical 
research on the subject. De Cecco 
has also published several an¬ 
thologies, including Bashers, 
Baiters & Bigots: Homophobia in 
American Society.

ledged “all the good things” 
Clinton’s done and noted that 
it’s important to lay the 
groundwork for the future. 
Clinton predicted that at 
times they would disagree 
again in the future, but that 
they would “work real hard” 
to not let the disagreements 
affect the friendship. They ac¬ 
knowledged that they “missed 
each other,” says Mixner. “I 
was very glad to see him.” 

No predictions 

Besides repairing their 
friendship, Clinton and Mix¬ 
ner talked about various issues 
affecting the lesbian and gay 
community, and specifically 
about openly gay Naval 
Academy graduate Joe Stef- 
fan’s case against the military. 
Although Mixner says he will 
make no predictions — 
“because I’ve been burned 
before” — he is “not sure that 
the government is going to pur¬ 
sue” appealing Steffan’s recent 
court victory. They did not 
discuss Naval Petty Officer 
Keith Meinhold’s case. 

“This is a man who is be¬ 
ginning to understand the 
power of Presidential words 
and action,” Mixner says, re¬ 
ferring to Clinton’s World 
AIDS Day speech. And, he 
says, Clinton was “very very 
moved” by his hospital visit 
with people living with AIDS. 
He was also genuinely 
pleased that the Clintons 
dimmed the White House 
lights that night, joining oth¬ 
ers around the country ac¬ 
knowledging those who have 
died from AIDS. 

“He viewed this as a real 
beginning in the effort against 
AIDS,” Mixner says. They 
did not discuss personalities— 
such as AIDS Coordinator 
Kristine Gebbie. But Mixner 


says Clinton was “very 
moved” by two movies he’d 
recently seen: Schindler’s List 
about a Nazi who helped save 
Jews during the Holocaust, 
and Philadelphia, a story 
about the discrimination ex¬ 
perienced by a lawyer (played 
by Tom Hanks) with AIDS. 

“He really made the con¬ 
nection between the Holo¬ 
caust and what’s going on 
with AIDS,” Mixner says. 

Mixner also talked to Clin¬ 
ton about the need for a gay 
and lesbian civil rights bill. 
As an illustration, he used the 
recent example of how Apple 
Computer’s bid for a tax 
break to build in Williamson 
County, Texas was rejected 
by the commissioners there 
because of Apple’s corporate 
policy on domestic partner 
benefits. 

“Imagine how the gays and 
lesbians felt in the county,” 
Mixner told Clinton. “We 
can’t deal with this city by 
city. We need a national poli¬ 
cy to protect us.” Mixner 
would say only “he was re¬ 
sponsive” when asked to char¬ 
acterize Clinton’s reaction. 

Clinton also told Mixner 
that instead of a “giant execu¬ 
tive order” to eliminate bias 
based on sexual orientation in 
federal employment, he was 
going to encourage “a lot of 
action” within the agencies 
themselves. 

“We’ll see,” Mixner says, 
“but by the middle of next 
year, all security clearance 
barriers should be history — 
including in the CIA and the 
military.” 

Mixner characterized his 
long meeting with Clinton as 
“deep, substantive, education¬ 
al, and informative.” And, he 
says, it was good to have his 
old friend back. T

When President Bill Clin¬ 
ton planned his visit to Los 
Angeles for political fundrais¬ 
ers and speeches the weekend 
of December 3, he wanted to 
get in touch with gay political 
activist David Mixner. The 
two had been friends for over 
20 years until after Clinton’s 
“compromise” on gays in the 
military: after that debacle 
Mixner, who had spearhead¬ 
ed the gay vote for Clinton, 
came out publicly against the 
president, saying his old 
friend had “betrayed” the gay 
community. 

Ironically, Mixner — who 
normally lives in Los Angeles 
— was scheduled to be in 
Washington on behalf on his 
consulting business during 
the same weekend Clinton 
would be in California. It took 
Marsha Scott, the head of cor¬ 


respondence for the White 
House, to track him down at 
the Four Seasons and invite 
him to a personal, one-on-one 
visit with Clinton in the Oval 
Office. The meeting was set 
for December 2 at 6:30 p.m. 

Before going in to see Clin¬ 
ton, Mixner visited briefly 
with Vice President A1 Gore, 
who was just leaving a meet¬ 
ing. According to Mixner, 
they talked about AIDS and 
the need for a gay and lesbian 
civil rights bill. 

The first part of the hour 
and a half meeting was “very 
personal, very emotional,” 
Mixner said in a December 7 
phone interview. “It was the 
reestablishment of a strong 
friendship, a healing. There 
was an understanding that we 
still disagreed on the military 
issue. But we agreed to dis¬ 
agree.” 

Mixner says he acknow¬

Apple Gets Tax Break To Move 
To Lousy Neighborhood: Texas 

But Not Before the Texas Republican Party Endorses Bigotry

Just before they started to 
vote, the five Williamson 
County, Texas, commission¬ 
ers bowed their heads in 
prayer, asking God for a 
peaceful resolution to the con¬ 
troversy that catapulted the 
small area around Austin into 
the national spotlight. 

There was so much at 
stake: the building of a pro¬ 
posed $80 million dollar, nine- 
building Apple Computers 
complex in Round Rock, just 
north of more liberal Austin, 
which was expected to create 
at least 700 jobs and have a 
tremendous impact on the lo¬ 
cal economy. 

But on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 30, the Williamson Coun¬ 
ty commissioners voted 3-2 to 
deny Apple its request for a 
small tax break to build the 
facility — because Apple’s cor¬ 
porate policy on employee 
benefits covers same-sex part¬ 
ners. Commissioner William 
Boatright had told the press 
that the company’s policy 
would “attract people who 
are in those kinds of relation¬ 
ships, and I don’t want to en¬ 
courage that kind of activity.” 

Typical G.O.P. sensitivity 

According to reports from 
gays on the scene, the com¬ 
missioners “beamed and 
gloated” over what they clear¬ 
ly considered to be a victory, 
despite the loss of jobs. 

And while county commis¬ 
sioners may have smirked, it 
took the Texas State Republi¬ 
can Executive Committee to 
adopt a resolution applauding 
their actions. 

The Republican committee 
adopted a statement Satur¬ 
day, presented by member 
Ernest Angelo Jr. of Midland, 
that commended the two Re¬ 
publicans and one Democrat, 
“for having the courage to say 
taxpayers should not be 
forced to subsidize behavior 
that many believe to be im¬ 
moral and illegal.” 

“The feeling was that the 
executive committee mem¬ 
bers wanted to commend 
these commissioners for their 
courageous move — for stand¬ 
ing up for values that the Re¬ 
publican Party supports — by 
denying special tax treatment 
for a company that condones 
behavior that many residents 
of Williamson County and the 
state of Texas find immoral,” 
committee official Karen 
Hughes said. 

Texas Republican Chair¬ 
man Fred Meyer called the 
resolution “just an expression 
of support” for the commis¬ 
sioners. 

“I think the resolution 
speaks for itself,” Meyer said. 

The G.O.P. action came af¬ 
ter Democratic Governor Ann 
Richards and her staff spent 
several days lobbying the 
commissioners to offer a new 
incentive program in an effort 
to keep Apple interested. 

Although Apple sources 
say the company was willing 
to forego the money it had al¬ 
ready sunk into the prospec¬ 
tive site, it asked for another 
vote to be taken before aban¬ 
doning all plans. One week af¬ 
ter the first vote, on Decem¬ 
ber 7, before some 200 people 
including national media rep¬ 


resentatives, the commission¬ 
ers reversed themselves and 
voted 3-2 in favor of a com¬ 
plex financial package that 
would grant Apple the re¬ 
quested tax refund, compara¬ 
ble to a tax refund given Dell 
Computer in Austin. 


“We’re very pleased the 
Williamson County commis¬ 
sioners reconsidered their po¬ 
sition and voted to offer Ap¬ 
ple a tax package that’s quite 
fair and equitable,” Apple 
spokesperson Bill Keegan 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We’re glad the lines of com¬ 
munication were kept open 
throughout the process and 
that the Williamson County 
residents and those in the 
greater Austin area were very 
supportive of our plans to 
build a customer supportive 
facility.” 


Justifying the flip-flop 

Commissioner Mike Heili- 
genstein said the new propos¬ 
al calls for Apple and the cur¬ 
rent owner of the land where 
the center would be built to 
give the county the right of 
way for a road and related 
improvements worth $1.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Apple would pay its taxes 
to the county and get $750,000 
in rebates over seven years. 

Heiligenstein said the dif¬ 
ference is that “under the old 
proposal, it was general tax¬ 
payer money involved. Now 
it’s Apple dollars involved.” 

Early in the negotiating 
process Apple provided infor¬ 
mation about what kind of a 
company they are, including 
their incentives and benefits, 
Keegan said. So when opposi¬ 
tion was expressed, Apple 
“made it very clear that [liber¬ 


al employee benefits] were 
something we did to attract 
and retain talented people. 
We also made it known that 
we are not in a position to 
change the policy.” Since Ap¬ 
ple is a publicly-owned com¬ 
pany, the shareholders would 
have to agree to any policy 
changes. 

“I think [the vote] does val¬ 
idate a lot of what more pro¬ 
gressive-thinking companies 
believe in how we offer em¬ 
ployee benefits,” Keegan told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Companies need to know 
how to get along with very di¬ 
verse groups of individuals. 
That’s why we think Apple is 
an attractive company to 
work for.” 

700, bound for Hell 

Apple will start construc¬ 
tion in the spring of 1994 and 


bring the 700 employees cur¬ 
rently employed at a leased 
facility in Austin to the new 
site, says Keegan. 

“It’s a victory,” said David 
M. Smith, National Gay & 
Lesbian Task Force spokes¬ 
person, who was in William¬ 
son County to monitor the 
vote. NGLTF was concerned 
about the conservative mes¬ 
sage the earlier vote had sent 
to corporations; additionally, 
NGLTF Board co-chair Eliza¬ 
beth Birch is a lead attorney 
for Apple Computer. 

“The complicated technical 
tax break is a bizarre way to 
acknowledge they made a 
mistake,” Smith said. “The 
commissioners still believe in 
their ‘family values’ and that 
while they don’t believe they 
are using taxpayers’ dollars to 
actually subsidize Apple com¬ 
ing to Williamson County, 
Apple is coming to William¬ 
son County — with the domes¬ 
tic partnership policy un¬ 
scathed.” 

Smith said the “education 
process” about sexual orienta¬ 
tion was incredible. “William¬ 
son County residents have 
clearly gotten Gay 101,” 
Smith said. “There has been a 
lot of ignorance shattered.

Jeff Golden from the Sier¬ 
ra Club suggested a plastic 
collapsible wash basin for the 
backpacker who worries 
about appearance.

He felt the best gift 
for a runner would be “Rock¬ 
et shoes, a sponsor for the 
Gay Games, plus best wishes 
and hopes for success.” He 
mentioned desiring extra 
body parts, knees, ankles, 
etc... because these get sore 
on lots of runners. Other Stu- 
dach recommendations for 
runners include skid-proof 
running shorts, Peni-pads for 
cold weather running, a one 
pound jar of Vaseline, and “a 
lover who owns a car ... and 
cares.” Certificates for feet 
massage are also recommend¬ 
ed here.

New Blue Ribbon Red Ribbon Panel Doesn't Thrill Activists 


Clinton's AIDS Drug Task Force: 
Is It Serious, or Just Stalling?

Just before World AIDS 
Day last week, President 
Clinton announced the forma¬ 
tion of a National Task Force 
on AIDS Drug Development, 
drawing mixed-to-unfavorable 
reviews from AIDS activists. 

The task force — which 
will draw its 15 members 
from government, the phar¬ 
maceutical industry, aca¬ 
demia, medicine, and the 
AIDS-affected communities — 
will focus on seeking innova¬ 
tive approaches to the devel¬ 
opment of AIDS drugs. 

Members of ACT UP/ 
Washington decried the latest 
national effort to confront the 
epidemic, calling it a “hoax” 
that is merely “smoke and 
mirrors.” 

“Where’s the Manhattan- 
style project that Bill Clinton 
promised us? Where is the ac¬ 
tion?” ACT UP member 
Wayne Turner asked at a 
news conference at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health in 
Bethesda, Maryland following 
Clinton’s announcement. 

Although Health and Hu¬ 
man Services Secretary Don¬ 
na Shalala promised that “this 
is not just another govern¬ 
ment panel appointed to 
study an issue and write a re¬ 
port that gathers dust,” ACT 
UP members were not con¬ 
vinced. 

“After 12 years of AIDS, 
300,000 Americans dead, two 
National Commissions on 
AIDS, three commission re¬ 
ports and 30 unfulfilled rec¬ 
ommendations, and two pres¬ 
idents who did nothing, we 
don’t need yet another task

force,” Turner said later. “We 
need real action, not empty 
gestures and a photo-op.” 

Shalala responded to 
charges of inaction made at 
the news conference saying, 
“We see this as taking action. 
None of this would be consid¬ 
ered enough, but it is a signif¬ 
icant step.” 

The Washington, D.C.- 
based AIDS Action Council 
echoed Shalala’s sentiment in 
its response, acknowledging 
that the task force does fall 
short of a Manhattan Project 
recommended by the Nation¬ 
al AIDS Commission, but at 
the same time represents an 
unprecedented level of com¬ 
mitment from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

“This opportunity gives us 
cause for optimism,” said 
Derek Hodel, treatment is¬ 
sues director of the council, 
because it will challenge ac¬ 


cepted approaches to drug de¬ 
velopment. 

Mervyn Silverman, execu¬ 
tive director of the American 
Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search, said he was encour¬ 
aged by the appointment of 
Dr. Philip Lee, assistant sec¬ 
retary for health, as head of 
the task force. 

“It seems very clear that 
with Lee at the helm, this is 
not a document that’s going 
to sit on the shelf,” Silverman 
said. “This time, I’m very op¬ 
timistic that won’t happen.” 

With representatives from 
a wide array of organizations 
working to fight AIDS, the 
task force will eliminate un¬ 
necessary duplication of ef¬ 
forts and expedite the process 
of developing and evaluating 
potential drugs, Lee said. The 
task force was modeled after 
an existing coalition among 
the pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies. 

“The sad fact today is that 
not a single new drug applica¬ 
tion for an anti-retroviral 
agent awaits FDA approval,” 
Shalala said last week. Only 
three antiviral drugs — AZT, 
ddl, and ddC — have received 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion approval. 

During the next month, 
Lee will be seeking nomina¬ 
tions from the public for 
members of the task force, 
which he aims to be com¬ 
posed of people “with both 
competence and compassion 
and the diversity that is re¬ 
flective of the epidemic.” The 
panel is expected to meet for 
the first time before spring. ▼ 


'Certain Values and Beliefs:' 
Justices Let Scouts Discriminate

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
On Monday, December 6, the 
United States Supreme Court 
declined to hear the appeal of 
an agnostic ten-year-old in the 
Chicago area who was kept 
out of the Boy Scouts because 
he refused to acknowledge 
his “duty to God.” 

The justices refused the ap¬ 
peal without comment, even 
though the Boy Scouts of 
America had asked for a 
definitive judgment to avoid 
confusion in the federal and 
state courts. 

The case began in 1990 
when Mark Walsh, 7, and his 
father Elliot filed the suit 
against the Boy Scouts after 
the West Suburban Council 
in Chicago refused admit¬ 
tance to the Tiger Scouts pro¬ 
gram. 

The organization has three 
levels of programs: Tiger 
Scouts for 7- year-olds; Cub 
Scouts for 8- to 10-year-olds; 
and the Boy Scouts for 11- to 
18-year-olds. 

In their suit, the Walshes 
charged that the Boy Scouts’ 
facilities qualified as a “place 
of entertainment,” and were 
subject to Title II of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act as a “public 
accommodation.” The law for¬ 
bids discrimination on the ba¬ 


sis of religious beliefs, among 
other things. 

A federal district court and 
the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago sided 
with the Boy Scouts. 

A portion of the 7th Cir¬ 
cuit ruling found that the Boy 
Scouts qualified for the “pri¬ 
vate club” exemption in the 
civil rights act. 

The Walshes appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

In a response brief, the 
Boy Scouts said the case “pre¬ 
sents important questions of 
the scope of Title II” and also 
asked the Supreme Court to 
hear the appeal. 

The organization said the 
First Amendment guarantees 
its members the right to form 
an association to express and 
reinforce “certain values and 
beliefs, including religious 
ones, and to limit member¬ 
ship to those who share those 
values and beliefs.” The Boys 
Scouts said that right is being 
attacked by people suing the 
organization in state and fed¬ 
eral courts. 

The organization said un¬ 
less the Supreme Court de¬ 
fines its First Amendment 
rights, they could be lost 
through attrition. The Boy 
Scouts said there “are limits 
on the ... capacity of any vol¬ 
unteer organization to [fight] 



these cases in forum after fo¬ 
rum.” 

The brief cited a case at 
the intermediate level in Or¬ 
ange County, California, 
where a trial judge ordered 
the Cub Scouts to admit two 
other boys. The Boy Scouts 
said the boys believed in San¬ 
ta Claus and the tooth fairy, 
but did not believe in God. 

The cause of the controver¬ 
sy is the Boy Scout oath, 
which has been unchanged 
since it was published in the 
Boy Scout Handbook in 
1911: 

“On my honor I will do my 
best to do my duty to God 
and my country and to obey 
the Scout Law, to help people 
at all times, to keep myself 
physically strong, mentally 
awake and morally

Anti Gay 'Son of 9' B allot Measure Launched on December 1st

Pro- and anti-gay rights 
forces in Oregon are shuffling 
the deck for another hand of 
contention as they prepare for 
new legislative battles in 
1994. 

A string of 1993 victories 
in 15 city and county initia¬ 
tive referendums spurred the 
right wing Oregon Citizens 
Alliance to launch a signature 
gathering drive Wednesday, 
December 1 — World AIDS 
Day — for a new ballot mea¬ 
sure to go on the statewide 
ballot in November. 

The new referendum in¬ 
cludes more moderate lan¬ 
guage than the unsuccessful 
“Measure 9” of the November 
1992 election, which would 
have labeled homosexuality 
as abnormal and perverse, re¬ 
quired state and local govern¬ 
ments to discourage it, and re¬ 
quired schools to teach that 
homosexuality was wrong. 
The measure was rejected by 
57 percent of the voters. 

The new measure removes 
that wording but still pro¬ 
hibits government from creat¬ 
ing any classification based on 
homosexuality or spending 
public money to “promote” 
homosexuality. 

When OCA leader Lon 
Mabon last week started a 
new signature drive, he 
waved a flier, entitled “You 
talked — We listened,” to indi¬ 
cate the local elections 
showed the tide was changing 
in favor of denying “special 
rights” to the gay community. 

“We have designed this 
new initiative to appeal to the 
middle voter in Oregon,” he 
said, noting the revised lan¬ 
guage in local referendums 
was responsible for their pas¬ 
sage. 

Child protection? 

The new petition, which 
needs 89,000 signatures by 
July 8, would call for a 
November vote on what the 
OCA is calling “The Minority 
Status and Child Protection 
Act.” 

Gay rights leaders call the 
OCA local victories hollow 
and not indicative of any 
change of opinion among Ore¬ 
gon voters. 

“Lon Mabon was strategic 
in selecting those ‘Baby Nine’ 
locations as sure victories for 
himself,” said Julie Davis, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the “Sup¬ 
port our Communities Politi¬ 
cal Action Committee” (SOC- 
PAC). 

Early in 1993 Davis was a 
legislative aide to state repre¬ 
sentative Gail Shibley, one of 
two openly gay legislators in 
Oregon, and the only lesbian 
in state office. 

“Where we go from here is 
to confront at least six more 
local initiatives ... three for 
March and three for May,” 
Davis told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “while we simultane¬ 
ously prepare for a statewide 
campaign. 

“However, we want to add 
an additional strategy,” she 
said, adding, “The ‘No on 9’ 
campaign was high media, 
but field operations got off 
the ground late.” 

During the 1992 campaign, 
she said, several pro-gay 
rights organizations primarily 
focused their efforts in the 
three urban counties in the

Portland metropolitan area — 
Clackamas, Washington, and 
Multnomah, with some field 
work done in Salem, the state 
capital. 

Door-to-door efforts 

“While continuing with a 
fairly visible high profile in 
those areas,” said Davis, “we 
are also organizing local com¬ 
munities to run grass roots 
campaigns that include voter 
registration and door-to-door 
efforts to let people know 
about the issues and to get 
out the vote.” 

The new efforts would 
also include increased media 
visibility and statewide meet¬ 
ings and training sessions. 

The effort to “create bases 
throughout the state” involves 
more coordination of SOC- 
PAC with organizations such 
as Right to Privacy, Rural Or¬ 
ganizing Project, and Oregon 
Speakout. 

SOC-PAC has developed a 
strategy team made up of 
broad-based allies, she said, 
“includinggays, lesbians, peo¬ 
ple of color, faith, labor, busi¬ 
ness, education, and statewide 
leaders.” 

One such organization is 
the Rural Organizing Project, 
a network of 52 human digni¬ 
ty groups that deal with a 
wide array of human rights is¬ 
sues, including gay rights. 

“We will use that network 
along with building a coali¬ 
tion council which will be 
more active than ‘No on 9’ 
was, to educate and move 
people on this issue,” added 
Davis. 

“In most of our groups, 
gays and lesbians are in very 
strong leadership,” said pro¬ 
ject director Marcy Wester- 
ling, of Scapoose. “But we 
have a broader agenda: to cre¬ 
ate, support and maintain hu¬ 
man dignity groups that com¬ 
bat the bigotry in rural and 
small town communities. 
Progressive "rural folks" 

“The religious right knows 
we are vulnerable in rural 
communities,” she told the 
B.A.R., noting that “tradition¬ 
ally, rural folks have been 
locked out of participating in 
progressive politics, making 
decisions, and having access 
to resources.” 

The Project has scheduled 
meetings across the state: this 
month in The Dalles, and in 
Keizer, a suburb of Salem, in 
late February. 

“We first met in March of 
1993, when 96 activists gath¬ 
ered from around the state to 
look at educational strategies 
to shift the overall climate,” 
said Westerling. “It may be 


challenging racism, going to 
schools and talking about 
how oppression operates, or 
demonstrating at a Coos Bay 
restaurant where the owner 
was hardline about women 
and rape and even had a Rush 
Limbaugh room. 

“These are all different 
ways of challenging the bub¬ 
ble, the silence, the lack of 
penetration, the fact that we 
don’t talk about these issues,” 
she added. 

“We are using the tactic of 
figuring out where people are 
coming from: not labeling 
them as bigots, but describing 
who is most likely in our soci¬ 
ety to be bigots or racists.” ▼

Brothers Network, sponsored 
a four-part information semi¬ 
nar and treatment forum on 
the use of DNCB (dini- 
trochlorobenzene) as an im¬ 
mune system stimulant and 
immunomodulator. 


DNCB, for those who are 
unfamiliar with it, is a chem¬ 
ical compound that some 
PWAs paint on small patches 
of their skin hoping to “jump- 
start” their immune systems. 
The anecdotal evidence from 
its supporters is strong and 
positive, while the medical 
community has been marked¬ 
ly non-enthusiastic. 

It is important to note that 
DNCB quite literally repre¬ 
sents the other side of the 
coin to the nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor (NRTI) 
treatment phenomenon (AZT, 
ddl, and ddC): unlike NRTIs, 
DNCB is easily obtainable 
without prescription and at 
minimal cost as a non-patent- 
able generic compound; un¬ 
like NRTIs, DNCB isn’t a top¬ 
ic of discussion in well-orches¬ 
trated publicity campaigns 
sponsored by the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry and directed at 
physicians and AIDS suffer¬ 
ers; unlike NRTIs, DNCB 
does not enjoy desperately 
needed financial backing by 
corporate giants to initiate 
clinical drug trials; unlike 
NRTIs, DNCB will not yield 
lavish dividends for drug 
company investors and stock¬ 
holders; and unlike NRTIs, 
DNCB is unlikely to sail 
through the harsh regulatory 
environment of the FDA 
without a fight. 


Is DNCB really effective at 
priming the immune system 
to stop progression of HIV 
disease and opportunistic in¬ 
fection? Is the lackluster re¬ 
ception and underdog status 
of DNCB in medical and 
pharmaceutical circles simply 
due to its no profit status — a 
circumstance that agitates the 


psychological smugness of the 
for-profit-oriented pharmaceu- 
tical-medical-FDA business 
network? 

The Bay Area Reporter 
had an opportunity to listen 
to promulgators of DNCB 
treatment, examine the re¬ 
sults of their grassroots ef¬ 
forts to measure the clinical 
effectiveness of this chemical, 
and to evaluate the scientific 
and rational basis for its use; 
a synopsis of these investiga¬ 
tions is presented below. 

DNCB's mode of action 

Traditional approaches to 
the treatment of disease or in¬ 
fection typically rely on drugs 
that specifically block bio¬ 
chemical pathways responsi¬ 
ble for viral replication or 
bacterial growth. In contrast, 
DNCB’s purported medicinal 
value results from the non¬ 
specific “souping-up” of com¬ 
ponents of the cellular im¬ 
mune system: T-helper 
(CD4 + ) cells, cytotoxic 
(CD8+) T-lymphocytes, mac¬ 
rophages, etc. These compo¬ 
nents of the immune system 
become more effective at rec¬ 
ognizing and responding to 
viral and opportunistic infec¬ 
tions because the immune 
system is “tweaked” as an in¬ 
direct consequence of T-cells 
that respond specifically to 
the topical application of 
DNCB on a patch of skin. 

The immune system 
specifically responds to 
DNCB by a well-understood 
immunological phenomenon 
known as delayed-type hyper¬ 
sensitivity (DTH), or in its 
more extreme form, contact 
sensitivity; the indirect mech¬ 
anisms by which DNCB 
tweaks the cellular immune 
system to become more effec¬ 
tive in recognizing and fight¬ 
ing pathogens like HIV are 
unclear and rather controver¬ 
sial. 

The DTH phenomenon is 
rather straightforward: when 
DNCB is applied to, and per¬ 
meates, the skin, it interacts 
with a class of dendritic cells 
known as Langerhans cells. 
Dendritic cells are among the 
immune system’s most effec¬ 
tive antigen-presenting cells. 
Without antigen-presenting 
cells, T-cells would not be 
able to recognize and then re¬ 


spond to foreign intruders 
and invading pathogens. 
DNCB molecules attach 
themselves to the cell surface 
of Langerhans cells, by which 
they are then taken up. 
Langerhans cells then leave 
the skin and migrate to near¬ 
by lymph nodes, where they 
change morphology and be¬ 
come known as interdigitat-

ing dendritic cells, and where 
they present the DNCB anti¬ 
gen to T-helper cells that are 
specific for this antigen. 

As a consequence, the T- 
cells multiply, form more 
“memory” T-cells that specif¬ 
ically recognize DNCB anti¬ 
gen, and activate other im¬ 
mune cells—primarily macro¬ 
phages — to eliminate DNCB 
and skin cells exposed to this 
chemical. Each time DNCB is 
applied to the skin, the mem¬ 
ory cells are activated to re¬ 
spond to the immunological 
challenge by DNCB; the more 
memory cells that exist, the 
stronger the immune re¬ 
sponse. 

Unlike the long-term im¬ 
munological memory that is 
involved in the delayed-type 
hypersensitivity response to 
DNCB, the cascade of benefi¬ 
cial nonspecific immunomod¬ 
ulatory phenomena that 
“soup-up” cellular-mediated 
immunity as a consequence of 
DNCB-induced DTH are

How it may work 

How and where do these 
immunomodulatory events 
occur? Nonspecifically cyto¬ 
toxic macrophages, which 
colocalize with sensitized T- 
cells at the site of DNCB der¬ 
mal application, undergo dra¬ 
matic increases in activity and 
changes in morphology when 
they are activated by the com¬ 
plex regulatory network of 
cytokines released by T-cells, 
macrophages, and other im¬ 
mune cells at the site of in¬ 
flammation. The macrophag¬ 
es become capable of engulf¬ 
ing and degrading not only 
cells modified by DNCB, but 
also macrophages and T-cells 
infected by HIV, plus other 
viruses, bacteria, fungi, para¬ 
sites, and cancer cells. 

The more controversial in¬ 
terpretation of DNCB action, 
which is supported by AIDS 
treatment activists and fea¬ 
tured speakers at the seminar 
series, involves the ability of 
DNCB DTH therapy to acti¬ 
vate type 1 T-helper cells 
(“Thl cells”) while suppress¬ 
ing type 2 T-helper cells 
(“Th2 cells”). According to 
data published in the Journal 
of Clinical Investigation last 
March by National Cancer In¬ 
stitute immunologists Gene 
Shearer and Mario Clerici, as 
an individual’s AIDS disease 
progresses and health de¬ 
clines, there is a shift from a 
Thl state to a Th2 state. 

Thl cells are actively in¬ 
volved in cellular immunity 
and secrete the cytokines IL2, 
IL12, and interferon gamma. 
Th2 cells are involved in reg¬ 
ulating the humoral (anti¬ 
body) response, and secrete 
the cytokines IL4, IL5, IL6, 
and IL10. Growth and activa¬ 
tion of Thl and Th2 cells are 
mutually antagonistic: a 
strong Thl response leads to 
suppression of the Th2 cells, 
because interferon gamma is 
an inhibitor of Th2 activation, 
while a strong Th2 response 
results in suppression of Thl 
cells, because IL4 and IL10 
are inhibitors of Thl cell acti¬ 
vation. Thus the course of an 
individual’s response to AIDS 
can be influenced by the pre¬ 
carious balance and activation 
state of Thl and Th2 cells. 

According to Shearer and 
Clerici’s hypothesis, mainte¬ 
nance of the Thl state, with 
its robust cell-mediated im¬ 
munity responses, is neces¬ 
sary to effectively fight viral 
and opportunistic infections. 
The DHT of DNCB, which 
elicits a cellular-mediated im¬ 
mune response, would favor 
the activation of Thl cells and 
the production of interferon 
gamma; interferon gamma, an 
inhibitor of Th2 cell activa¬ 
tion, would maintain the 
dominance of the Thl state 
that effectively responds to 
HIV and opportunistic infec¬ 
tion. Additionally, IL12, pro¬ 
duced by Thl cells, enhances 
nonspecific natural killer cell 
activity. 

Scientists are not unani¬ 
mous in accepting the 
Thl/Th2 hypothesis as it per¬ 
tains to AIDS. Sergio Romag- 
nani, an investigator from 
Florence, Italy and the first 
individual to prove that hu¬ 
man Thl and Th2 cellular 
clones exist in certain dis¬ 
eases, has been unable to iso¬ 
late such clones in HIV-infect¬ 
ed individuals. National Insti¬ 
tute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases investigators Antho¬ 
ny Fauci and Cecilia Graziosi 


looked for evidence of a Thl 
-+ Th2 switch by measuring 
cytokine levels in lymph node 
biopsies of individuals at dif¬ 
ferent stages of AIDS, and 
with different degrees of 
lymph node destruction, and 
were unable to prove that a 
profound shift in cytokine 
production occurred ( Science 
262:175-176 [1993]). Moreover, 
these investigators speculate 
that the Thl/Th2 hypothesis is 
too simplistic; it does not ac¬ 
count for the possibility that 
other types of T-helper cells 
probably exist, nor does it rec¬ 
ognize the fact that other im¬ 
mune cell types can produce 
cytokines with the ability to 
suppress Thl or Th2 cells. 

Clinical litmus test 

The popularity of DNCB 
over the last decade seems to 
have ebbed and flowed in in¬ 
verse proportion to the rise 
and fall in popularity of more 
mainstream AIDS treatments, 
including NRTIs. That’s not to 
imply that DNCB treatment 
alone should be considered a 
substitute for other treatment 
regimens. Although a number 
of individuals at the seminars 
fervently believed that their 
improved health status and 
CD4 + counts were directly at¬ 
tributable to weekly applica¬ 
tions of DNCB, this compound 
has yet to withstand the “cool 
north wind of rational scruti¬ 
ny” in a scientifically managed 
clinical trial. According to 
Blaine Elswood, getting suffi¬ 
cient funding for an authorita¬ 
tive and comprehensive clini¬ 
cal trial has remained the in¬ 
surmountable stumbling block 
alternative treatment activists 
face. 

A preliminary pilot study 
conducted by Raphael Strieker 
and coworkers (Immunology 
Letters 36:1-6 [1993]) has nei¬ 
ther proved nor disproved the 
efficacy of DNCB. The study 
was conducted with asymp¬ 
tomatic individuals or those 
suffering from lymphadenopa- 
thy rather than with PWAs. 
This study, involving 20 indi¬ 
viduals, 16 of whom were 
compliant and completed the 
3- to 20-month DNCB sensiti¬ 
zation protocol, established 
that CD4 + (T-helper cell) 
counts were stable when mea¬ 
sured prior to and subsequent 
to DNCB treatment. CD8+ 
(suppressor and cytotoxic T- 
cell) counts increased an aver¬ 
age of 18 percent after DNCB 
treatment, although none of 
the increase was attributable 
to cytotoxic (CD8+CD57+) T- 
cells alone. Natural killer cells 
increased by 25 percent. 

In a detailed analysis of this 
study and other DNCB related 
issues, AIDS Treatment News 
(D. Gilden, AIDS Treatment 
News 182:1-5) was skeptical 
of the significance of the data; 
Gilden, a sometime B.A.R. 
contributor, criticized the fact 
that only a single data point, 
pre- and post-DNCB treat¬ 
ment, was reported for each 
patient; he emphasized that 
wide and sometimes inexplica¬ 
ble variability occurs in quan¬ 
titating cell markers in limited 
samplings. Gilden also ques¬ 
tioned the validity of compar¬ 
ing compliant individuals with 
noncompliant individuals, 
rather than using genuine con¬ 
trols. 

One encouraging result of 
the study was the 64 percent 
decrease in serum HIV-RNA, 
as measured by quantitative 
polymerase chain reaction, re¬ 
ported for seven compliant in¬ 
dividuals after undergoing 
DNCB treatment; two individ¬ 
uals who were taking AZT in 
addition to DNCB showed nei¬ 
ther a drop nor an increase in 
serum HIV-RNA. T 


Scientists Suggest Hypnosis 
May Help Immune Disorders

GAINESVILLE, FLORIDA 
— A recent study by a Univer¬ 
sity of Florida psychologist 
suggests hypnosis can help 
boost the immune system, a 
procedure that may someday 
be used to help HIV-positive 
patients and others with im¬ 
mune system disorders. 

“The results point toward 
the fact that hypnosis can im¬ 
prove the immune system,” 
said psychoneuroimmunolo¬ 
gist Beree Darby. “And know¬ 
ing that there are direct bio¬ 
chemical pathways between 
the brain and the immune 
system, hypnosis would natu¬ 
rally follow that path.” 

The study analyzed differ¬ 
ent levels of lymphocytes, the 
cells that make up the im¬ 
mune system, in the blood 
samples of 22 females and six 
male graduate students be¬ 
tween the ages of 22 and 50, 
taken before and after self¬ 
hypnosis training. The analy¬ 
ses were compared with 
stress factors in the students’ 
lives — such as exams — that 
can weaken the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

The study shows a signifi¬ 
cant increase of lymphocytes 
in the group that used self¬ 
hypnosis, as well as a rise in 
the levels of self- confidence, 
self-assurance, self-reliance, 
self-esteem, and concentra¬ 
tion. 


Darby said the research 
could be applied to individu¬ 
als who suffer from illnesses 
that directly affect the im¬ 
mune system. She is studying 
the effect of the self-hypnosis 
technique on people who are 
HIV-positive, including an in¬ 
dividual who has improved 
since starting hypnosis train¬ 
ing. 

“The HIV-patient had a 
low helper/suppressor ratio, 
which doubled over the three- 
month period during hypno¬ 
sis,” she said. “Now he’s do¬ 
ing great.” 

But Darby emphasized the 
correlation between hypnosis 
and improvement with HIV 
patients is not yet solid and 
more research needs to be 
done. 

"The potential is there" 

“The link between the im¬ 
mune system and the hypno¬ 
sis exists, so I’d say the poten¬ 
tial is there,” she said. “But 
it’s too early to say hypnosis 
will definitely help the im¬ 
mune systems of people with 
HIV.” 

Darby, who is a psycholo¬ 
gist at the university and in 
private practice, has made 
presentations at national med¬ 
ical conferences about the 
connection between the mind 
and body. She said her inter¬ 
est in hypnosis as a means of 
healing stems from her expe¬ 
rience as a research scientist. 


“My background in bio¬ 
chemistry and immunology, 
combined with my training in 
psychology, made me very in¬ 
terested in how psychological 
intervention can improve the 
immune system,” she said. 

Darby said this study may 
be the first to illustrate the 
connection between hypnosis 
and the immune system. 

“To my knowledge this is 
the first controlled study that 
demonstrated bi-directional 
control from the nervous sys¬ 
tem to the immune system,” 
she said. “Previously, experi¬ 
ments using hypnosis and the 
immune system were not con¬ 
ducted in the most effective 
ways to actually show hypno¬ 
sis would make a difference.” 

In order for doctors to be¬ 
gin using hypnosis as a means 
of treating immune system 
disorders, Darby said clinical 
hypnotism must be demysti¬ 
fied in the public’s mind. 

“Due to television pro¬ 
grams that present it in a 
strange light, most people 
have a misconception of what 
hypnosis is,” she said. “But in¬ 
forming people of what clini¬ 
cal hypnotism is is important 
because it might be very ben¬ 
eficial to their own lives. I 
think as this procedure be¬ 
comes more established, it 
will be practiced more be¬ 
cause more people will be 
aware that it works.” ▼

memory and Alzheimer’s disease. 
While there, he had been published in 
the journal Clinical Gerontologist on 
the subject of forming support groups 
for male caregivers of Alzheimer’s pa¬ 
tients. He appeared on KPIX-TV, hav¬ 
ing his work with Alzheimer’s disease 
profiled by Dr. Nancy Snyderman. Ad¬ 
ditionally, he appeared on KTSFTV, 
where his work at Chinatown’s On Lok 
Senior Health Services was described 
to San Francisco’s Cantonese-speaking 
community. 

Mr. Moseley graduated from the 
Medical College of Georgia in Augusta, 





Ga., in 1975, where he served as senior 
class president. His undergraduate 
degree, in Zoology, was obtained from 
the University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, in 1969.

CDC AIDS Hotline 
Downplays Possible 
Casual HIV Infection

WASHINGTON - Callers 
to a national AIDS hotline 
Sunday, December 5, ex¬ 
pressed concern about reports 
of two unprecedented cases of 
HIV transmission, but experts 
said they were not revising 
any information they’re pro¬ 
viding. 

“At this point, there’s not a 
need to offer any additional 
information, because the cas¬ 
es that came up recently pret¬ 
ty much satisfy the current in¬ 
formation,” said a worker at 
the National HIV and AIDS 
Information Service, which 
answers thousands of calls 
each day from both citizens 
and health care professionals. 

The hotline worker, who 
declined to be identified, said 
experts always had acknowl¬ 
edged the possibility that 
HIV could — in very rare in¬ 
stances — be transmitted out¬ 
side the most commonly 
known routes of infection. 

“Basically we know that 
blood-to-blood contact can re¬ 
sult in HIV infection,” she 
said. 

The two newly reported 
cases involve a child and a 
teenager believed to have ac¬ 
quired HIV from another 
child and teenager living with 
them in the same households. 

The names and locations 
of the children have not been 
identified to protect their pri¬ 


vacy. 

Experts who investigated 
the cases said they found no 
evidence of the usual modes 
of HIV transmission — sexual 
intercourse and intravenous 
needles — and said they there¬ 
fore believed the most likely 
route of transmission in both 
new cases was a nosebleed or 
a shared razor blade. 

The hotline, which uses 
both public and private fund¬ 
ing to operate a 24-hour toll- 
free telephone answer service 
that answers 2,000 to 5,000 
calls a day, has fielded numer¬ 
ous calls about the new cases 
since the reports began being 
widely circulated Saturday 
evening, the worker said. 

But she said the hotline, 
partly funded by the U.S. 
government’s Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control, provides only 
facts and would not advise 
anyone asking how the new 
cases should affect such deci¬ 
sions as those involving in¬ 
fected children in schools and 
day care centers. 

“One of the things that we 
never do here at the hotline is 
give people directives, or give 
people advice,” she said. “We 
simply give facts that are 
thoroughly researched by the 
Centers for Disease Control. “

They Should Have 
Called It a 'Semenary'

GOLETA, CALIFORNIA 
— An independent panel has 
determined that 34 boys were 
sexually abused by a dozen 
Roman Catholic priests at a 
now-closed seminary that was 
organized by the Franciscan 
order. 

The investigation was 
launched in January by the 
St. Barbara Province of the 
Franciscan Order to examine 
reported molestations that oc¬ 
curred from 1964 to 1987 at 
St. Anthony’s Seminary. At 
the time, St. Anthony’s oper¬ 
ated a boarding school for as¬ 


piring priests in Santa Bar¬ 
bara County. 

Twelve priests were identi¬ 
fied as offenders. One had left 
the order, one died, and an¬ 
other’s case is still open. A 
fourth was prosecuted for 
oral copulation with a minor 
in 1989 and sentenced to a 
year in jail. The other eight 
priests are currently being 
treated by therapists. 

After the priest’s convic¬ 
tion, other boys came forward 
with allegations of sexual 
abuse. 

The seminary opened in 
1898 and closed because of 
financial problems in 1987. V 


ADAP Expanded 
To Cover ddC

SACRAMENTO - Califor¬ 
nia’s health director an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, November 
30, that patients infected with 
HIV will now be able to re¬ 
ceive ddC through the state’s 
AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram, or ADAP. 

Kim Belshe said ddC has 
been added to the list of 
drugs provided by the state 
through the program de¬ 
signed to help financially 
strapped Californians pay for 
treatment to fight the virus.

major drug to be offered 
through the program, joining 
AZT and ddl. 

“The addition of ddC 
means that persons who have 
not been able to tolerate either 

AZT or ddl have another op¬ 
tion for treatment,” Belshe 
said. 

Belshe said 12 additional 
medications used to battle 
HIV also will join the list as 
funding becomes available. 

The ADAP program was 
established in 1987 to help 
Californians who have trouble 
paying for the expensive 
treatments to fight HIV. V

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Depo-Provera: Cancer-Causing 
'Wonder Drug' for Women, Gays

One in every nine U.S. 
women may get breast cancer 
during her lifetime, and even 
with early detection, survival 
rates after five years are low. 
In the face of this epidemic, 
the question has been raised: 
do women in communities of 
color, already afforded scant 
access to the health system, 
need any drug that could in¬ 
crease their risk by a factor of 
four? 

A wide spectrum of wom¬ 
en’s health activists say no. 
The drug in question is Depo- 
Provera, frequently referred 
to as “The Shot” or “La Inyec- 
cion.” Depo is a hormonal 
contraceptive that has been 
rejected as unsafe by the 
FDA — twice, in 1978 and 
1984 — but hastily approved 
late last year. 

Luz Alvarez Martinez of 
the National Latina Health 
Organization says, “The drug 
hasn’t changed” with regard 
to the threats it poses to life 
and well-being. Besides breast 
cancer, these include fatigue, 
dizziness, headaches, hair 
loss, severe depression, loss of 
libido, abdominal pain, ner¬ 
vousness, and increased risk 
of cervical cancer, osteoporo¬ 
sis, blood clots in the lungs, 
and extreme weight gain. Its 
effects are irreversible for 
three months following each 
injection. 

The coalition proposing a 
moratorium on The Shot, un¬ 
til safety concerns are ade¬ 
quately addressed, includes 
NLHO, the National Wom¬ 
en’s Health Network, the Na¬ 
tional Asian Women’s Health 
Organization, the Black Wom¬ 
en’s Health Project, and a 
host of other organizations. 
Locally, Women Against Im¬ 
perialism and the San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter of the National 
Organization for Women, 
with the support of over a 
dozen other Bay Area wom¬ 
en’s groups, began outreach 
in the past month to inform 
women about the dangers of 
The Shot their health care 
providers may not be men¬ 
tioning. WAI and SFNOW 
are also circulating the peti¬ 
tion calling for moratorium. 

And there’s good reason 


for gay men to be concerned, 
too, as social scientists start 
coming up with new uses for 
Depo on males. 

How dangerous is it? 

Three separate studies — in 
New Zealand, Costa Rica, and 
a multinational study conduct¬ 
ed by the World Health Orga¬ 
nization — suggest that even 
in countries with lower over¬ 
all incidence of breast cancer, 
women on Depo-Provera

were more prone to develop¬ 
ing cancer than those in the 
control group. In the New 
Zealand study, the subjects 
given Depo were from two to 
four times more likely to de¬ 
velop the disease if their use 
of the drug “began under age 
25 and lasted for two years or 
more, and for all women who 
used the drug between the 
ages of 25 and 34. The highest 
risk of breast cancer was 
found in women who used 
Depo-Provera for more than 
six years between ages twen¬ 


ty-five and thirty-four.” 
(NWHN) 

In the United States, 
where breast cancer rates are 
already extremely high, and 
where environmental risk fac¬ 
tors are presumably greater, 
risks may be correspondingly 
higher when Depo’s irre¬ 
versible hormonal effects are 
introduced to the body. 

A lavish multi-page ad 
campaign by Depo manufac¬ 
turer Upjohn Pharmaceuticals 
has recently hit women’s 
magazines, illustrated by a 
delicate women’s wristwatch 
rendered in soothing, warm- 
toned watercolor washes. The 
watch’s hands point to 
months rather than hours, 
and the copy asks, “What if a 
woman only had to worry 
about contraception four 
times a year?” Aside from the 
other life-threatening effects a 
woman on Depo might have 
to worry about, she would 
also do well to worry about 
STDs, including AIDS, every 
time she has sex with a man, 
according to Linci Comi of 
Women’s Choice Clinic in 
Oakland. Depo provides no 
protection from the epidemics 
of chlamydia and HIV, which 
is growing fastest among 
women of color, who are also 
the most frequent targets for 
Depo. 

Clinicians like Comi fear 
that if a male partner knows 
a woman has taken The Shot, 
he will be more likely to 
refuse condoms. On the other 
hand, Comi admits that there 
may be some cases in which 
the risks of The Shot may be 
outweighed by other risks in 
a woman’s life. “Would she or 
her children be beaten or 
killed if her partner knew she 
was taking birth control? 
Feminists can’t just tell wom¬ 
en don’t use Depo if it’s that 
or nothing.” 

To those who would ques¬ 
tion a moratorium on Depo- 
Provera (because it is, after 
all, another reproductive 
choice for women whose op¬ 
tions are few) moratorium 
proponents question, in turn, 
the meaning of “choice.” Linci 
Comi cites that for women in 
some Southeast Asian refugee 
communities, “Depo-Provera

was the only thing they had 
ever had available to them. 
For Planned Parenthood to 
say, ‘we asked these women 
what they wanted and they 
said The Shot,’ is to continue 
an international atrocity with 
good intentions. In the 
refugee camps, they were 
forced to not reproduce. 
There are cultural issues to 
be considered when it may be 
assumed that if the doctor of¬ 
fers it, it’s being strongly rec¬ 
ommended.” 

Concerns over the degree 
of freedom with which wom¬ 
en choose Depo also hinge 
upon the amount of informa¬ 
tion they receive. Some ques¬ 
tions have no answers, like 
what the effect will be on 
children being breastfed by 
mothers receiving injections 
of this powerful hormone. To 
address others, the National 
Women’s Health Network 
supports the use of a written 
consent form with each wom¬ 
an to whom the drug is pre¬ 
scribed. “It should include 
thorough information about 
the long-term irreversible 
risks, including cancer and 
possible bone loss,” NWHN 
suggests. “It should also in¬ 
clude information about the 
short-term side effects. It 
should spell out clearly that 
there is no immediate anti¬ 
dote, and undesirable acute 
effects can persist for six to 
ten months after the injec¬ 
tion.” 

Currently, no such proce¬ 
dures are required. According 
to Alvarez Martinez, “These 
technologies are brought out 
on the market before consent 
forms are developed, before 
information is available in 
languages other than English. 
There needs to be a mini¬ 
mum of information given, 
and there has to be an agree¬ 
ment about what the mini¬ 
mum information is.” 

Why it's a gay issue 

Lisa Rudnick of WAI 
states that her organization 
considers the Depo-Provera 
issue important for lesbians 
because “it involves the de¬ 
gree of control women have 
over our own bodies. As a 
contraceptive method, Depo 
takes control away from 
women. 

“Besides,” notes Rudnick, 
“A woman doesn’t necessarily 
come out as lesbian at the be¬ 
ginning of her childbearing 
years.” Additionally, coercive 
use on incarcerated women, 
such as that cited below by 
the Native American Wom¬ 
en’s Health Education Re¬ 
source Center, is unlikely to 
be waived on the basis of sex¬ 
ual identity. 

Gay men, too, and other 
sexual minorities may be co¬ 
ercively injected with Depo- 
Provera if certain officials in 
law enforcement and correc¬ 
tional institutions get their 
way. A glowing account in 
the April, 1993 issue of Hip¬ 
pocrates cites the impotence- 
inducing and libido-dampen¬ 
ing effects of the drug as a po¬ 


tential boon to the treatment 
of male “sex offenders.” Au¬ 
thor Anthony Schmitz admits 
straightforwardly the side ef¬ 
fects that men experience in 
the 132 privately-run sex of¬ 
fender programs employing 
Depo. After noting that “Dogs 
and monkeys given large dos¬ 
es have developed cancer,” he 
states, “People taking it rou¬ 
tinely gain 15 to 20 pounds, 
and may also complain of 
headaches, nightmares, in¬ 
somnia, and fatigue; blood 
pressure may rise.” 

In the same article, Dr. 
Fred Berlin, a Johns Hopkins 
psychiatrist in the business of 
using Depo-Provera on men, 
believes “Some people can be 
helped by the drug, if it’s part 
of their overall care.” And in 
Minnesota, where wider use 
of Depo on sex offenders is 
under consideration, Assistant 
Attorney General Norm Cole¬ 
man sounds an even more op¬ 
timistic note: “Our treatment 
model has been therapy, dis¬ 
cussion. We haven’t used 
chemical means. But that’s 
like riding a horse and buggy 
when you could get yourself a 
car. There are other ways to 
get around.” 

Author Schmitz, who cate¬ 
gorizes voyeurism with rape 
and molestation, calls coer¬ 
cion “a thorny issue.” Still, 
the story of Roger Gauntlett, 
who pleaded no contest to 
molesting his 14-year-old 
daughter, indicates that there 
is legal recourse for men sub¬ 
jected to what Gauntlett 
called the “castration by chem¬ 
ical means” of a Depo sen¬ 
tence. For Gauntlett, an appeal 
to the Michigan Appeals Court 
won him the ruling that he 
could not be forced to take 
Depo-Provera. 

Women among the HIV¬ 
positive Haitian refugees for¬ 
merly imprisoned at Guan¬ 
tanamo were not so fortunate. 
In an excerpt from a heart¬ 
breaking letter circulated in 
the international human rights 
community, Haitian wife and 
mother Modess Valny de¬ 
scribes her Depo-Provera ex¬ 
perience: “We have been 
forced to remain on Guan¬ 
tanamo because the doctors 
say I am HIV-positive. I don’t 
know what to believe...Almost 
eight months ago, the doctors 
gave me a shot (my lawyer lat¬ 
er told me the shot was Depo- 
provera) that they said would 
prevent me from getting preg¬ 
nant and help my T-cell count. 
I was not told about any side 
effects. Soon after the shot I 
had my period and went 
through a box of 24 Tampax 
every day. Then I started to 
bleed again only a few days 
later. This type of bleeding 
has continued for the entire 
eight months since I took the 
shot. I also have severe cramp¬ 
ing whenever I bleed. ... As I 
writhe in agony from the reg¬ 
ular cramping, my four-year- 
old daughter Stephanie watch¬ 
es and my eight-month-old 
daughter Sunshine cries unat¬ 
tended. Stephanie rarely 
smiles and I wish that she did 
not have to see me like this.” 


Alvarez Martinez cites 
Congressional hearings in 1987 
where Native Americans 
spoke out against the custodial 
use of Depo, then an unap¬ 
proved drug, on thousands of 
incarcerated or developmental- 
ly disabled women in the Na¬ 
tive community as another ex¬ 
ample of its potential for coer¬ 


cive abuse. “We become very 
suspicious. Depo is presented 
as a very beneficial birth con¬ 
trol method, and the studies 
we’ve seen convince us that it 
has not proven to be safe.” As 
the NLHO position paper re¬ 
minds us, “We cannot forget 
that the FDA approved DES, 
the Daikon Shield, and breast 


implants.” 

“We have met with [the 
FDA’s David] Kessler and 
talked about our concern,” 
says Luz Alvarez Martinez. 
’’Early in January, we plan to 
take our petitions to Kessler, 
and show him this is not one 
isolated organization, but part 
of much more.” ▼ 


L. A. HIV Case Settled out of Court 

LOS ANGELES — An $85,000 out-of-court settlement was 
reached Tuesday, November 30, between a Ventura medical 
clinic and an HIV-positive man who claims he was refused 
emergency treatment. 

The settlement came just as Salvador Fuentes’s federal trial 
against the Ventura Urgent Care Center was slated to begin in 
U.S. District Court in Los Angeles. 

Fuentes alleged in his lawsuit that Dr. Thelma Reich re¬ 
fused to treat his cut hand in February 1992 because he volun¬ 
tarily disclosed that he was HIV-positive. 

Fuentes also claimed that Reich wrote on a prescription 
form that she did not treat HIV-positive patients and ordered 
him to go to a county emergency medical center. 

The agreement also orders Reich to undergo AIDS/HIV 
training. ▼ — United Press International 
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by Jim Provenzano 

At a meeting in New 
York’s Gay and Lesbian Com¬ 
munity Center a few years 
ago, hundreds of ordinary 
concerned folk and activists 
berated the few New York 
Times editors who dared to 
sit on a panel and hear gay 
and lesbian gripes. One of the 
points that was clearly made 
at the time was that the paper 
— like most—homogenizes the 
community and tends to see it 
as white, upper income, and 
artificial. “We did not pick 
our homosexuality out of a 


catalogue,” one activist told 
the editors. “We do not have 
‘lifestyles.’ We have lives.” 

In fairness, it’s easy to see 
how the Times might be con¬ 
fused; the same confusion per¬ 
meates the gay and lesbian 
community itself. So-called 
“lifestyle” catalogues and glos¬ 
sy magazines that supposedly 
cater to our lives — but really 
reflect a parody of some 
white, upscale, fern bar ver¬ 
sion of them — continue to 
stuff our mailboxes, presum¬ 
ably because gays and les¬ 
bians keep buying from them. 
And now, there is something 
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to add to the mailings that 
target our fictive constantly- 
vacationing BMW lifestyle: a 
taste-free flip side. 

The Deathstyle. 

The latest concepts in 
marking — and marketing — 
the plague include a wide ar¬ 
ray of inanity. First, the rib¬ 
bon bracelet, a gold or silver 
cuff with a sculpted ribbon at¬ 
tached to the metal ring. The 
phrase “Until There’s a Cure” 
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Great Pyramid at Giza or 
Christmas card? You be the 
judge. 

is etched on the metal, as if 
any queen purchasing such an 
upscale statement is doomed 
to wear it until AIDS is a 
mere memory. It’s a brand- 
new concept: fashion as a sort 
of penance. 

T-shirts have been em¬ 
bossed with thousands of 
catchy phrases and logos 
aimed at queers, many with a 
trend factor too short to last a 
single laundering. One such 
horror comes from New 
York’s Bruno Shirt Company: 
its image, just in time for the 
holidays, is a green triangle 
“tree” decorated with red rib¬ 
bons. 

Capture the misery 

This design unknowingly 
captures the misery of the 
holidays for anyone who has 
lost loved ones to AIDS, each 
of which serves as a reminder 
of our increasingly shortening 
gift list (and for many of us, 
our exclusion from holiday 
celebrations). What we are 
left with, then, is this angular 
reminder of a tree, adorned 
with remembrances of the 
dead; corpses as decoration. 
One might as well fill shiny 
ornaments with the ashes of 
the deceased, if not for an 
even worse container. 

For the ultimate in “death- 
style” living— er, dying— one 
need search no further than 
LifeStyle Urns™, the self-de¬ 
scribed “dignified choice.” 
When you call its toll-free 
number, this Evansville, Indi¬ 
ana company sends a lovely 
full-color brochure showing 
the wide array of ash bins 
with which to dispose of your 
loved one, or yourself! Callers 
get a handy refrigerator mag¬ 
net, too, presumably so they 
can think about urns and 
death while getting juice in 
the morning. 

The urns themselves re¬ 
semble big fat candles (in an 
assortment of natural colors), 
but instead of a wick, our 
trademark “lifestyle” lambdas 
are branded on the ceramic 
top. It’s sort of a generic con¬ 
tents label for the confused 
mourner. “Oh, the gay one. 
That’s mine.” 

Closet corpses can even be 
laid to rest in the “Balloons in 
Flight” model. Instead of a 
lambda, this design has a 
small cluster of balloons 
carved in Light Oak, with one 
gently floating off heaven¬ 
ward. Thus, as with the rib¬ 


bon bracelet and the ribbon 
Christmas tree T-shirt, buyers 
can get double the inane ges¬ 
ture for their dollar (see the 
melodramatic TV movie 
Andre’s Mother or ask any 
new age queen about the 
simpy significance of “releas¬ 
ing balloons”). 

The problem with the de¬ 
sign of “Balloons in Flight” — 
the least, frankly, of its many 
problems — is that the floating 
balloons look like swimming 
spermatozoa: a signifier of life 
after death, or of artificial in¬ 
semination? 

Those who purchase these 
cinder boxes are assured they 
don’t need to worry that the 
cartoons may fade. “Lifestyle 
Urns™ are permanent mem¬ 
orials made from crushed 
granites and other natural 
components bound together 
with recycled polymer resin,” 
which, according to the com¬ 
pany, “will not biodegrade — 
ever!” 

The political funeral option 

People in most other coun¬ 
tries carry their dead through 
the streets for hours before 
they bury them. What hap¬ 
pens when Americans do 
that, wanting to see the dead 
and to force the uncaring to 
see them, too? That is hap¬ 
pening with increasing fre¬ 
quency — both San Francisco 
and Sacramento have been 
the sites of public political fu¬ 
nerals lately — but in most 
cases, entire crowds of 
mourners get arrested. 

The political funeral (and 
it is not a political funeral 
without real remains) is a 
blunt combo of beyond-ACT 
UP theatrics and in-yer-face 
morbidity, with an open cas¬ 
ket walk defying both

metaphor and symbol, and is 
not accompanied by a memo¬ 
rial T-shirt. It is the thing it¬ 
self, death, a prospect that is 
all too frightening for some 
people who are too busy pin¬ 
ning ribbons to their jackets 
and/or “healing” each other 
with translucent rocks at 


gatherings led by fundamen¬ 
talist Christians disguised as 
healers: the ones who tell the 
infected HIV is “a gift.” 

Experts say grief is an un¬ 
pleasant, but entirely neces¬ 
sary, part of life. To disguise 
death with marketing tech¬ 
niques not only insults the 
dead, it robs the living of a 
healthy, tear-filled process 
and serves as a complicit tool 
in the denial of the realities of 
our plague. If death doesn’t 
serve a purpose, it should at 
least serve as an annoyance. 
As one gay man who ap¬ 
proached death said, “you bet¬ 
ter use my body for some¬ 
thing angry, because I will 
have finished with it.” 

Taken a step further, the 
PWA who wants to take full 
control of her/his demise can 
opt for the usual morphine 
binge, but what about the 
memorial and making sure 
the follow-up celebration of 
life has a lasting impact? How 
can anyone be sure that 
friends will comply with the 
wish that the memorial’s 
smoking section be in the 
front row? Or that whoever is 
in charge will play Marianne 
Faithful, as requested, and 
not some cheesy Windham 
Hill medley? 

A very different option 

The answer, at least for 
one hilarious (but obviously 
anonymous) gay man, is to 
avoid all that and become a 
fatal terrorist. He points out, 
with an indeterminate 
amount of tongue in his 
cheek, that human bombs 
have been used since the 
portable bomb was invented. 

“Pick out your favorite 
site,” he says, “a center of 
homo-hate, and take a tour of 
their hallowed halls, making 
sure to study the buildings in 
advance for structural weak 
points. Then, while pulling 
the ignition switch on your 
belt of dynamite, think of it 
as a ripcord for the sky dive 
of eternity.” 

Ah, the posthumous pub¬ 
licity! The clippings! The 
CNN loops! Your friends will 
never forget you, and neither 
will your enemies, who, un¬ 
fortunately, may be forced to 
spend a shard-sharing limbo 
with you, if you exploded to¬ 
gether. 

Even so, he says, as fates 
go, “I’d rather undergo an 
eternity of outreach than get 
crammed into a marketing 
concept.” ▼

New Gay 'Red Book' Listing 
Shows Advertisers Want Gay $

Gays and lesbians may be 
increasingly reviled by reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists, but 
they have officially become 
objects of desire among ad¬ 
vertisers and marketers. 

This year, advertising 
agencies that specialize in 
marketing to lesbians and 
gays appear in an all-new 
classification in the current 
edition of The Standard Di¬ 
rectory of Advertising Agen¬ 
cies, published by National 
Register Publishing Compa¬ 
ny, in New York. The Agency 
Red Book, as it is more com¬ 
monly called, serves as the in¬ 
dustry bible for advertising 
and marketing professionals; 
any time it adds a new classi¬ 
fication, it’s proof of an im¬ 
portant trend. 

Now, for the first time, 
gays have been recognized as 
a distinct demographic group 
for advertising and marketing 
purposes. Unlike the noisy de¬ 
bate over gays in the military 
on Pennsylvania Avenue, ad¬ 
vertisers and marketers on 
Madison Avenue are quietly 
beginning to accept gays as a 
“consumer category” without 
any public controversy or 
great fanfare. 

West Hollywood-based aka 
Communications, Inc. has be¬ 
come the first full service ad¬ 
vertising and marketing agen¬ 
cy to be listed under the new 
gay category. “This is Madi¬ 
son Avenue finally recogniz¬ 
ing there is a specific gay 
market,” says Kevin Ray, 
president of aka Communica¬ 
tions. “It’s one thing for a 
market to exist, but now 
there’s a separate market rec¬ 
ognized in the Red Book.” 

Lesbians and gays will 
likely have more advertising 
targeted to them through 
mainstream and gay media as 
a result, says Ray, and the ac¬ 
knowledgement that gay con¬ 
sumers exist can also be ex¬ 
pected to accelerate favorable 
media trends. 

Aka hopes to use its new 
status in the Red Book to es¬ 
tablish itself as a full-service 
gay ad agency and national 
media representative for ad¬ 
vertisers targeting lesbians 
and gays through both main¬ 
stream and community publi¬ 
cations. Before aka was 
founded about two years ago, 
Rivendell Marketing, based in 
Plainfield, New Jersey, had 
been the only national adver¬ 
tising representative to pro¬ 


mote gay-oriented advertising 
since 1979. However, Riven¬ 
dell doesn’t provide advertis¬ 
ing creative services to be list¬ 
ed under the new gay agency 
category in the Red Book. 

Gay-oriented advertising, 
like the gay publishing indus¬ 
try, has seen remarkable 
growth and evolution recent¬ 
ly. “Within the last two years 
I’d say the amount of adver¬ 
tising in gay papers has 
tripled,” Ray estimates. 

The emergence of several 
new glossy “lifestyle” maga¬ 
zines for the lesbian and gay 
community has attracted com¬ 
panies to a market they once 
ignored. Slick magazine new¬ 
comers such as Genre, 10 
Percent, and Out, all of 
which have recently entered 
the national gay market once 
monopolized by The Advo¬ 
cate, have been the chief ben¬ 
eficiaries of these advertising 
dollars. The new openness 
may be because of increased 
visibility, says Michael Gra- 
vois, president of Rivendell 
Marketing. “The gay commu¬ 
nity has been talked about 
more and more in the main¬ 
stream media,” he says, “and 
advertisers are becoming less 
wary of advertising directly to 
gays.” Also, he acknowledges, 
the recession has made it dif¬ 
ficult for advertisers to ignore 
such a vast potential market, 
estimated at 18.5 million in the 
Red Book. 

Most mainstream advertis¬ 
ers, even those that advertise 
in the gay magazines, remain 
reluctant to advertise in gay 
newspapers, but Gravois says 
that ad outlet is also expand¬ 
ing since the national maga¬ 
zines started overcoming tra¬ 
ditional advertising barriers. 
“There’s some trickle-down 
effect to local gay newspa¬ 
pers,” he says. “The doors of 
Madison Avenue have been 
opening more and more.” 

Subtle to blatant 

“Advertising messages tar¬ 
geting gays range from subtle 
to blatant,” says Gravois. He 
recalls seeing vodka advertis¬ 
ing with one man holding up 
a lobster but eyeing his male 
companion and saying he’s 
found his date for the 
evening: it is impossible to 
know if he is referring to the 
lobster or to the other guy. 

Shoe advertiser Kenneth 
Cole targets gays more open¬ 
ly and uses pictures of gay 
civil rights demonstrations as 
a backdrop for its advertising,

orientation. 

Buttino initially said he 
was not gay but acknowl¬ 
edged the truth to superiors 
when he realized he was un¬ 
der formal investigation. 

Secret homosexual society 

Bradley Benson, the FBI 
official who initially urged 
that Buttino’s security clear¬ 
ance be revoked, has sworn 
that he made the recommen¬ 
dation because no one could 
determine the identity of the 
anonymous letter writer who 
outed Buttino — or the motiva¬ 
tion behind it. 

But FBI security director 
Gary Stoops testified he rec¬ 
ommended Buttino be fired 


because Buttino “lacked can¬ 
dor” and did not cooperate 
with the investigation. 

Gayer told the B.A.R. that 
Stoops also apparently be¬ 
lieved that the tipster’s charge 
that Buttino belonged to “a 
secret homosexual society.” 

Gayer’s first witness when 
the civil trial began in Feder¬ 
al Court in San Francisco was 
former FBI special agent ap¬ 
plicant Dana Tillson. 

Tillson, a highly regard lo¬ 
cal private investigator, had 
scored high in interviews giv¬ 
en by the San Francisco field 
office but was later rejected 
for a position after the office 
was ordered by Washington 
FBI officials to inquire into 
her sexual practices — but at 
the same time, to not ask her 
directly about her sexual ori¬ 
entation. ▼ 


Gravois says. Some homo¬ 
erotic ads such as the ones for 
Calvin Klein menswear are 
becoming commonplace in 
mainstream media. “The next 
step is to, see two women or 
two men who are applying to¬ 
gether for a home loan,” Ray 
says. 

Ray notes that Chicago’s 
Windy City Times recently 
made advertising history 
when it published an ad for 
First Chicago Bank, which 
was the first time a bank ever 
advertised in a gay newspa¬ 
per. “I was really thrilled 
when we broke into the bank 
market,” Ray says. 

Progressive companies are 
beginning to look at gay con¬ 
sumers and gay media as a 
market niche worthy of ex¬ 
ploiting through advertising, 
which isn’t exactly evil in a 
society based on free enter¬ 
prise. The list of national ad¬ 
vertisers that have run cam¬ 
paigns in the gay press has 
grown recently to include ap¬ 
parel companies such as 
Banana Republic, Bennetton, 
and The Gap. Other brands 
and companies specifically 
targeting gays include Abso¬ 
lut Vodka, Miller Beer, Remy 
Martin Cognac, Elektra 
Records, and Virgin Atlantic 
Airways. 

Some publishers have 
dropped personals ads and 
other forms of overtly sexual 
advertising to attract deep- 
pockets mainstream advertis¬ 
ers, Ray says. Although more

advertisers seem willing to 
co-exist in publications that 
publish risque ads. “Some¬ 
times mainstream clients will 
say ‘I don’t want to go in a 
publication with 900 number 
advertising,’ and that’s when 
I point out to them that peo¬ 
ple are picking up and read¬ 
ing those publications,” Ray 
adds. 

Having developed from 
humble gossip rags begin¬ 
nings promoting gay bars, gay 
newspapers and their publish¬ 
ers have grown to become an 
indispensable part of the gay 
communities nationwide to 


communicate and influence 
events. If not, Ray asks, “How 
else did one million people 
find out that everybody was 
going to Washington for the 
weekend march last spring?” 

The future health for gay 
publications and advertising 
to gays “looks very good,” 
Ray says. Regardless of what 
the mainstream press does to 
improve its coverage of gays, 
more specialized gay publica¬ 
tions will always be the most 
efficient way to reach the es¬ 
timated five million gays who 
regularly read gay publica¬ 
tions, he says. ▼

Gay GamedTraining Program Getting You Sore? 

Try Self-Massage 

You Only Have To Talk Yourself Into It

Any person, whether 
sedentary or a sports-nut, can 
benefit from massage. Unfor¬ 
tunately, most people still 
seem to view a visit to a mas¬ 
sage therapist as a luxury 
item, like getting a pedicure. 
Not so. 

Regular massage can liter¬ 
ally “keep the doctor away” 
by assisting the circulation of 
the blood and lymphs in re¬ 
moval of toxins from the sys¬ 
tem. Toxins removed can be 
anything from recreational or 
prescription drugs that have 
lodged in the tissues, to 
throw-off wastes, such as lac¬ 
tic acid, that occur naturally 
during physical exertion and 
are partially responsible for 
soreness and fatigue. The 
cleansing process that mas¬ 
sage provides also leaves a 
person feeling clearer, more 
energetic and more relaxed. 
Another obvious benefit of 
massage is that it is a natural 
pain reliever. It works better 
than aspirin, its effects are 
longer-lasting and there are 
no negative side effects. 

Unfortunately, not every¬ 
one is inclined to visit a mas¬ 
sage therapist. Then again, 
many of us would do it more 
often if it wasn’t such a pricey 
endeavor. Also, as those of us 
who love massage can attest, 
it’s not always easy to coerce 
a friend or lover into giving 
us those much needed mas¬ 
sages, at least not as frequent¬ 
ly as we’d like. Therefore, 
I’ve put together a few easy 
self-massage techniques that 
you can practice solo. Admit¬ 
tedly, self-massage is not 
quite as fun, and certainly not 
as relaxing, but it can come in 
handy. 


Acupressure Points 

Certain massage tech¬ 
niques have probably come 
about out of common sense 
things that people intuitively 
do when they have an ache or 
a pain. Acupressure is a case 
in point. I’m sure all of you at 
one time or another have dug 
your thumb into some part of 
your body that was in pain or 


telt extra tight. Perhaps, once 
you’d dug into that sore point 
you made a little circle with 
that finger or thumb and con¬ 
tinued to concentrate on that 
one area. This is acupressure, 
a technique used in Shiatsu, 
Jin Shin Do and Trigger 
Point Therapy. Though a 
complete list of all the poten¬ 
tial points would require a 
couple of books and lots of di¬ 
agrams with circles and ar¬ 
rows (or a massage class), 
there are a few common sites 
that you should know about. 
Anyone who suffers from si¬ 
nus trouble and/or neck and 
shoulder pain (and they often 
go together) can get some re¬ 
lief by using acupressure on 
their face, back of the head, 
neck and shoulders. Some 
spots may be more sore than 
others. When in doubt, I go 
for the really sore spots be¬ 
cause I figure that’s where my 
body needs work. Sinus suf¬ 
ferers should start by using

both hands and applying pres¬ 
sure to the spaces between 
the corner of their eyes and 
the bridge of their nose. Hold 
each spot a few seconds and 
apply as much pressure as 
you can stand. Continue to 
work down and out on a diag¬ 
onal line so that you’re fol¬ 
lowing the inside of your

cheekbones rather than the 
line of your nose. Next, gen¬ 
tly press your thumb or fin¬ 
gertips under your eyebrow 
bone, once again starting at 
the bridge of your nose and 
working out. You can also ap¬ 
ply pressure up under your 
cheekbones as they may be 
tender also. Next, bring your 
hands to the back of your 
neck and find the occipital 
ridge (the bottom of your 
skull that meets your neck). 
Dig up and under the bone 
with your fingertips. Be gen¬ 
tle at first; it may be really 
tender as it’s a real trigger 
area for sinuses. If you have 
neck and shoulder pain, fol¬ 
low the muscle that runs 
along your neck from your 
ear to your collar bone (SCM) 
and then along the top of 
your shoulder (trapezius). 
Though applying pressure 
into your own shoulder mus¬ 
cles can sometimes feel awk¬ 
ward, you can grab a shoul¬ 
der with your opposite hand 
and squeeze for the same ef¬ 
fect. Another effective and 
easy-to-find area is the 
acupuncture point known as 
Large Intestine #4, or “The 
Great Eliminator”, because 
it’s said to do just that. 
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Whether you have a 
headache, are constipated, or 
just feel toxic, stimulating this 
point which can be found in 
the tender muscle of the web 
between thumb and forefin¬ 
ger can work wonders. Please 
note that this point is con¬ 
traindicated if you are 
pregnant! 

Ma Rollers and Tennis 
Balls 

As you can guess, there are 
certain areas of the body that 
are a little difficult to reach or 
that could use more pressure 
than we’re able to apply our¬ 
selves because of leverage dis¬ 
advantages. But there’s hope! 
Lying on a Ma Roller (a 
wooden roller that looks like 
it’s a distant cousin of a 
rolling pin and can be bought 
in natural food stores) is my 
desperate measure to break¬ 
ing up tension in my back 
when a pair of hands are not 
available. Similarly, rolling 
your foot over a smaller ver¬ 
sion of this, or a tennis ball, 
can break up a lot of tension. 
Because you can decide how 
much of your weight you will 
put on your foot of back, you 
can regulate the tension if it 
hurts too much, but potential¬ 
ly you can apply quite a lot of 
pressure with this technique. 
Working on hands or feet is 
also an excellent way to 
break up toxic build-up 
lodged in the tissues. 

Cross Fiber Friction 

If you have an anatomy 
book that shows the muscula¬ 
ture and how the different 
muscle fibers run, you will 
understand what this term 
means and be able to use the 
technique. A word of caution 
where injuries are concerned, 
however. Cross fiber friction 
by a non-professional should 
be avoided if injury and/or in¬ 
flammation is suspected — as 
you could make the injury 
worse. If it hurts, don’t do it. 
In general, however, for those 
involved in sports, this tech¬ 
nique can keep your muscles 
in good working order. The 
technique literally involves 
working across the grain, so 


whichever way the fibers run 
(check that anatomy book) 
you’ll be working ninety de¬ 
grees to that. In other words, 
if you cross friction the front 
of your thigh (whose muscles 
run lengthwise), you’ll be 
working across the thigh hor¬ 
izontally. Obviously, you can 
only work with muscles that 
you can reach. Cross fiber 
movements help to spread 
out the muscle fibers and re¬ 
move adhesions. 


Kneading and Effleurage 

Unfortunately, the kind of 
massage strokes that are most 
efficient in removing toxins 
are rather hard to do on our 
own body. Kneading is a little 
hard to do with only one 
hand, so we’re rather limited 
regarding body parts (i.e., 
legs). Effleurage is a long 
stroke that applies pressure 
and pushes the circulation to¬ 
ward the heart at the same 
time. While it is a very impor¬ 
tant component of massage, 
it’s just one of those things 
you’ll have to rely on some¬ 
one else for. However, the 
principles can still be applied. 
If, for instance, you feel that 
you retain water in your an¬ 
kles or legs, you can grab 
your ankle with both hands, 
apply pressure, and push up 
along your leg towards the 
knee until you can no longer 
maintain the hand pressure. 

Massage can be a very 
powerful tool. Please have re¬ 
spect for this fact and use it 
accordingly. Respect your 
pain limits and body signals. 
Your body will tell you what 
is “good” pain and what is 
not. In addition, make sure 
that you drink lots of water 
after a self-massage session. 
This will ensure that any tox¬ 
ins released will be flushed 
out immediately, circumvent¬ 
ing any negative effects. Any¬ 
one interested in further read¬ 
ing can find many good books 
in the massage section of the 
larger bookstores. Two excel¬ 
lent examples are Pain Era- 
sure by Bonnie Prudden and 
Athletic Massage by Rich 
Phaigh and Paul Perry. ▼

Backwater Bigots 
Vs. High Tech Gays

A pple Computer Inc. 
got an unlooked-for 
snub from William¬ 
son County in Texas 
last week when the county 
commissioners voted 3 to 2 to 
deny them routine tax abate¬ 
ments, citing their gay-posi¬ 
tive domestic partner benefits 
program as the worm in the 
Apple. The decision frustrat¬ 
ed years of frenzied wooing 
by Texas Governor Ann 
Richards, who’d hoped to pro¬ 
mote her state as a new Sili¬ 
con Valley. It provided some¬ 
thing of a moral victory for 
the homophobes of William¬ 
son County (at least until the

commission reversed itself a 
week later) but one that left 
many people marveling at 
their self-destructive indul¬ 
gence in prejudice. 

It’s unlikely that Apple 
would have lost anything by 
the flap, even if the commis¬ 
sion had held its fallow 
ground. It’s true the company 
did invest a nice bundle of 
money on researching the 
Williamson County site, but 
that could be chalked up to

social research as it were, a 
somewhat expensive study to 
determine if a high-tech in¬ 
dustry can profitably locate in 
a lowbrow backwater to take 
advantage of low wages (pre¬ 
liminary results suggest no). 

When the issue of Apple’s 
egalitarian benefits policy was 
raised as a sticking point, the 
company made it clear that 
there was no possibility that 
it would be changed or limit¬ 
ed among Texas employees. 

Indeed, Apple had little 
choice. The Silicon Valley 
computer culture is heavily 
queer. A high-tech company 
unable to attract and keep 
gays is comparable to a law 
firm with a bad reputation 
amongjews: you can still find 
workers, but you’re cutting 
yourself off from a significant 
pool of talent. It’s not clear 
why gays are so often found

Over the weekend the Austin 
American Statesman released 
a poll it conducted that said 
50 percent of those polled op¬ 
posed the commission’s action 
last week and only 37 percent 
supported it. The majority 
was clearly opposed to any in¬ 
terference.”

in high-tech industries; per¬ 
haps it’s just the correlation of 
gay and urban cultures. But 
the phenomenon is clear 
enough to those in the busi¬ 
ness, and explains why com¬ 
panies like Apple have been 
so gay-positive with their ben¬ 
efits. 

Apple also has many queer 
customers, and had just start¬ 
ed targeting advertising to the 
gay community. The fear of 
boycott, the certainty that 
many of their workers would 
feel betrayed, and the need to 
not lose face before a bunch 
of backwater bigots all com¬ 
bined to pressure the compa¬ 
ny to hang tough. Now it has 
reaped a public relations bo¬ 
nanza of good will from grate¬ 
ful gays and come out looking 
tough, smart, and principled— 
an unusual combination in 
the business world. And, in 
the end, it got the tax break. 

"There's the man ... " 

Despite the current back¬ 
lash against gay rights, 
sparked by the failure to lift 
the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary and since ratified by the 
passage of numerous anti-gay 
initiatives (to say nothing of 
the threefold rise in queer 
bashing), there wasn’t a 
tremendous outpouring of 
public support for Apple’s 
persecution even in Texas. 
Some local homophobes 
warned of skyrocketing 
health costs, presumably from 
AIDS, and of an influx of per¬ 
verts from Austin, the gay ur¬ 
ban mecca of Texas and the 
town where Apple opened an 
interim site. 

But most folk seemed 
aware that the county, when 
it rejected the computer com¬ 
pany because of its tolerance, 
was clinging to a poverty- 
stricken, prejudice-laden past 
at the cost of moving into a 
profitable high-tech future. 
Since the project was likely to 
produce thousands of local 
jobs and pump millions of 
dollars into the regional econ¬ 
omy, the commissioners ap¬ 
peared to be ignorant rubes 
who’d cut off their noses to 
spite their faces. 

Two of the three commis¬ 
sioners had made their anti¬ 
gay stand clear some time 
ago, but the ultimate swing 
voter sat on the fence until 
the last possible moment. He 
finally justified his joining the 
homophobes by saying that 
he was afraid to go to church 
if he voted for the tax abate¬ 
ments, that people would 
-point at him and say, ‘‘There’s 
the man who brought homo¬ 
sexuals to Williamson Coun¬ 
ty.” 

(Really, is bringing queers 
into a community necessarily 
all bad? What about the likely 


prise “no” vote previously, 
but regarded as the swing 
vote during the December 7 
reconsideration, said he re¬ 
ceived many calls from gays 
and lesbians in Williamson 
County urging him to change 
his vote. 

“That’s one myth that’s dis¬ 
posed of forever: that there 
are no gays in Williamson 
County,” Smith told the 
B.A.R. “That, in and of itself, 
is a victory.’”?'

influx of hair salons, flower 
shops, and general tasteful¬ 
ness? Why not found the In¬ 
ternational Judy Garland 
Memorial in Williamson 
County and just count the gay 
dollars all the way to church? 
He makes us sound like 
cooties instead of resourceful 
workers, good citizens and 
dedicated shoppers!) 

Mind you, he didn’t say he 
thought his vote was the right 
one, or that he thought it was 
best for the county, or that it 
had to be done out of person¬ 
al principle. In fact, he glumly 
suggested the opposite, that 
he thought it was going to 
cost them plenty and it wasn’t 
in accord with his personal 
beliefs, but that he had to 
yield to social pressure from 
his co-religionists lest they 


make his life a living hell. On 
such moral wimps depends 
public policy, tax abatements 
and, ultimately, domestic 
partner benefits. 

Bigotry and backwardness 

Ultimately, the showdown 
was a public relations victory 
for our side. While voters 
across the nation have 
showed a willingness to pro¬ 
mote bigotry and to shoot 
down gay rights measures, 
most people feel differently 
about persecuting private 
businesses just because they 
promote tolerance. They’d 
vote against guaranteeing full 
job rights for homosexuals 
(Would you want one as a 
teacher? As your dentist? 
Serving your food?) but don’t 
support punishing companies 


that voluntarily allow gays. 
It’s a subtle difference but a 
real one, and a rather limited 
form of support — albeit bet¬ 
ter than nothing. 

No one denies that the 
Williamson County commis¬ 
sioners were within their 
rights when they blew off Ap¬ 
ple. But they sure looked like 
a bunch of ignorant fools and 
terrible businessmen. Their 
decision linked homophobic 
bigotry with economic back¬ 
wardness in a starkly reveal¬ 
ing manner. It reinforced the 
growing notion that religious- 
style prejudice is incompati¬ 
ble with modern, high-tech 
society. The churchy bigots 
are welcome to stay in the 
19th century if they want, but 
few of their fellow citizens 
will care to join them. ▼

Brazilians Defend Gays Against Skinheads 

RIO DE JANEIRO — A group of skinheads in Rio de 
Janeiro attacked gay demonstrators Wednesday, December 1, 
with sticks, chains, and stones, but were chased off and nearly 
lynched by angry passersby. 

The group of gays were demonstrating in downtown Rio, 
handing out condoms to mark World AIDS Day when the 
skinheads — known in Brazil as “carecas” — attacked them. 

Passersby got between the demonstrators and their attack¬ 
ers and began shouting for the police. 

Security guards from the nearby Cinelandia subway station 
moved against the skinheads, but in the end had to protect 
them from the crowd that tried to lynch them in the square. 

Police said they detained seven skinheads for aggression in 
a public place and resisting arrest, but no formal complaints 
were filed.

Burma Reports Almost 6,000 HIV Cases 

BANGKOK — Burmese government figures show the coun¬ 
try has almost 6,000 people known to be infected with HIV and 
133 cases of full-blown AIDS. The numbers are a fraction of 
the estimates of some international experts, who believe that 
politically isolated Burma is not receiving the assistance it 
needs to cope with the disease.

China HIV Cases could Hit 100,000 by 2000 

BEIJING — Chinese health experts predicted more than 
100,000 people could be infected with HIV over the next six 
years with at least 20,000 developing AIDS, official media re¬ 
ported Thursday, December 2. 

At a conference in Beijing to mark World AIDS Day, Min¬ 
istry of Public Health officials quoted in the official China Dai¬ 
ly said that without immediate action, “AIDS will become 
rampant on China’s mainland in the coming six years.” 

“[Experts] estimated that more than 100,000 mainland Chi¬ 
nese will be infected by the HIV virus at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, with some 20,000 of the cases having developed full¬ 
blown AIDS,” the article said. 

Ying Dakui, Deputy Minister for Public Health, told the 
conference that 1,159 people, 222 of them from overseas, are 
known to be infected with HIV. At least 19 now have full¬ 
blown AIDS, and 14 others are known to have died of the dis¬ 
ease. But Ying said these figures were extracted from a very 
small survey of 2.3 million people and that the actual number 
of HIV-positive Chinese could range between 5,000 and 10,000. 

The conference also marked the establishment of a National 
Association for Sexually Transmitted Diseases and AIDS Con¬ 
trol and Prevention to combat the country’s growing numbers 
infected with the disease. 

The official Xinhua news agency quoted a provincial epi¬ 
demic prevention station official as saying that the South Chi¬ 
na Guangdong province faces “a serious spread of the deadly 
disease,” with 82 reported HIV-positive residents. Guangdong 
would become China’s second largest AIDS epidemic area af¬ 
ter neighboring Yunnan province, it said. 

The Guangdong government has begun a crackdown on 
prostitution and drug abuse in a bid to control the outbreak, 
established centers for sexually transmitted diseases, set up 
province-wide monitoring networks, and would soon open an 
AIDS information hotline, Xinhua said.

Indonesia To Require Condoms for Johns 

JAKARTA — In an effort to halt the spread of AIDS, the In¬ 
donesian government plans to require men entering areas fre¬ 
quented by prostitutes to carry condoms, the official news 
agency Antara reported Wednesday, December 1. 

Haryono Suyono, the minister of population and chief of the 
country’s family planning coordinating board, told reporters 
that his office will contribute to the new efforts to combat 
AIDS. 

“Carrying condoms would also be required for males who 
visit ... the prostitution areas,” Suyono said. 

Official figures showed that 177 people have become infect¬ 
ed with HIV since the first case was reported in 1987. Of those, 
42 people have been diagnosed with full-blown AIDS and 25 
have died. 

However, Health Minister Suyudi said Monday that the ac¬ 
tual number of Indonesians infected with HIV may be 100 
times higher. A senior minister even warned that without pre¬ 
vention programs, the number of cases could potentially jump 
to 500,000 in the next two years. 

Suyono admitted that condoms are not favored by the com¬ 
munity, but said they are necessary to prevent the spread of 
AIDS, especially for men who frequent prostitutes. 

A presidential decree announcing new efforts at combatting 
the disease is expected by the end of year.

Kenya: 10 Percent May Be HIV-Positive 

A grim report predicts five million Kenyans will die of 
AIDS by the year 2000. The study by the United Nations De¬ 
velopment Program in Nairobi calls for an additional 80,000 
beds to accommodate the new AIDS patients. A senior Kenyan 
official, Stephen Karaba, says, “We are no longer dealing with 
an epidemic in its early phase, but with a tragic reality that 
will have serious effect on the lives of Kenyans over the com¬ 
ing decade and beyond.” 

Karaba says an estimated ten percent of the nation’s adult 
population is already infected with HIV.

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German Version of 
'Anna Christie'Resurfaces 


Garbo Talks! (Twice) 


by Daniel Mangin 

E ver wonder what 
kind of pictures Hol¬ 
lywood might have 
made were their pri¬ 
mary audience not American? 
The dual MGM productions, 
one in German and one in 
English, of Eugene O’Neill’s 
Anna Christie provide clues 
about that studio’s perception 
of its domestic patrons and the 
strategies it employed to ap¬ 
peal to the greatest number of 
them. 

The two editions, which 
represented Greta Garbo’s 
talkingpicture debut — Garbo 
Talks! was the publicity angle 
— were shot one right after 
the other in 1930, with differ¬ 
ent directors (Clarence Brown 
for the English-language, 
Jacques Feyder for the Ger¬ 
man) and, excepting its star, 
casts. 

O’Neill’s Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning play about the 
Swedish captain of a New 
York coal barge who is visit¬ 
ed by his long-lost (and unbe¬ 
known to him) prostitute of a 
daughter was an astute selec¬ 
tion by Garbo’s studio. Ner¬ 
vous that sound might end 
the career of its premier fe¬ 
male star, MGM had kept her 
away from the microphones 
as long as possible, a move 
that, it turned out, spared her 
the perils of the early sound 
process. 

By the time the Great One 
spoke, recording techniques 
had improved somewhat, al¬ 
lowing for richer tonal quality 
and also greater freedom of 
movement for the actors, who 
in 1928 and 1929 especially, 
were slaves to mike place¬ 
ment. Beyond that, although 
the role incorporated a few 
long monologues and the use 
of American slang, the charac¬ 
ter was Swedish, which ren¬ 
dered Garbo’s accent an au¬ 


thentic touch rather than a li¬ 
ability. 

Darker Feel 

Overall, the just “rediscov¬ 
ered” German version, which 
Garbo is said to have pre¬ 
ferred, is a tighter production, 
more briskly directed (the 
Feyder clocks in at 80 min¬ 
utes versus Brown’s 92- 
minute opus), and with a far 
better visual flow. 

Feyder’s picture has a 
slightly darker feel to it. Re¬ 
cent claims that he “deglam- 
orized” Garbo overstate the 
case — Billy Daniels, who 
helped create the famed Gar¬ 
bo look in Flesh and the Dev¬ 
il, Camille and other films, 
photographed both versions 
and starmaker Louis B. May¬ 
er kept a watchful eye on the 
proceedings — but Feyder 
clearly was permitted, partic¬ 
ularly in the introductory 
scenes, to accentuate the toll 
Anna’s profession had taken 
on her. 

Garbo looks downright 
sluttish, with dark circles un¬ 
der her eyes, when she first 
appears at the bar in his pro¬ 
duction. Less haggard and 
more homely in the Brown, 
she begins to echo the inno¬ 
cent Anna of O’Neill’s origi¬ 
nal draft of the play, Chris 
Christopherson, who was not 
a whore but a typist. 

Several factors may have 
led to a more successful Fey¬ 
der production (though 
Brown’s more stagy rendition 
was by no means a failure). 
Feyder was arguably a better 
director than Brown. Garbo 
was more at ease with Ger¬ 
man, which she spoke 
fluently. By the time she 
filmed in German, she was 
undoubtedly more familiar 
with both her role and the 
sound recording process.

Carving a 
Comic Niche

F or gay comic Scott Ca- 
purro, 1993 has been a 
banner year. Consid¬ 
ering the vagaries of 
show business, the 30-year-old 
comic’s career has taken off 
in a big way in a relatively 
short period of time. As one 
of the only gay comedians 
“middling” (performing the 
middle of three sets) in come¬ 
dy clubs across the country, 
Capurro, along with comedy 
stars Lea Delaria, Marga 
Gomez and Mark Davis, is 
among the vanguard of the 
currently hip gay comedy 
scene. He’s even scored a ma¬ 
jor movie coup, a small but 
highly visible role in the new 
Robin Williams hit, Mrs. 
Doubt fire. To cap off what 
has already been a busy year, 
Capurro will write, direct and 
star in Risk-Gay, his first 
one-man show, which pre¬ 
mieres at Josie’s on Dec. 14. 

Capurro’s success is some¬ 
what surprising, considering 
he’s only been a serious com¬ 
ic for two years. He made his 
debut as an all-out queer com¬ 
ic at the same time that 
Josie’s Cabaret began making 
a name for itself in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s queer community. Al¬ 
though he cut his comedic 
teeth as a teenager doing 
stand-up at open-mike nights 
in San Francisco, Bay Area- 
native Capurro originally opt¬ 
ed to pursue a more theatrical 
career path: he wanted to be 
an actor. During and after col¬ 
lege in LA, Capurro per¬ 


formed mainly as an actor, 
doing only an occasional com¬ 
edy gig. His material at the 
time was totally straight. To¬ 
tally. “I was very closeted,” 
Capurro says. “I told terrible 
girlfriend jokes like, ‘The 
only kind of girls who’ll go 
out with me are the kind that 
fart under the sheets and tell 
me to dive for it.’ The audi¬ 
ence would stare at me in to¬ 
tal disbelief. ‘He looks gay, 
but he says he has a girl¬ 
friend.’ People know a gay 
person.” 

No Assimilationist 

Despite his success as a 
queer comic, the goofily hand¬ 


some Capurro is leery of the 
fervor that currently sur¬ 
rounds gay comedy. Original¬ 
ly slated to appear in the 
Comedy Central cable special, 
Out There, Capurro was cut 
from the final show because 
of difficulties the show’s pro¬ 
ducers encountered in editing 
his two sets together. “The 
whole lesbian and gay come¬ 
dy thing is so hip right now 
because all the media and 
Hollywood people think it’s 
new,” says Capurro, “but it’s 
just something they’ve never 
seen before. They’ve sucked 
and zapped everything else 
out of the system, so they’ll

The Annals of Queerdom 



The man in the Mustang on 
the GGB last week was none 
other than "interviewer" 
Christian Slater.

Christian Slater .looked 
awfully cold as he drove 
across the Golden Gate 
Bridge in a red Mustang con¬ 
vertible last Tuesday night. 
Geffen Pictures was lensing 
the climactic scenes of Inter¬ 
view With the Vampire , and 
this was the only “public” 
shot on this closed-set produc¬ 
tion. (Slater was filmed head¬ 
ed north — as one onlooker 
said, “so they didn’t have to 
pay the toll”) A later shot on 
the bridge itself could be seen 
only from a helicopter, car, or 
boat, none of which, alas, 
Yours Truly possesses. 

It wasn’t easy getting to 
see that one shot. When I 
checked with the city’s film 
office to see if the permit ap¬ 
plication had been filed, they 
first suggested I call the film’s 
unit publicist. But have they 
filed an application, which 
would be public record? At 
last: “Yes. They’ll be there 
Tuesday night.” I called the 
unit publicist. “I don’t know 
what time we’ll be on the 
bridge. We’ll be all over town 
that night; we may not be 
there until 3 or 4 a.m.” 

A call to Golden Gate 
Transit proved that to be a, 
let’s say, “mistruth”: Vampire 
had permission to film on the 
bridge from midnight to 4 
a.m. — they would not be 
“starting” at 3. GGT’s press 
rep said 4 a.m. was when 
bridge crews moved the lane 
markers to accommodate 
morning commute traffic. If 
they aren’t done by then, will 
you have to kick them off? 
“We’re hoping they know 
what they’re doing and that 
they’ll be done in time.” 

Less than a dozen specta¬ 
tors were on hand; the studio 
had kept this event out of the

city’s papers. (Fearing, per¬ 
haps, the legions of gay 
protesters Basic Instinct had 
when filming up here?) One 
said he’d read it in the Marin 
Independent Journal. Well, at 
least I was the first and only 
journalist to see anything on 
this film’s “closed set” (i.e. no 
visitors, especially press). Un¬ 
less, of course, that was an¬ 
other publicist’s “mistruth.” 

People have asked me, 
why do you write about this 
so often, why does this movie 
matter so much? Vampire 
came out in 1977, a homoerot¬ 
ic book you could buy at 
Waldenbooks when gay mate¬ 
rial was confined to dirty 
bookstores, when Patricia 
Nell Warren was our liter¬ 
ary representative. Anne 
Rice celebrated us; she lived 
in the Castro, her vampires 
were closer in spirit to gay 
men than Warren’s cardboard 
homos (Rice is also a better 
writer). We’ve waited to see 
that book make it to the 
screen, hoping we could be 
snuck into the movies 
through the back door, 
through a film version of a 
bestselling novel. We need to 
be on that screen; somehow, 
being up there forces the 
world to acknowledge your 
existence.

And 16 years later, we 
were to be left out — excised 
from the film version of a 
milestone in our culture, be¬ 
cause Tom Cruise didn’t 
want to put his feet of clay 
into muddy gay waters. This 
isn’t about P.C.; it’s about a 
conscious campaign to keep 
our existence out of the cul¬ 
tural record. Political change 
can’t come until cultural 
change occurs. Cultural 
change comes to most of 
America in the form of pop 
culture, especially movies. 
David Geffen and the other 
gay men involved in this pro¬ 
ject have no obligation to the 
gay community to do what’s 
best for us — but they do have 
an obligation to the truth. 
The truth is, we exist, 
whether movie stars want 
their names “linked” with 
“that kind of material” or not. 
It’s no crime to wholly avoid 
gay material. But to choose 
gay-themed material to bring 
to the screen, such as Vam¬ 
pire or The Man Without A 
Face, and then remove the 
gayness from it, is simply sin¬ 
ful. 

Now this column’s own 
“Vampire Chronicle” draws 
to a close — until the movie is 
released. I shake my head, 
embarrassed for, ashamed of, 
David Geffen, as we await 
Hollywood’s first movie about 
homophobia and AIDS — 
Philadelphia, which is being 
brought to us not by any of 
the many powerful gay men 
in Hollywood, but by a band 
of concerned heterosexuals.

You won’t read about this 
party in the Chronicle — the 
one Chron staffers held to 
celebrate the departure of 
irascible theater critic Ger¬ 
ald Nachman and hopeless¬ 
ly out-of-touch music critic 
Joel Selvin. While neither 
pundit’s prattling prose will 
be missed, it’s the end of 
Nachman’s personally un¬ 
pleasant presence at the pa¬ 
per that made the staff pause 
to party.

picture was more sensitive. In 
Brown’s film, both George F. 
Marion (who had essayed 
Anna’s father on the stage) 
and Marie Dressier, who 
plays his (until Anna’s arrival) 
live-in lover, turn their char¬ 
acters into distinct “types.” 

Although their interpreta¬ 
tions of O’Neill’s text are 
plausible (just barely), the 
more nuanced approach of 
their German counterparts 
suggests that to hold the at¬ 
tention of the American mass¬ 
es, MGM felt it had to keep 
things light. 

A three-minute prelude 
featuring the drunken Marion 
and Dressier, not in the play 
and omitted from the German 
version, is essentially an ex¬ 
tended vaudeville routine that 
relays no additional insight 
into their relationship — and 
indeed undercuts it. 

Feyder conveys far more 
about these characters with 
much less. Two judicious ed¬ 
its and an exchange of 
glances between the captain 
(played by Theo Shall) and 
his mistress (Garbo confidante 
Salka Viertel, billed as Salka 
Steuerman) communicate a 
wealth of information: they’re 
lovers, they’re wary of each 
other but do have an emotion¬ 
al bond, they’re weak-willed 
yet may be capable of noble 
action. 

Play Gone Wrong 

O’Neill never much liked 
Anna Christie, feeling that 
with its happy ending he’d 
sold out and that he’d used

way trade to hold the theatre¬ 
going audience. One critic de¬ 
scribed Anna Christie as a 
“play gone wrong,” because 
O’Neill never could decide 
who the drama was about 
(Anna or her father) and 
whether Anna was a hard¬ 
ened whore or an innocent or 
both. 

The character vacillates so 
capriciously between cyni¬ 
cism and wide-eyed innocence 
that her inner core remains 
elusive. Surprisingly L in the 
German version, in which she 
is without question a prosti¬ 
tute, the character comes off 
as somewhat less of a cynic 
and more of a romantic than 
in the American. In the latter, 
for just about every remark 
about love that the ship¬ 
wrecked sailor Matt makes to 
her, Garbo has a snappy, deri¬ 
sive comeback. 

Yet despite the inconsis¬ 
tencies of characterization, as 
a drama Anna Christie is not 
without insight. Even at less 
than his best, O’Neill was 
adept at illuminating hu¬ 
mankind’s infinite capacity 
for self-delusion — and for 
mendacity (in this case by the 
two men in Anna’s life) in the 
face of delusions shattered. 

Feyder’s direction of Gar¬ 
bo in the scene in which

them for their stupidity, for 
projecting their idealizations 
of purity and goodness onto 
her, and for scorning her 
when she proves imperfect. 
She comes within a hair of 
overplaying but doesn’t. 

That Garbo performs this 
scene so much better for Fey¬ 
der is owing partly to his skill 
and partly to her greater flu¬ 
ency in German, but casting 
is a component as well. Un¬ 
like Marion, who with obvi¬ 
ous flourishes works to en¬ 
dear his character to the audi¬ 
ence, his German counterpart 
plays the father for what he 
is: a world-weary fellow with 
mystical ideas about the pow¬ 
er of the sea that he uses to 
mask his inadequacies as a 
person. The character is more 
human, which makes the 
tragedy of his temporary 
withdrawal from Anna all the 
more poignant. 

Here and elsewhere, the 
German-language Anna 
Christie proves to be superi¬ 
or, remaining truer to the 
spirit of the drama without 
undermining the Garbo mys¬ 
tique. ▼

Of course, some Broadway 
die-hards may weigh Midler’s 
performance against those of 
the incomparable Ethel Mer¬ 
man, who originated the role

But 
Midler’s command of the text, 
both musically and emotional¬ 
ly, is mesmerizing. 

If anything, Midler is too 
big for the small screen.

ate, Midler takes you for a 
ride down one of Broadway’s 
darkest alleys. 

The only drawback to 
Gypsy is that it’s a big mu¬ 
sical, and musicals, in general, 
are not always well suited to 
television. It’s one thing to go 
from stage to film — a movie 
theatre’s panoramic screen at 
least gives viewer’s the origi¬ 
nal work’s scope — but to 
cram a show as big as a 
Broadway musical into a 
square box is often discon¬ 
certing. 

Within those confines, di¬ 


rector Emile Ardolino’s stag¬ 
ing is excellent. Ardolino, 
who died last month of AIDS, 
was completely faithful to 
Arthur Laurents’ original 
book and the score by Jules 
Styne and Stephen Sond¬ 
heim.

Phantomania—Or Not

H ere’s a curious little 
story. I interviewed 
Angela Lansbury in 
1979, during the 
run of Sweeney Todd. She 
confided that her advancing 
age would soon leave her 
without the stamina necessary 
to do a Broadway musical 
and that her last one, her 
farewell, would be Stephen 
Sondheim’s Sunset Boule¬ 
vard. But, she asked with 
grave concern, could Sond¬ 
heim write music that was ro¬ 
mantic enough? 

My answer was an em¬ 
phatic yes — think of the 
yearning sweep of “Johanna.” 
But, as in numerous other in¬ 
stances, my opinion had little 
effect on history, and we all 
know what happened. Sond¬ 
heim decided not to do any 
more adaptations; Angela’s 
“last” Broadway musical was 
a revival of Marne before she 
moved on to television; and 
the rights to Sunset Boule¬ 
vard passed on to Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Really Useful 
Productions. A misnomer if 
ever I heard one. 

And now the recording of 
Mr. Webber’s score for Sun¬ 
set Boulevard is here, and we 
can properly gauge the loss of 
a Sondheim version. Lacking 
the grandeur and scope, the 
silent screen era romanticism 
and the dark emotional cur¬ 
rents that Sondheim’s previ¬ 
ous scores suggest he could 
have provided, Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s version is shallow and 
repetitive. It is totally generic 
Webber. 

I’m surprised at the com¬ 
poser’s lack of response to the 
rich potential of the story. Al¬ 
though I cannot judge the 
score’s effectiveness in the 
theatre, where Trevor Nunn’s 
grandiose production may 
prove momentarily enriching, 
the recording presents the 
awkward recitatives and com¬ 
monplace ballads of a work 
that is unable to musicalize

even the show’s famous fi¬ 
nale. 

Grand Melodrama 

But why all this talk of 
Sunset Boulevard? It is sim¬ 
ply that as The Phantom of 
the Opera prepares to open — 
finally — in San Francisco, the 
inadequacies of Sunset Boule¬ 
vard reveal that Phantom 
may be Webber’s “greatest” 
score. This may be the per¬ 
fect moment for us to truly 
appreciate his grand melodra- 
ma. 

In the seven years it has 
taken to reach us, I’d nearly 
lost interest in Phantom. Lis¬ 
tening to records of those 
through composed, Lloyd 
Webber-style musicals, I’d de¬ 
cided that Les Miserables 
was his best score. The rea¬ 
son was obvious: somebody 
else wrote it. And though 
bombastic, Les Miz was tune¬ 
ful, frequently heroic, and 
even had moments of wit. 

After Phantom opened in 
New York, an infamous New 
York Times article savaged 
the score, naming point blank 
the sources the composer had 
plundered: Puccini, 


Brigadoon, etc. That was vi¬ 
cious — and undoubtedly in¬ 
correct. Webber, perhaps not 
the greatest composer, is cer¬ 
tainly trying his best, and, I 
believe, is above (conscious) 
plagiarism. 

Subterranean Shiver 

But not being a particular 
fan of Webber’s work, I ap¬ 
proached the recording of 
Phantom with some skepti¬ 
cism. However, I liked it from 
the moment I heard that Hal- 
loweeny cartoon of a title 
tune, with the corny melody 
of its title phrase descending 
to a prolonged, subterranean 
shiver: “The Phaaaaantom of 
the Op-er-a is heeeeeere.” Ab¬ 
solutely ridiculous music. 
And absolutely effective. 

It was campy, but it was 
also right: a Victorian era 
thriller (the original novel is 
less romantic than suspense¬ 
ful) reborn as high gothic ro¬ 
mance. Webber responded to 
this script more personally, 
and with greater personality, 
than anything else he’s writ¬ 
ten. Quite simply, he got the 
sound right, so that his music 
seems to come from the char¬ 
acters who sing it and not 
from the pen of a pop-tune 
writer. 

The music of Phantom is 
romantic, melodramatic, has 
moments of grandness, and 
even (a surprise from Web¬ 
ber) some sexiness. Most im¬ 
portant, it is what the story 
demands. Perhaps the show 
has been a popular success 
because it deserves to be one. 

Now that the hype — both 
accolades and accusations — 
has died down, we may be 
able to see and hear Phantom 
anew, without prejudice. I 
can’t wait. “The Phaaaaaan- 
tom of the Opera is 
heeeeeere!” ▼

Keith Hennessy atJosie's 

Active Interference

B y now, Bay Area au¬ 
diences are used to a 
kind of performance 
from Keith Hennessy 
that defies the conventions of 
both theatre and theatre crit¬ 
icism. And even though 
there’s a sense that Hennessy 
likes it that way, his revised 
and updated Sacred Boy —at 
Josie’s through December 12 
— demonstrates the limitations 
of convention-shattering. 

Framed as an exploration 
of a specifically male kind of 
cultural desolation, Sacred 
Boy is loosely arranged 
around one of the most fa¬ 
mous Western father-son 
myths. “Remember the sto¬ 
ry?” Hennessy croons early in 
Sacred Boy. “Icarus is flying, 
he goes too close to the sun, 
and he crashes into the sea. 
But then what happens? Go 
back to sleep. Finish the sto¬ 
ry.” Hennessy has strapped a 
frail, arched structure onto his 
back, an undercarriage of 
sticks bound loosely together, 
like a ruined kite, with frag¬ 
ments of feathers still at¬ 
tached: Icarus’ broken wings. 


Hennessy begins to sing — to 
wail actually, in fatigue and 
despair — “Where are my an¬ 
gels? Are you my angel?” The 
moment poignantly captures 
the themes of adolescent long¬ 
ing and abandonment that 
run through this performance. 

When Hennessy stays close 
to the heart of work like this, 
the results can be extraordi¬ 
nary. The Sacred Boy text is 
unequivocally gorgeous (Hen¬ 
nessy has described it as a 
“performance poem”), and it 
is eloquent, haunting, and 
wry. Hennessy, too, is charm¬ 
ing, idiosyncratic, and always 
unpredictable enough to hold 
anyone’s attention. 

Providing Keys 

The trouble is, Hennessy 
can’t leave well enough alone. 
Throughout Sacred Boy, he 
pauses constantly to provide 
“keys” to the metaphor and 
meaning behind his actions. 
During what Hennessy calls 
the “pre-show,” he distin¬ 
guishes “ritual theatre” from 
work with a plot. He explains 
that some of his statements 
may be a symbol of some¬ 
thing else or, indeed, may be

intended to invoke their op¬ 
posites. 

In a later section, Hen¬ 
nessy begins to move to one 
of Norman Rutherford’s 
bizarre and wonderful vocal¬ 
izations (it sounds like some 
sort of demented whale song). 
Beforehand, however, Hen¬ 
nessy explains, “This dance is 
not symbolic of anything. It 
contains no keys to what 
came before or what comes 
after.” 

Such asides as these are 
not merely distracting, they 
are active interference. Hen¬ 
nessy behaves as though he’s

Tableaux Vivants

I f you’re a fan of the clas¬ 
sic theatrical variety 
show and “Extravagapa 
2: Cultural Images,” 
doesn’t get you out of the 
house on a cold Sunday 
evening, nothing will. The 
traditional format of this 
evening of dance and music, 
to be presented by GAPA 
(Gay Asian Pacific Alliance) at 
the Center for the Arts Dec. 
12, serves its presenters well, 
for this is a group whose 
wide-ranging cultural experi¬ 
ence guarantees it can easily 
surpass the narrow focus of 
the typical American enter¬ 
tainment revue. 

Picture a troop of hand¬ 
some Asian and Pacific 
dancers moving in sensual 
unison to the innovative jazz 
of local musician, Jon Jang. Or 
another group in traditional 
garb — masks, batik robes, 
coronets — interpreting the 
story of Genesis (with a gay 
slant) using shadow puppets 
and intricate Javanese dance 
movements and gamelan mu¬ 
sic. Throw in the enchanting 
grace of the ancient Hula, a 
scene from Chinese opera, 
classical Western music, and 
a campy drag spoof on the 
inanity of Caucasians playing 
Asians in Miss Saigon (“Miss 
Drag-on”) and you be¬ 
gin to see what an inspired 
and entertaining showcase 
“Extravagapa,” now in its sec¬ 
ond incarnation, has become. 


Multi-Talented 

Formed in 1988 to address 
issues that affect gay and bi¬ 
sexual Asian and Pacific Is¬ 
land men, GAPA has grown 
to include a successful AIDS 
service organization, a politi¬ 


cal action committee, and a 
year-round calendar of social 
activities that includes the an¬ 
nual “Runway” pageant, fea¬ 
turing the Miss Gapa and Gay 
Asian Pacific Man competi¬ 
tion. In addition, GAPA pub¬ 
lishes “Lavender Godzilla,” a 
monthly newsletter (pub¬ 
lished quarterly as a maga¬ 
zine) showcasing literary and 
artistic talents in the gay 
Asian community. 

With such a broad range of 
issues and cultures involved, 
it’s little wonder that “Extrav¬ 
agapa” has become the center- 
piece of GAPA’s outreach to 
its members, their families 
and the gay community at 
large. According to Voltaire 
Gungab, GAPA Dance Com¬ 
pany’s artistic director, 
“There’s a lot of talent in our 
organization, but not many 
opportunities for members to 
display their talent. What 
“Extravagapa” does is create 
the opportunity. I felt we 
should have both traditional 
and modern performances be¬ 
cause we are both Asian and 
American.” 

This diversity is best show¬ 
cased in the evening’s two 
dance numbers. The first, “In 
Our Genes,” is a commis¬ 
sioned piece choreographed 
by Bay Area dancer Arturo 
Fernandez. Seven dancers in 
jeans and bare feet move 
through a stylized meditation 
on the nature of gay male sex¬ 
ual identity. They strike mus¬ 
cle-men poses and drop their 
wrists in humorous caricature 
of gender stereotypes. As 
Jang’s “Concerto for Jazz En¬ 
semble and Taiko” builds to a 
blaring crescendo, their poses 
lead to flirtations until they 
form couples and trios and 
then gently drag and carry 
each other across the floor. In 
rehearsal the dancers per-

terrified you’re going to go 
home having missed the point 
— an understandable anxiety 
for anyone who takes his craft 
seriously, as Hennessy does. 
Missing the point, however, is 
an inescapable risk — both in 
creating art and in experienc¬ 
ing it — but it’s almost as if 
Hennessy is unwilling to al¬ 
low his audience to form an 
impression on its own. In-

stead, he provides nonconsen- 
sual Cliff’s Notes along the 
way. 

Community Events 

Hennessy clearly views his 
performances as community 
events; he has described them 
as a “self-recovery program” 
and “group study.” That alone 
is nothing to criticize. Like 


most things in life, it’s flaw¬ 
less if you’re into it, depress¬ 
ing if you’re not. 

In fact, to the extent that 
Hennessy’s dialogue with the 
audience is an attempt to 
forge some new alliance be¬ 
tween public and performer, 
his project is admirable. The 
difficulty with a piece like Sa¬ 
cred Boy, however, at least as 
Hennessy has revised it, is 
that even the most elegant 
language of inclusion fails to 
conceal the obvious: There is 
still an audience, whose mem¬ 
bers may not interact in any 
way they choose; there is still 
a performer, who has a pre¬ 
meditated task to accomplish. 
The focus is on the stage, and 
is meant to stay there. Like it 
or not, that’s the venue. The¬ 
atre is not, in the best sense 
of an often abused word, an 
anarchy. 

The result then is mixed. 
Although it’s certainly possi¬ 
ble to leave a Hennessy per¬ 
formance feeling challenged 
and deeply touched, it is 
equally possible to go away 
feeling as though you’ve just 
attended a church service for 
a religion you don’t really be¬ 
lieve in. Sacred Boy, sadly, 
verges on the latter. V

formed this simple idea with 
harmony and obvious joy. 

“Genesis,” choreographed 
by Terence Stark, a founder 
of the Mythos dance compa¬ 
ny, combines mask, dance 
and puppetry. It’s described 
by Stark as “dance drama” and 
retells the famous Bible story 
with “Adam as an an¬ 
drogynous being split into two 
parts.” 

Shadow puppets represent 
the tree of life and the two 


human figures, while a drag¬ 
on stands in for the snake. 
The dancers, in full costume, 
surround the scene, creating a 
striking tableau. 

In addition to the dance 
segments, the 18-member 
GAPA Men’s Chorus, direct¬ 
ed by Randy Kikukawa, will 
perform songs from their 
multilingual repertoire, spot¬ 
lighting Gene Flores, Mr. 
GAPA 1992, as guest soloist. 
The Chinese Opera segment, 
performed with supertitles, is 


a traditional male/female love 
scene performed by two men 
(neither in drag) while a 
Mozart concerto and dramatic 
readings round out the 
evening. Ed Sullivan should 
have been so lucky. ▼

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Worldly Matters Matter in 
Garvey Sculpture, Kiki Exhibit 

Earthly Concerns

O n cheerless Laguna 
Street, just out of 
reach of the arty sa¬ 
lons and galleries 
on Hayes Street, two lugubri¬ 
ous sculptures occupy the 
windows of a performance/ 
video/ art gallery called The¬ 
atre Concrete. The sculptures 
look like something Rodin 
might have worked up on a 
bad trip: a human figure, 
writhing in agony, prone on 
the floor; the haunted face of

some downtrodden spirit 
peering out from under a 
black cape. 

This is the psychic territo¬ 
ry of Theatre Concrete’s pro¬ 
prietor, Frank Garvey, a mul¬ 
titalented artist who has de¬ 


veloped his own brand of “so¬ 
cial surrealism” with a body 
of work singular for its ex¬ 
pressive intensity and raw 
grit. With installations of 
mechanized sculptures, paint¬ 
ings and video such as Infer¬ 
nal Carousel and Cave 
Canum, Garvey has created 
environments which pack a 
mordant punch particular to 
our gruesome times. He has 
been compared to Hierony- 
mos Bosch, though his garden 
promises no earthly delights, 
only unearthly horror. 

Garvey’s work stems from 
surrealism’s free associative 
techniques, but addresses the 
injustices of late capitalist 
America with all the vigor of 
social realism: hence the 
coinage “social surrealism.” 
Artists of his temperament 
are often content to set their 
creative fires ablaze in the 
realm of the imaginary, for 
the subconscious landscape 
yields material enough for a 
lifetime. But Garvey is com¬ 
mitted to portraying prob¬ 
lems of public life, as well as 
interior angst. His exquisitely 
detailed canvasses and pneu¬ 
matically animated sculptures 
concern themselves with 
poverty, squalor and desola¬ 
tion, the lot of the underclass. 

Now the artist has crafted 
“The Disappeared”, a new 
sculpture heavy and black in 
its massing and import. A hu¬ 
man figure bound to a stake 
in near crucifixion, “The Dis¬ 


appeared” commemorates the 
fallen and the suffering from 
AIDS. Garvey intends to do¬ 
nate the piece to San Francis¬ 
co and has proposed siting it 
in the sunken Harvey Milk 
Plaza at Castro and Market. 
To that end, Morphos Gallery 


will host a gala benefit tomor¬ 
row night, December 10, at 6 
p.m. The event serves a dual 
purpose: to raise funds for the 
bronzing (estimated at $7000) 
of the AIDS memorial sculp¬ 
ture, and to benefit 
UCSF/Mount Zion’s Art for 
Recovery program. Art for 
Recovery is an “outsider” art 
project directed by Cynthia 
Perlis, who helps AIDS and 
cancer patients express their 
experiences through art. Ben¬ 
efit proceeds will go to the 
program, as well as to 
UCSF/Mount Zion’s HIV 
Care Unit, and to the memori¬ 
al sculpture project. 

While support and funds 
are drummed up, “The Disap¬ 
peared” is on display at Mor¬ 
phos, an expressionist figure 
neither male nor female, 
white nor black. Despite its 
tortured pose, its hands 
chained behind the back, this 
archetypal figure still shows 
strength in its muscular mass¬ 
ing: our community’s heroism 
in the face of an onslaught of 
suffering. 

The powerful work shares 
the gallery with a showing of 
recent work by Arin Wis- 
comb, a one-time apprentice 
to Frank Garvey. While Gar¬ 
vey has moved in the direc¬ 
tion of social realism, Wis- 
comb has gravitated towards 
the abstract. His large can¬ 
vasses are action paintings, 
the “automatic writing” of his 
body as expressed through 
his physical application of 
oils. They have titles like Be¬ 
ginner’s Mind: Rhythms Out 
of Line I and are beautiful; a 
painting like Myth seems il¬ 
luminated from behind its 
surface, as if from some spec¬ 
tral source.

A show of black humor 
and perversely irreverent re¬ 
sponses to life during plague¬ 
time has just opened at Kiki 
gallery. Sick Joke is a deli¬ 


cious assortment of works by 
fearless artists including Brett 
Reichman and Nayland 
Blake, Cary Liebowitz (Can- 
dyass) and Laura Brun, all of 
whom opt for incisive wit 
over piety and sentiment in 
approaching AIDS. But the 
show, subtitled Bitterness, 
Sarcasm & Irony in the Sec¬ 
ond AIDS Decade, is not 
about laughs as much as it is 
about the creeping morbidity 
which affects us all. Kiki, a 
postage stamp-sized gallery 
which has offered a proces¬ 
sion of smart, cutting-edge 
shows this year, is open 
Thursday through Saturday, 
noon through 7 p.m., and can 
be found at 483 14th Street; 
call 863-KIKI for information. 
Sick Joke runs through De¬ 
cember 18. 

Arin Wiscomb: Recent 
Paintings remains up in the 
main gallery at Morphos, 544 
Hayes, through January 5, 
1994, while works from the 
UCSF/Mount Zion Art for 
Recovery program are shown 
in the back gallery.

Because there’s nothing on 
the cover of this new Elektra 
album to indicate that its 
composer is the same John 
Adams who brought us the 
operas Nixon in China and 
The Death of Klinghoffer, 
Hoodoo Zephyr, could easily 
pass for a terminally hip rock 
album. 

That might be the point. 
Perhaps Adams, who is gen¬ 
erally lumped into that ever- 
shrinking group of “classical” 
composers, is trying to appeal 
to a wider audience. Like the 
Kronos Quartet, he’s always 


had a flair for showmanship 
and his hugely successful 
scores attract everyone from 
connoisseurs to the merely 
curious. 

Writing an album for the 
uninitiated after basking in 
the limelight of an interna¬ 
tional career could be taken 
as either needlessly self-in¬ 
dulgent or an indication of 
tremendous artistic integrity. 
Whatever the reasons, Adams 
has definitely taken a major 
step on his compositional 
odyssey. 

The songs on Hoodoo 
Zephyr were all written, per¬ 
formed and produced by 
Adams between January 1992 
and May 1993 in Berkeley, 
California, using an assort-

SAN FRANCISCO

A fter a tense week of 
cancelled subscrip¬ 
tion concerts, San 
Francisco Symphony 
musicians returned to work 
last Sunday in time for the 
holiday season. 

Programs featuring Music 
Director-Designate Michael 
Tilson Thomas and film star 
Debra Winger have not been 
re-scheduled. Thomas’s From 
the Diary of Anne Frank 
will, doubtless, find perfor¬ 
mances sometime after his as¬ 
sumption of full duties in 
1995. The rare opportunity to 
see Winger onstage is proba¬ 
bly irretrievable. 

At least, the contract was 
still in force for the Sympho¬ 
ny debut of Norwegian violin¬ 
ist Arve Tellefsen. His han¬ 
dling of the Shostakovich Vi¬ 
olin Concerto No. 1 etched an 
indelible memory of power 
and concentration, demanding 
a return visit. 

Tellefsen’s repertoire in¬ 
cludes the concertos of 
Beethoven, Nielsen and 
Sibelius, but it shows his 
trust of Conductor Herbert 
Blomstedt and the taste of lo¬ 
cal audiences that he chose 
the Shostakovich to introduce 
himself. The daunting first 
movement, alone, is virtually 
a monologue and the rest of 
the work scarcely allows the 
soloist a moment’s rest. The 


handsome violinist with ultra- 
refined technique showed no 
sign of wear. 

The weeks to come may 
prove tiresome for orchestra 
members if they suffer from 
seasonal depression, though a 
Christmas without Handel’s 
Messiah would be unthink¬ 
able. 

Davies Hall is already 
decked with the traditional 
greenery, including the tall 
and beautifully ornamented 
trees. ‘The Colors of Christ¬ 
mas’ program featuring 
Peabo Bryson, Patti Austin, 
Jeffrey Osborne and Roberta 
Flack has already warmed 
the stage as the first concert 
by the returning musicians, 
but there are lots more festiv¬ 
ities to look forward to. 

Sunday, December 12 at 
1:00 p.m. and 4:00 p.m., come¬ 
dian Robin Williams joins 
SFS Youth Orchestra Music 
Director Alasdair Neale in 
performances of Prokofiev’s 
delightful Peter and the Wolf. 
Holiday songs and other clas¬ 
sics will fill the remainder of 
the show. Rent or borrow a 
kid and go, this should be a 
winner. 

Unlikely stars they may 
be, but the Canadian Brass 
has a huge following and they 
will bring their own brand of 
spontaneity to Davies at 8:00

quantities of mouth-sized 
items of various shapes and 
sizes induce pleasure for both 
tongue and eye. Sharing shelf 
space with noveau sophisticat¬ 
ed chocolate-covered cherries 
and blueberries you’ll find 
simple licorice buttons, de¬ 
scribed by counterman Brett 
Lindell as giving off the 
“smell of socks.” 

On the wall over Brett’s 
shoulder-length blonde hair is 
a magnificent mirror built by 
the previous occupant of 325, 
Robert MacFarland. Before 
he died of AIDS in the late 
’80s, MacFarland had con¬ 
vinced Nuts owner Bonnie 
Boren that she should “inher¬ 
it” the space which had 
housed his antique store.

Claiming to house the 
nation’s finest selection of in¬ 
terior design books, Hilkert is 
not above climbing a ladder 
to reveal the shop’s racier 
bits, including aestheticized 
beefcake along George Platt 
Lynes. Whatever your vice or 
virtue, Hilkert seems anachro- 
nistically willing to find just 
the thing your significant oth¬ 
er will take pleasure in offer¬ 
ing you. 

Across the street at 364 
you can ogle some real beef¬ 
cake in the flesh at Muscle 
System. Then it’s on to Ivy’s 
at 398 for a pick-me-up and an 
order of their fabulous french 
fries (a real bargain at $2). 

The Sound of Wrappers 

No holiday shopper can es¬ 
cape that omnipresent thing 
called Christmas music. De¬ 
termined to fight sound with 
sound you pull your eager 
Sugar through the doors of 
425, the home of Star Clas¬ 
sics, where you can feast your 
eyes upon row after row of 
classical, jazz and Broadway 
CDs — dance and hip-hop are 
around the corner at Star Al¬ 
ley. Owner Diane Dragone 
says she opened the store be¬ 
cause, “I love music.” True to 
her word, she promotes local 
performers by hosting free 
lunchtime concerts on Fri¬ 
days in a 40-seat recital hall 


next door. Intended as brown- 
bag affairs, the series has 
gone foodless of late since the 
sound of wrappers tends to 
drown out the wind instru¬ 
ments. 

Crossing Hayes Street and 
backtracking, you can gaze 
easily upon delicate one-of-a- 
kind tree ornaments in the 
window of 508. While marvel¬ 
ling at the craftsmanship, you 
may be compelled to solve the 
mystery of the 

store’s name— Velvet da Vin¬ 
ci. Clueless? The owners once 
saw a Perry Mason re-run 
with characters named Joe da 
Vinci and Velvet, who was a 
hooker — I mean sex-worker. 

Furniture Time Machine 

Da Vinci’s metalsmiths, 
Serena Richardson, Michael 
Holmes and Elizabeth Shy- 
pert, opened their mostly jew¬ 
elry store two years ago to 
assuage frustrations about 
how their work was being 
shown — or not. The irony is, 
says Richardson, they now 
have less time to produce 
their own work. Hmmm. At 
least they’re making some 50 
other jewelers happy, 95 per¬ 
cent of them from the Bay 
Area. Holmes divulged his 
criteria for selecting the 
pieces displayed: impeccable 
technique and exciting design. 

Continuing the trek up 
Hayes Street, you and yours 
are likely to get lost in the 


timeless ambience of Zonal, a 
sort of time machine of furni¬ 
ture shops, a paradise of 
wrought-iron and distressed 
wood. When owner and ex- 
New Yorker Russell 
Pritchard isn’t selling “things 
of character from our past — 
reclaimed, restored, re¬ 
freshed,” he’s encouraging lo¬ 
cal artists to fabricate objets 
with “age and character, new¬ 
ly created.” 

Leaving your pal to go off 
and finalize purchases in pri¬ 
vate, you can either head over 
to Mad Magda’s Russian Tea 
Room Cafe, across from Zon¬ 
al, or warm up with a cup of 
coffee around the corner at 
Momi Toby’s Revolution Cafe 
at 528 Laguna. Painter Felicia 
Ferrance started the cafe 
three months ago and already 
she’s serving liquor. The art 
on the walls comes up fresh 
from downstairs studios, 
where for $130 a month 
artists get space, tools and all 
the coffee they can drink. 
Momi Toby, whose gnarled 
likeness graces sidewalk signs 
directing the caffeine-starved, 
is a real-life curandera, or 
shaman, as well as full-time 
grandmother. 

Suitably energized, you 
may want to make your way 
back along Hayes Street, to 
take in all the things you 
missed. Then again, you 
might think about buying 
something for someone else.

ment of synthesizers ranging 
from the Korg Wavestation to 
the Yamaha Electone and 
Lexicon LXP-15. 

Surrounded by Deborah 
O’Grady’s evocative pho¬ 
tographs of various desert 
scenes, the printed lyrics 
seem self-consciously artless, 
but the music sounds urgent 
and motivated. Adams has 
clearly been listening to Dead 
Can Dance and other world 
music rockers, and this would 
appear to be his contribution 
to that growing phenomenon. 

Some numbers work bet¬ 
ter than others and all are 
flawed by momentary lapses 
into conventional electronic 
noodling. Still, Adams main¬ 
tains his clear, independent 
voice throughout and most of 
the songs easily support their 
length. The effects can be 
haunting and meditative, but 
the general mood is propul¬ 
sive and bright. 

Hoodoo deserves a listen. 


It proves an aging enfant ter¬ 
rible can still rock with the 
new wave. 

San Francisco Symphony 
Berwald/ Sinfonie Se- 
rieuse, Symphony No.4 
London 

Away from the cutting 
edge, but something of a 
shocker in its own day, comes 
Herbert Blomstedt’s reap¬ 
praisal of Franz Berwald’s 
First Symphony, the ‘se 
rieuse’. Critics were surpris 
ingly harsh when they en 
countered the piece in 1842 
calling it “incomprehensible’ 
and “bizarre.” Listeners today 
might find it too tame, but I 


urge closer inspection. 

Neeme Jarvi has recorded 
all four of Berwald’s attrac¬ 
tive symphonies for Deutsche 
Grammophon, but the record¬ 
ings are currently unavailable 
and are inferior to Blomst¬ 
edt’s more disciplined read¬ 
ings. The Gothenburg Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra can’t com¬ 
pete with the San Francisco 
Symphony for lightness of 
touch or transparency of tone. 

As always, credit must go 
to the recording engineers 
Colin Moorfoot (Symphony 
No. 1) and John Pellowe 
(Symphony No. 4). Davies 
Hall is much improved after 
last year’s acoustic overhaul,

suck the lifeblood out of this 
stuff too, if we’re not careful.” 

Not one to pander to the 
rising and cresting of a pass¬ 
ing fad, Capurro says what 
gay and lesbian comedians 
need to do is carve a niche for 
themselves. ‘‘We can never 
assimilate,” he says. “There’s 
no point in trying. We have to

make it in a different way. I 
don’t know that way. Maybe 
it’s doing what I do, comedy 
in mainstream clubs. I ram it 
down their throats. Either 
they listen now, or they listen 
later, but eventually, they’re 
going to have to listen. I 
imagine I will be there when 
that day comes.” 

When Capurro walks onto 
the stage of a mainstream 
(read “straight”) stage, he is 
asking to be shot in the head, 
whether he’s in Fresno or in 
downtown San Francisco. 
“You can’t determine the ac¬ 
ceptance of an audience based 
on location,” says Capurro. 
“San Francisco is full of 
tourists, and the suburbs are 
full of open-minded people. I 
like suburbs. They need my 
kind of comedy.” 

While in Aurora, Ill. last 
year, the home of the fiction¬ 
al, albeit culturally accurate, 
Wayne and Garth, Capurro 
performed in a comedy club 
housed within an enormous, 
spinning, spiraling mall. “I 
went in there,” the comic 
says, “and talk about big hair. 
Big hair! You can imagine 
that I’m not going to have 
anything in common with 
these people. But that’s my 
heterophobia.” Capurro got 
up on stage, and immediately 
the audience knew he was 
gay. “People aren’t stupid,” he 
says. Standing in the spotlight 
at the mike, Capurro could 
hear the titters and the gig¬ 


gles. “I went into the gay stuff 
right away. I had them fuck¬ 
ing roaring for ten minutes. 
The club owner was blown 
away. It was scary for him, 
and he won’t book me again, 
but I did a good job.” 

Comic's Dark Side 

Like any good comedian, 
Capurro draws much of his 
comedy from the darker re¬ 
cesses of his mind. The last 
three years of performing 
have provided the inspiration 
for increasingly dark and 
more complex material. Fre¬ 
quently personal in tone, this 
material contributes to what 
Capurro calls his edge. On 
one of his darker nights at 
Josie’s, the comic was on 
stage talking about his latest 
relationship, which just hap¬ 
pened to be with another 
comic. The set ended with 
Capurro stripping down to 
his underwear and storming 
off the stage. “I was in a rela¬ 
tionship with someone who 
did not respond to my needs,” 
he explains. “I was in front of 
an audience that was not lis¬ 
tening to me. I thought ‘What 
the fuck do I have to do?’ So 
I just tore my clothes off.” He 
and his comic boyfriend 
broke up that night and 
haven’t spoken since. Capurro 
felt the routine worked, but 
when he tried to recreate the 
effect a week later for a dif¬ 
ferent audience, it just wasn’t 
the same. 

Though his personal life 
often finds its way into his 
comedy, Capurro will tell you 
he really doesn’t have one, as 
the social life of a comedian 
on the road is almost non-ex¬ 
istent. He says he makes occa¬ 
sional attempts at developing 
a life outside of comedy, but 
saves his concentration for 
work. Some, like the previ¬ 
ously mentioned comic, don’t 
appreciate the public expo¬ 
sure. Others don’t mind. “I 
talk about the man I’m seeing 
now,” he says. “It’s a problem¬ 
atic relationship anyway. The 
fact that I talk about it on¬ 
stage is the least of our prob¬ 
lems.” Though he bemoans 
his single status, Capurro bris¬ 
tles at the idea of entering a 
relationship with another per¬ 
former. “I’d rather cut my 
head off with a string than do 
that,” he says. “They’re self- 
centered and egocentric. 
Maybe a director or a writer, 
but never an actor. They’re a 
mess.”

but the London/ Decca team 
has made the orchestra sound 
prime throughout its exclu¬ 
sive recording contract. 

One could argue that 
Blomstedt feels a special kin¬ 
ship with the Swedish com¬ 
poser and he probably has 
been acquainted with the un¬ 
expected charms of the sym¬ 
phonies for some time. That 
he communicates his affection 
and grasp so well, makes this 
one of the most pleasant of 
the 17 London releases. 

There are pleasant whiffs 
of Mendelssohn in Berwald 
and his fondness for surprise 
twists and sudden interjec¬ 
tions predate Carl Nielsen, 
but he also brings to mind the 
genius of Schubert. 

San Francisco Symphony 
Schubert/Symphony 
No. 9/London 

Speaking of Schubert — the 
Symphony No. 9 in C major 
‘Great’ joins the sunny Fifth 
and the ‘Unfinished’ Eighth 
in the Blomstedt canon for 


London. 

Unlike the rest of the se¬ 
ries, sound engineer Stanley 
Goodall has allowed a slightly 
boomy bass to persist 
throughout. The problem is 
easily fixed with some home 
adjustment, but it’s started 
some of us thinking about the 
need for another Schubert 
Ninth. There are plenty of 
good versions available on 
CD and some are even bud¬ 
get priced. 

But San Francisco loyalists 
will not want to skip a release 
and — they may rest assured 
— this is a considerate and 
well molded rendition in gen¬ 
erally excellent sound. The 
Overture in C major, ‘In the 
Italian Style’, makes an ap¬ 
pealing contribution, too. 

The greatest thing Herbert 
Blomstedt has done for the 
Symphony was sign a record¬ 
ing contract. At 17 discs (and 
counting), the repertoire 
leaves behind a lasting legacy 
of Blomstedt’s tenure, one 
that ensures international re¬ 
spect. ▼

I 
want to explore this in my 
show, this intense need for 
the approval of an audience, 
but not just any audience, the 
approval and acceptance of a 
straight audience. The hetero¬ 
sexual rednecks.” 

Capurro says he would 
like to get back into theatre 
and his one-man show is a step 
in that direction. He also talks 
about fulfilling his childhood 
dreams of starring in a musi¬ 
cal and writing books. But 
about one thing he is certain. 
“I don’t know what my future 
holds, but if I’m doing stand- 
up comedy in five years, I 


want you to take a gun to my 
head and make sure my brains 
fly all the way across the 
room. I don’t want to end up 
bitter, bitchy and stealing oth¬ 
er people’s material because I 
can’t write my own. That’s 
what happens. I don’t want 
this to happen to me. I don’t 


want to lose friends because I 
hate myself.” ▼

Runners Share Cold Weather Training Secrets

Don’t let a little rain keep 
you from your training. 
Northern California winters 
are great opportunities to 
train, and with the Gay 
Games only six months away, 
interested athletes should 
take every opportunity to 
train. That means neither 
rain, or wind, or icy cold, 
should keep athletes from 
putting in the preparation 
now to be their best in the 
June 1994 Gay Games compe¬ 
tition. 

“We’ve trained through it 
all,” says co-coach and long¬ 
time San Francisco Track & 
Field runner Frank Demby. 
“We run in the rain, the cold, 
in the wind, the fog. Every 
day of training we can put in 
brings us closer to our goal of 
peak performance.”

west or back East. While the 
sun may be shining in one 
part of town, it could be cold, 
foggy and windy at just a few 
miles away. The SFT&FC 
has learned to be prepared 
for cold weather throughout 
the year, not just during the 
winter months. 


How to fight bad weather 


Dressing properly is the 
best way to fight the miseries 
of cold weather training. Sev¬ 
eral layers of lightweight 
clothing work best, trapping 
warm air between the layers. 
And as you heat up, you can 
unzip or remove layers, al¬ 
ways making sure to replace 
them as the body cools off. 

The key is finding a mix of 
clothing that will trap the nat¬ 
ural body heat produced 
while training, yet able to 
vent enough heat to avoid 
overheating. Polypropylene is 
an excellent winter garment. 
It absorbs moisture and helps 
keep the body dry. A dry 
body is less effected by chilly 
air than a wet one. 


Cotton fabric breathes, and 
thermals provide good protec¬ 
tion from the cold. But when 
cotton gets wet, it not only re¬ 
tains water, but it weighs a 
ton. Synthetic fabrics will 
keep you warm, but don’t 
breath very well. Nylon 
doesn’t let sweat evaporate 
and could lead to overheating 
but it dries faster than other 
“natural” fabrics. 


Don’t forget your head 


Remember to protect all 
parts of your body from cold 
air. This includes the head, 
where an amazing amount of 
heat escapes. Wear a hat 
(preferably one with ‘vents’), 
particularly if you’re balding 
or have close cropped hair. 
Hands and feet and genitals (!) 
are extremely susceptible to 
frostbite, so make sure they 
are well protected. Wool mit¬ 
tens and socks will keep you 
warmer than cotton. 

Also, make sure your body 
is properly warmed up. 
Stretch and get your heart 
pumping before attempting 
any strenuous sprint work. 
You may need to warm-up 
twice as long to train in cold 
weather as you would on a 
sunny day. 


Watch out for slick sur¬ 
faces. Even “all-weather” 
tracks can be dangerous when 
wet. A good rule to remem¬ 
ber is when it is wet out, slow 
things down. 

The wind can drain you 

Learn to respect the wind 
because it drains body heat 
faster than you may realize. 
And don’t worry about cold 
air “freezing” your lungs. The 
upper air passages in the 
body warm the air you breath 
so cold air never reaches the 
lungs. 

If the weather seems too 
intense to attempt outdoor 
training, go to a well 
equipped gym for alternative 
workouts. Treadmills, station¬ 
ary cycles, and stair climbers 
can provide as much cardio¬ 
vascular activity as your out¬ 
door workout may provide. 

Remember, your body will 
heat up as you workout. But 
give it a head start by dress¬ 
ing warmly (preferably in lay¬ 
ers). Stretch and warm-up 
properly before strenuous 
training and get in out of the 


cold before your body cools 
down. The important thing is 
to continue striving towards 
your fitness goals without let¬ 
ting the weather stand in 
your way. ▼

San Francisco's Tenth Annual International Gay 
Bowling Tournament

Bowling has no ill effects, 
according to Don George, a 
gay bowling organizer help¬ 
ing to put together the Jan¬ 
uary 1994 Bud Light Golden 
Gate Classic, the tenth in a se¬ 
ries of international lesbian 
and gay bowling tourna¬ 
ments. He explains, “There’s 
no sore arms,” but then ad¬ 
mits, a moment later, that one 
might get blisters from wear¬ 
ing the wrong size bowling 
shoes, or finger blisters from 
using balls with holes that are 
too small. 

Despite the possibility of 
blisters, people love bowling. 

More people love bowling 
than many other sports. The 
International Gay Bowling 
Organization is now the 
largest gay sports organiza¬ 
tion in the world, with over 
17,000 members from over 
100 cities. At the Vancouver 
1990 Gay Games, there were 
over 900 bowlers, approxi¬ 
mately a seventh of the total 
number of athletes involved. 
Every week, over a thousand 
lesbians and gays head for 
Bay Area bowling alleys to 
bowl in lesbian and gay 
leagues in San Francisco, the 
East Bay, on the Peninsula, 
and in San Jose. “About 700 
people participate in the San 
Francisco leagues,” says Don 
George. 

Why is bowling so popu¬ 
lar? Competition is not the 
most driving force in most 
recreational bowling, explains 
George, who attributes bowl¬ 
ing’s popularity to the fact 
that, “It’s social hour.” George 
says, “You don’t have to be 
good, and you have just as 
good of a time if you bowl 
well or badly.” 

Take on bowlers from 
everywhere 

Local bowlers and bowling 
admires will have a chance to 
go up against the bowlers 
from all over the world dur¬ 
ing the tenth International 
Gay Bowling Organization 
(IGBO) tournament over the 
Martin Luther King Holiday 
weekend, on January 14, 15, 
and 16. The Bud Light Gold¬ 
en Gate Classic (GGC), is 
sponsored by the local lesbian 
and gay bowlers, and will fea¬ 
ture one of the largest guaran¬ 
teed prize funds of any gay 
bowling event in history. The 
total of cash prizes offered is 
over $5,000. 


Event organizers are en¬ 
couraging people to enter ear¬ 
ly, because this is one of the 
most popular of all the IGBO 
tournaments. “We are expect¬ 
ing close to 400 bowlers from 
over 45 cities throughout the 
U.S., Canada, Australia, and 
New Zealand to participate.” 
says George, “The addition of 
our new scratch format, our 
guaranteed prize fund, and 
our 10th anniversary celebra¬ 
tion should give us the largest 
participation that we have 
had in years, if not the 
largest.” 

Scratch bowling action 

Scratch bowling means in¬ 
dividuals bowl without hand¬ 
icap pins, a traditional way of 
competition between bowlers 
of comparable averages. 
Teams for the regular tourna¬ 
ment play will consist of four 
people using a handicap 
based on 80 percent of the dif¬ 
ference between the bowler’s 
average and 210. The high¬ 
light of the Bud Light Golden 
Gate Classic will be the 
scratch event, held on Sunday 
at 12:30 p.m. Eight bowlers 
will qualify for this event in 
each division by using their 
nine game scratch totals from 
their singles, doubles and 
team events in the GGC. 
Here’s a run-down on the di¬ 
visions: Division A is for 
bowlers with averages of 190 
and above; Division B for 
bowlers with averages of 175- 
189; Division C for 150-174; 
and Division D for those car¬ 
rying and average of 149 and 
below. The qualifiers will 
bowl one match game against 
each of the other seven qual¬ 
ifiers in their division. A win¬ 
ner of each match will receive 
a 30-pin bonus added to 
his/her score; the loser will re¬ 
ceive no additional pins. A to¬ 
tal pin count will determine 
the four Scratch Division 
Champions. Tim Benton, di¬ 
rector of the Scratch Masters 
event, explains that an event 
such as this is long overdue. 
“This provides a forum for 
some of the more competitive 
bowlers on the IGBO circuit 
and gives those with lower 
averages an opportunity to 
test their bowling skills,” says 
Benton. 

The IGBO circuit is large, 
with North American cities 
playing host approximately 40 
tournaments taking place 
throughout the country each 
year. ▼

Living Upstairs, by Joseph Hansen 
Dutton, $20

J oseph Hansen is best 
known for his Dave 
Brandsetter mysteries, 
which feature the gay 
private eye endeavoring 
against a backdrop of foul 
play. Now he has given us 
Living Upstairs, a splendid 
memoir-like novel set in 
1940s Hollywood. Strictly 
speaking, the new book is not 
a mystery, although it does in¬ 
clude an off-stage murder, a 
pack of lies, and a secret un¬ 
covered in its final pages. It’s 
almost as if Hansen can’t 
keep the skulduggery from 
seeping out of his pen. 
Nineteen-year-old Nathan 
Reed, an aspiring novelist 
who has caught the attention 
of a publisher, lives in up¬ 


stairs rooms with handsome 
cowboy painter Hoyt Stubble¬ 
field. Hansen portrays their 
young love with nuance and 
skill. Their world is peopled 
by dissolute writers, wannabe 
movie actors, AWOL sailors, 
rabidly anticommunist Fed 
agents, all manner of rampant 
alcoholics and homosexual 
characters with a capital C. 
The down-at-heels Los Ange¬ 
les we meet in these pages 
evokes the classic works of 
Nathaniel West or William 
Saroyen (both of whom ap¬ 
pear in characters’ reminis¬ 
cences). But the governing 
sensibility is unmistakably 
gay; and the fast pace, the 
building suspense, and the 
deft characterization are all 
Joseph Hansen’s. ▼ 


Roman Beauties 


Catalina's Riddle by Steven 

St. Martin's Press, $21.95

T he final installment 
of San Francisco au¬ 
thor Steven Saylor’s 
Roma Sub Rosa tril¬ 
ogy, Catalina’s Riddle is, like 
its predecessors Roman 
Blood and Arms of Nemesis, 
a mystery set amidst the polit¬ 
ical intrigues and nefarious 
plottings of Ancient Rome. 

Our hero Gordianus the 
Finder believes he has es¬ 
caped decadent, corrupt 
Roma by moving his family 
to a farm in the Etruscan 
countryside. Rome Finds him, 
however, in the form of the 
handsome, charismatic Catali¬ 
na, who stands accused of fo¬ 
menting insurrection against 
the state by Cicero and seeks 
refuge on Gordianus’ farm. 
Soon corpses begin appearing 
with their heads cut off — in 
the stables, down the well — 
and Gordianus regrets ever 
getting involved. 

Saylor’s strength as a sto¬ 
ryteller is his scholarship and 
great enthusiasm for the Ro¬ 
man Empire. As in the first 
two mysteries, the fictional 
plot is grounded in ancient 
history, aspects of which (Ci¬ 
cero’s speeches, Catalina’s 
populist revolt) are faithfully 
represented. Saylor brings ex¬ 
pertise to what might other¬ 
wise be undistinguished 
genre fiction: for example, a 


Saylor; 


chapter in which Gordianus’ 
son Meto undergoes the Ro¬ 
man ritual for passing into 
manhood, donning his first 
“manly toga,” is compelling 
for the author’s detailed ac¬ 
count of the rites. 

If the dialogue is some¬ 
times wooden — slaves, chil¬ 
dren and senators all speak¬ 
ing in the same diction and 
cadences — Catalina’s Riddle 
cannot be faulted for lacking 
local color. One of the plea¬ 
sures of Saylor’s books is the 
nonchalance with which ho¬ 
mosexual liaisons are present¬ 
ed as part of the cultural land¬ 
scape. Although nothing in 
this latest book matches the 
breathless descriptions of 
humpy slaves in Arms of 
Nemesis, Catalina’s sleeping 
arrangements with his right- 
hand man, the sexy Tongilius, 
leave little doubt as to their 
pleasures. We are even led to 
assume, in an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally ambiguous scene, that 
Gordianus succumbs to the 
charms and seductions of the 
supercharged Catalina. 

If you like epic tales of An¬ 
cient Rome, this book is for 
you. The mystery of who’s 
decapitating whom out on the 
farm is really secondary to 
Saylor’s knowledgeable, vivid 
retelling of often bloody, al¬ 
ways dramatic Roman histo- 

ry. ▼
